ſage flighred by ham through the pertwation of fome Cap- 
tains, being wiiled if he defired peace, iv leaverthe place 
of his encamping to the Emperourz who ſent tor Ruſelins 
11 haſt, tharhe had ſenr again Eh/iar : bur ( he being tor 
{itery retired into the Roman frontiers) had nor his belp, 
{ome of the Scythiars allo inthe Emperours camp revol- 
ting to the Turks; yer he gave them bettel, who having 
ſome hopes of peace, ſeemed not much deſirous either te 
fivht or flee, Bur the Emperour rerreniny tor fear of bis 
camp that was left weak)y manned; otiiers (rhrough Ar- 
dronicus (onftantine his brothers ſon, and that envied 
Drogenes,v11ing ont that the Emperour fled ) began to flee 
allo Ar which the Turks beirg encourage i hardly 
puriu2d ; the Emperour now ſtanding, and notably re- 
f5Ring, bur in vain , for he was both wonnded and raken ; 
which the Sultanar firſt believed nor, un!il he was aflured 
thereot by his Embafſadours, and ' Baſilacius, a priloners

But Michael Duc 45 (theeldett ton 
of Exdecis) who was thruſt inco a Monaſtery, being by 
Fohn Ceſar and others, let up in Diogenes his room, lerrecs 
were {ent inc9 all Provinces, nor to receive Diogenes as 
Emperovr : who Gayed ar the Caftle ot Docia ; and was 
by Ceſar's ſons overthrown, and yielded to rhem in the 
City of Adana, upon condition of reiigning the Empire 
for ever, wio being arought by Androncw, Ceſars eldeſt 
{on, to Cota; 11 Phrygia, while he was there {1ck,bad (nor- 
wichtanding the Clecgies fairh gaged for his {afery) his 
eys cruelly pur our, and in the Iſl2 /7ota( worms breeding 
in his wounds for want of dreffing) ſhortly dyed; reigning 
3 years $ monetis, 

Axan inrevence thereof, invaded not {or booty alone, 
bur for conquelt, the Imperial Provinces, and overthrew 
Iſaac Commen's Armie, taking lum pritoner; and Ceſar 
che Emperour's Uncle, with another Army, being allo ta- 
ken ; bur rhar was by Refſeims a revolting traytor, who 
hereby doing what he lift2n lefler Afagwas chrough Alex 
1ns Commen's (ecret working with the Turks for mony, 
derrayedbro the Emperonr, who being impriſoned, was 
&irerwards employed agiinkt Briexnusup 11 rebellion, 

But Cat/numnſes nd 'his coulen Melech gin rhe begin= 
ning of Axas's reign, returnivig our of eArabia, railed a 
oeit poryer, and were rendy be encounter the Suhtan's 
ivhole forces nivh the City Eres, as envious of his King- 
Jem. Bur the Caliph of Babylen their chicf Biſhop, con- 
I1deting the ruine of the S eraeens,chrough civil diflentions 
and fearing the like in the'e;the chief ſtay of Mahomerilm, 
thruſting himſelf (contrary unco Poncifical formality) be- 
tvixt the Armies ready ro joyn barrel, who both by his 
reverence and perſwalion, ( that Axan ſhould enjoy his 
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Kingdom entire, & that Cutlumuſes wirh his Sons,ſhould 
be the ſole Lords 'of what they ſubdued in che Conftanti- 
nopolitan Empire)were content to lay down Arms: Mo(t 
commodious re Mahometiſm, and molt hurtful ro the 
Chrittians; for C#r/umwſes &c, ſoon ſubdued all-Medsa, 2 
good part of Armenia, Cappadecia, Pontus, Bythinia, and 
che lefſer Aſia; and enlarged(by the Perſian Sultans help) 
much the Turkiſh Empire, (which occationed them to

aid againſt thoſe cruel Infidels ; rhe Hermir promifing 
that he:1youls bea truſty carrier of their Lerters, and alſo 
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careful. Soliciror 'of rheir Petitions, which were to this 
effe&t; That whereas the Citizens & Countrey-men of 
Chrilt Jel us are daily ſconrged and brained, 8c, were it 
not 1implety in divers re! pets ro lcave the Land, they 
would flee to the farrhe(i parts of rhe earth, And chough 
happily the Weſtern Chriitians are wiraout fear, yer; the

rant, Wiſhing the Empire to [ſaac. Andronicus Was out 
of the Ciry at Aelnainum, being certified bereot by g a 
clockat night, (tirring nor that might ; bur by Letters ad- 
vifng the people ro pacifie themſelves, Noughtin the 
morning prevailed with rhe inraged people : neither the 
zerſwaſions of 'sAadronicas his favourites, nor the report: 
of his landing in the City ; bur flocking and encouraging

G#y nov cam? to Tyre, but could not {for their f5vorm 
oddicnce to ontferrat) be received; But departirg, 
he v2ſheved Prolemars \vith the power he had ; with when 
the Venetian Floor, racm of Piſa, and 5 ofail of Flemings, 
joyned ro win the Ciry.

SEAS 
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Seas \vich this Fler, that no ſupplies could come to the 
Camp : So thar iome Chriſtians ,throvgh timine {horcly 
arifingfledo the Twrks for bread, ' S aladine making ſhew 
as not uncerttanding thereof, departed Jeaying his Camp 
Fall of victuats. The Chriſtians {uppolinyg he had JoNe 
for fear, haltened to che forſaken Camp; of whom ole. 
dine, cerurning,made a great laughter ; yer chey with ma- 
ny a skirmiſh by Sea and Land, continued the Winters 
hiege, expecting aid the next Spring. Frederick the Em- 
perour with other Princes, the mean time, ſer torivard 
from Ratisboxe, arriving at length ar ConfFantinople ; 
where [ſaac Azigelw Emperour, honourably, for fear and 
faſhion, entertaining him, haſtened his pallage into A/4, 
pretending the Chrittians need of aid : who paſling rhe 
ftrairy and marching into Lycaore, overthrew the 7 urks 
in a-great bar:el, ſent ro op him from the [conizm Sul- 
can; whach City he rook by force, giving the ſpoylto 
his Souldiers, in revenge of his Unkle Conrade. Then 
he overthrew them in Cilicia, raking Philomela, racing 
rhe Ciry to che groundzand putting alito the ſword, be- 
cauſe they ſlew his{\ummoning Metlengers.

was drawn thorow and raken for dexd : - yet with much 
ado he uttered, Lord receive my ſoul, and gave up the 
ghoſt : of whom Saladine was grearly afraid, He perifhed 
June 10,1190, aged 70 years, reigning 38 ; his body was 
pompoully buried in 7yre's Carhedral, Frederick: bi Son 
Duke of Szevie, was choſen General, whoſe mon ning 
Army, the Twrks fiercely charging in hopes to overthrow, , 
returned with ſom? loſle, and like ſpeed a5 they came, 
Bur famine b:ganto encreaſe, the Twrks having deltroyed 
and carried away all; yer Antiech bing eafily delivered 
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tro him, his Sonldiers were well refreſhed by the Chriſtian 
Citizens. 15 daies zfter, the Plag ue began to race there 
amovg his Souldiers, and he glad ro take the open held 
and ſerting forward againlt Do Dequin, Spladin's General, 
ſent for our of Egypt, they joyned a great and doubttull 


barrel ; the Chrittians excee_ing 1n valour, they in num* 


ber. Art leneth the Chriſtians Vauntg nard began to retire, 
cheir ſeconds bardly charged, Frederick breaking in with 
a valiant Troop, the Twrks gave ground : Leepold of £1 n- 
ffrie preſently coming with his foot, they ipecdi!y fled, 
4©qo {lain, 1090 taken, and 15 Enligns, (ſmall lofle of rhe 
Chriſtians, Afrer yrhich, he paſſed Laedicea, cafily ta- 
king Berytus, with other revolted Cities : So coming to 
7 jre buried his Father, Thence certifying Guy, at Prele- 
214%, of his coming; who ſent Afertferrat to tranſport 
him by Sea, becauſe of Seladin's rear Army : and being 
jatelyconduRed with his Souldiers co the Camp ar Pro- 
ſergars, he was joyiully received. After whoſt coming, 
riyas thought 900d ro affhule rhe City round, every Regi- 
ment b:ing appoinrt-d whar place to aflaile ; which was 
done with ſuch fury, as if they purpoſed to gage their 
whole forces, the 7 #7ks (fill beating chem from the walls 
top.

King R:chard laid, his 
return \was toinvade G#ien and Normandy, now disfurni- 
ſhed of Garriſons ; which pointhe {to ureed, that Philip 
bound himſelf re him by Oath, no way to attempt ahy 
ching, until 5o dates after Richard's return home, And 
embarquiny the relt of his Army, he Azg. 1, departed to 
Tyre, thence to Rome yihiting the Pope, and lo ſafely arri- 
ved in France, baving performed norhing ro whar the 
world expected, Leopo/d of Auſtria followed, ard ſhort- 
ly the Veretians, Prfans and Genoans, Whereupon Sa/a- 
dine refuſed to pay the promiſed mony, or reſtore the pri- 
ſoners, threatning to chop off all Captives heads, if excre- 
micy were uſed ro the pledges, Richard refuſed Saladin*s 
r2quelt and preſents for longer ſparing bis pledges; where- 
vpon he beheaded che Chriſtian Captives, and Richard 
Aug, 20, in fight of Saladin's Army exzouted 2500, or as

Salaaine(as it commonly happens ina great Comman - 
ers 11] ſuccefſe) much impaired his reputation by the 
lofle of Prolemars ; wherefore with a headlong de!pair he

ſr1a, Joppa, Aſcalon, Gaza and Elam, with divers other 
plac $ like to ſtand the Chritijans In exd : moſt parc 
whereof were fortified, and re-peopled by Richara and 
the Templers, though Saladine endeavoured to let them.

He retgen2d abour 16 years, leaving 9 Sons, all (excepr 
Saphradize Sultan of Aleppo) muithered by Saphradine 
their Uncle, from whom diſcended Xeledin Sultan of 
A oypt, and Coradrn of Damaſco and Feruſalem, 

Pope (eleſtize was nov in hope, that Jernſalem michr 
(in that diſcord of the Tarks) be recovered, and the Kino- 

dom eftabliſhed, who pertwaded Heyrry the Emperou: 
tg undertake che mater ; who ſent rhe Duke vi m_ 
IL 
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wvich a great Army into A/ia, ro whom to Legars, the 
Archbithop of Aeguntia, and the Bilbop of Herbipolis 
were joyned, Many other Germasx Princes and Prelats, 
chen taking on them rhe boly war; who being relieved, 
and tranſported to: Antioch by the Greek Emperour, came 
by land ro Tyre and Ptolemars, purpeling to relieve the 
beſieged Germans in Jeppa ; bur they being all by treaſon 
flain, and rhe City raced, they deparred to Szaov, Then 
raking and fortitfying Ber7tss, rhey beſieged T orone : which 
being brought ro extremity, rhe 7 urks came on {o faſt for 
reliet, that they raiſed their ſiege, which Beryrus Garriſon 
perceiving, abandoned the City, marching with the Army 
to Joppa and forcitying it, ; The enemy coming raced Be- 
Tjtus 111197, The Tarks coming to dilturb Joppe's for- 
tifying, tke Chriftians removed ſome miles off, to draiy 
tae T#rks toa convenient place. The Turks hereupon, 
ſent a par: to aſſail che City, the other tollowing diſorder- 
ly ; on whom the Chriltans curning, ſharply enceuntred 
and put them to flighe, {6me thouſands of them falling,ta- 
kins the {poll and rerurrung tothe Ciry, Bur the Duke of 
Saxony over-heating himſelf, and on rhe four.h day, dying 
cf a Feaver, and the Duke of Au/tr:a(the night following) 
of a wound,diminiſhed this victories joy, 

Nox long after, both Pope Celejtine and Henry the Em- 
perour dyed, troubles ariſing in Germany, about a new 
Emperours choice; whereupon, the Biſhop of fog un- 
tia, an EleRtour, and ch2 other German Princes, could 
not be per{waded ro ſtay, bur home they wenr, The Turks 
afterivards, (the Germans on Aartin's diy making merry

The Chritttans ſeizing on a bricge, 
made over Nile, cut the Keepersthereof to pieces, Draw- 
ing nigh Carre, and encampinz in its fight, they ran up and 
down, provoking them ot the City ro come out to bat- 
rel, &c, who let rhemalone to brag and boaſt, and pur- 
poſely protracted long the hhege ; and the Chrittians ba- 
ving confidence in their valour, with little regard of their 
enemies, not conſidering they were within the Trenches, 
&<c. of a decelttul River, rook no care of duty, watch,&c, 
So the crafty enemies, abuling them with delays and dc- 
ceits, dre them ont at lergtn, that chey might circum - 
ventthem when they lealt teared ir. The Chriſtians en- 
camped under the covert of the Banks, and Cayhes of rhat 
tenmy Country, thinking 'themlclves late ; Bur thele pia- 
ces were loft and duty, the people at pleaſure watring 
them by channels and ſluces our of Vie; which opened 
the River began to everfloiy all, Then they (roo [-re) 
perceived themſelyes taken as ina gin; all the ground be- 
ing covered with water, that the victuals were corrupted, 
and noplace fora man to lye dry in, The Xgyptians had 
taken the high placess that the Chriſtians ſhould nor re- 
tire out of che covered Boggs and Marſhes : to their raſh 
va:our was expoſed tothe enemies ſhot and tury.

Johe arriving from Rome a: the French Court, found King 
Philtp deſperatly fick, who {by will) gerve torhe otpirat- 
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lers and Templgts $0000 C:rdwns for maintenance-ot 
their wars, which was afterwards paid to JFehn; who in 
the way to Spain, married Berengaria the King of Catiles 
Daughter, returning into France, where he long expected 
Frederick to tecover his wives right to Jernſalem's King- | 
dom: which though he at Rome (atthe marriage) ſolemn- 
ly vowed ; yet(othe:wile let) performed itnot till almoſt 
7 years after, Let us leave the Chriltans in Syria, (who 
enjoyed the $ years Peace till neiv troubles) returning to 
the troubled affairs at Conftartinople,and in lefler Aſia. 
Henry as atforeſaidgggeprefling the Bulgarians and Scy- 
thians, dyed, having with trouble reigned abour 11 years, 
After whom ſucceeded his Son in Lav, Peter Count of 
Anſerre; who to gratifie the Veretians, and in revenge be- 
fieged Theodore eAngelus (Prince of Epirus his comperti- 
cour) in Dyrrachium, which he hid a lice before ſurpri- 
zed trom the Venetian Scigniory; where Peter laying, was 
{o cunningly uſed by the Greek, that a Peace was betwixt 
chem concluded, 'and friendſhip jovned, So that- Petey 
came to him as his guelt, who entertained him wich all 
fejened formalities, but molt craiterouſly ſlew him inthe 
midit of his banquet ; (Yer ett ers report he was by him 
put ro death being intercepred travellins from Rome to 
Conſtantinople ) which Topulus Covernour of Conftantine- 
ple unceritandingy, made peace in the Empire's 1acarcy 
tor 5 years, with him, and the 7 wrks for 2, Robert, Peter's 
Son, ſhorrly coming chither, was ſalured Emperovr ; bur 
ſocn ater, he taking a fair Lady, davghter of a rich and 
Noble Matron, to Wife, betore betrothed to a vallant Far- 
«#1ndian, the old Lady breaking her promiſe : the young 
Brurgundian (enraged with the wrong) entred the Court 
in the Emperour's abſence, by nighr, with a company of 
Juſty Souldicrs, cutting off the young Empreſles noſe 
and ears, throwing her o)d Mother into the Sea, and fled 
cur of the City with rhoſe cnt-rhroats. The Emperour

12(t of the Latin Emperours there ; who being married ro 
Alartha younger Daughter of Jobs King of " [eruſalen, 
but then Governour ot Ravenna, he had both the perſon 
and Empire of Bal/awis commicred to his charge : which 
he for certain years faithfully diſcharged, till Baldwin was 
ab'e himſelt ro govern, Now chough Conſtantinople 
with 7 hrac:a, and the other Greek, Provinces, were all or 
molt under Haldwir, the Yenetian and other Latin Prin- 
ces; yet the opprefled Greeks, were in heart de-ored 
wholly to their natural Emperours, Laſcars reigning 
at Nice,& Comnen,at T rapezond,” Laſcarrs 1n his reign,had 
fought many a bartel, &c, as it were, ere&ting a nei Err.- 
pire in Aſs, r reiening 18 years, and leaving Johu Ducas 
(who married lrene his Heir) ro {ucc:ead him, A man of 
great \vity ſpirit aud graviry, undertaking nothing before 
conhderumion; which reolved on, he omitted nothir 0 
for performance : The Greeks, ſayino,. The planting this 
neiv Empire required the celerity of Laſcaris; but its t: Ys 
Le gravity of D#c&s, In the b22inninyg, ſertins things 
in or-/er, he augmented his legions, and aiming to reco- 
ver Conſtantinople, with Thrace and Greece, bui'r a gear 
number of Galleys, taking in one Summer, moſt otthe 
Ageuns Wands, with famous Rhodes, and many others ; 
and the next Sprin2 landing over Heteſpont,invaded Cher- 
ſoneſus, then forraging the Countrey evento the gates of 
Conftantinople,taking allo many Ciries and Towns by the 
Ser coaſt; the Greeks almolt all yielding: rhemſelves 
where they could help hmm, The rujn of che Latin Em - 
pire in the Eaſtwas plainly ro been; for Afſas the Bul- 
£97148 King, ſent his E Embaſſadonrs ro Joby, offerir o his 
Davzhrcer Hella | 11 marriage to Theodore bis So!', ot 
"which he (eAſſan able to call inthe Scythes) loaturo have 
nim his enemy, gladly accepred- Wherefore Hellena,

dore about C herſoneſus, The Sultan of [conium (not long 
aſter) fearing while his hands were full of the dreadful 
Tart ars, he ſhould beſer on by the Greek Emperour, ſenr 
unto John to prolong the League berwixe them ; which 
he for many cauſes granted, as no: able to war againſt the 
7 urks and Latins at once, and to keep by this warlike Na- 
tion his own Countries ſgte from the| 7 artars, This 
Peace exceedingly enriched his Countnes; for now the 
people bezan to tall tothe fruirful Jabours of peace. The 
Emperour himſelf by plojving gor much Corn, planting 
many V ine-yards, and keeping Heards, and Flocks, and 
Fowls of all ſorts, tired others up co the like, cauſing 
alſo his Kinimen and Nobles ro have (ufficient for their 
own {pendino, and not to rake any thing from the poor 
ovntreymen ; whereby in few years, exery Barn was full 
ot Corn, &c, Then alſo there being a jereat famine 
amons the Turks, they tiavelling into the Emperout's 
Provinces for Viauals, vave their oold, filver,and rich 
con:modiries for food; ſothar the Con ntrey-mens hou- 
j.s were full of the Turk « wealth, and che Emperout's 
Coffers ſtored with” Treaſure, The money gathered of 
cgs daily fold, making the Empreſs a rich Croivn of gold 
(>t with precions tones ; which he called Ovata, becauſe 
"rayas bought with Egg-money. The Gr ek Empire thus 
lourdhir in |fler Afia, the 7 wrks pilled by the Tartars 
and conſumed wit dfamibe e,asfalt declining, 
Frederickthe Emperour, and Kine of S:cil, was hard- 
'v called on by Pope Henorins,to take his long vowed ex- 
pedition into the holy Lind ; ond for delay, excommu- 
nicare by Gregory 9, more ro C:a from him ſome of his 
Empire in his ablence, than tor their zeal the:ero, which 
he fearing,delaved his Vorvs performance; But at length. 
enforced with Grrgory's chunorine , |he fer forward in 
1227, Yoland his wite thereabour dying in child-bed of 
a Son. There mer at Brundu/irm, an exceeding number of 
Souldiers out of al] parts (eſpecia ly Germany) uncer the 
Lanrrgrave 
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Lantgrave of Tharing, and the Biſhop ef Aguſta; bur 
che Plague ariſing there, the Lantgrave and Bithopy with 
many others, dyed : The Emperour talling very tick of a 
Feaver at Malea, on his way, returned to Brundaſinm, 
ftaying long chere. Then the Pope, cafiing out his exco* 
munications againſt him, accuſing him with perjury, &cs 
he would have cleared himſelf in an open Aflembly ar 
Ravenna, had it nor been diſturbed ; yer he an{ivered alf 
oy Vwrieings, ſerting forward again from Brunanſium in 
Anguſt 12 28. The Pope for chat the Emperour had net- 
ther taken his leave of him, ner reconciled bumſelf, in 
a great ch@ller, forbad all forces 1n Syria ro yield him obe- 
dience 3 ; \w:iting alto to the Sultan, not to agree with him 
&c. And afterivards ran on his Kingdom of Naples,trou- 
bling /taly ; yer he was bonourably received at Prolemay, 
Sulra an Adcledin hearing of his arrival,offeied him moſt ho- 
nourable condirions of Peace ; who ſending firſt for the 
Pope's conlent, would not ſuffer the Meſſengers ro come 
into his orzſence, rending the Letters without reading 
chem ; yer the Emperour, on condition that he ſhould be 
King of Feruſalem, and all PaleFtine delivered ro him - 
Thar all raken from Baldwin 4th by Saladin ſhould be re- 
(lored : that Nazareth and Foppa he might forrihe ar 
pleaſure, and har all pritoners, by both, be freed without 
:anſome, concluded a Peace for 10 years: thereupon he 
was Crowned King of Jerz»ſuem on Eaſter-day, 1229 , 
YAO repairing Its deſola:e Walls, with certain Temples, 
&c, appointing Rayneld of Bavaria his Lieyrenant, retur- 
ned into /ealy, The Stciliar Kings have been cyer fince 
caile1 Kings of Jersſalcm. 

Gregory (next yerr) more in ſpighe ro the Emperonr 
:nan*zeal, did by the! lately 'ereRed Dominicans an 
Franciſcan tr up a wonderful number ro take on them 
the Croſſe, ſo tearmed, their cogmzance, who bound 
themlelves for recovery, or defence of the holy Land, un- 
der Theobald King of Navarre. the Counts cf or 'forr, 
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| and C ampaigne,and orhers, to trouble the 10 years con» 
cluded Peace ; paffing Beſphoria they came to the River 
Sanger 1n Bythinia, there retreſhing rhemielves, ar length 
they came to the Strairs of Mount "Amanuy taken by che 
JT #rks, the Sultan of /comum nor tar off encampirg ; yet 
Aon fort cour:gioully marching wich his V Vantcuard, by 
torce opened rne Mountains paſl:ge, Navarre in vain 
aſſaulting the Sultan's Camp, v ho would not Rlic ovt ;

echer places, The Teraplars and Hoſpirallers, with the 
weak Kingdomes firengrh , came to give him battle near 
7 yberias : Who haltily(as if for fear) retiring, came upon 
them next nizhr,encamping by the River,at unawares and 
unarmed ; who,being awaked,baftily and diſorderly,cook 
ſuch weapons as came te hand, fighting terribly and 
donbrfully a long ſpace, encouraging each other, - .But 
the 7 wrks keeping order, and more 1n number , greatly, 
ſlauehrered them,yer with lols of many ghoutands of their 
own : moſt of rh: beſt Templars and Hoſpitallers were 
ſlain, The Sulran,being encouraged, forthwith took Je- 
ruſalem, putting all men, women, and children, ro the . 
ſword, rafing it , burning che buildings, &e. defaceing 
Chrift's ſepulchre, never before violated, which he ſeemed 
chiefly to do , for that the Chriſtians, for its gating, fo ' 
hardly advenrured, & lo troubled the Saracens and 7 wks, 
Thus by breach of rhe league , Zeruſalems fell again fnto 
the 7 wrks power in 1234, in whoſe hands it hath remai- 
ned to this day , governed by a Sawzack, the Sepulchre 

eing again repaired,yas much viſited, and not unreveren- 
ced by the Twrks themſelves, 

Frederick was much grieved with this lofle, bur (being 
entangled with troubles that Gregory lett unto other Popes, 
£ll they had deprived him of Empire, and lite alſo ) he 
could nor remedy the ſame. Lews the ninth, King of 
France, famous for zeal, devour in life, and abounding in 
wealch,was careful for rhe Chriltians in Syri4, In whole 
devout motions , before he could reſolve on the enter- 
prize, he fell dangerouſly ſick, lyipg ſpeechleſle, and bur 
2 little faintly breathing ;. the firſt thing that he asked for 
(when come aliccle ro himſelf) was rhe Croſſe, that wars 
cognizance, Which he received of the Biſhop of Parw ; 3 
Counts his Brethren, with the Duke of Burgunay, Earl of 
Flanders, Count of Pax, and molt of his Noble: raking 


(cheſ1me time ) the ſame charge on them, Yet few o— 
paſſe 
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paſled in preparation for fo great an encerprize, many dy- 
in2 betereit, At length oo King, taking order with 
his morher Blanch & c. took his leave'of the Pope at Ly- 
05 (whogfor fear of Frederich,lay there) and embarquing 
at arcelles, Aug. 25, 1245, hearrived in Cyprus, Sept, 
20, following, Who was defirous, without Hay to goe 
for /E gypt,had he not been atherivite perſvaded through 
want of his whole Fle2r, andche yearsfcalon. Bur paſ- 
fins there the winter rhe plague ariting and increaſing in 
che Camp, a great number ſhortly died, w:th the Biſhop 
of Bravars, 2nd divers others, 240 in number, nor of the 
meaner forc's - ſo thathe divided bis Army, attending the 
ftay ofche Infe&tion, The Templars, [in the mean rime, 
fear 4ng the Turk's over-running all , and the French get- 
rin? the Victory, would diminiſh their tyrannizing polw- 
; ſentſecretly to the Sultan ot «A&gypr,periwading him, 
She an agreement, to avert farther harm trom rhe French 
Kins, Who, liking it well, {ent co their Maſter abour a 
PEAce> yet, with the French King's conlenr, To whom 
rae Tersplars \wrote , perſivading him toaccept thereof, 
{ -rting our tae Sultan $ great preparations, Bur the King 
 (Oprus acquainring Lews, that the Mafier had ſent 0 
che Sultan, procuring thar meſſige. he fed the T urk's Ems 
bafladour with hope,bur vrote to the Matier,on his head, 
not to have any Intelligence with the enemy, 
Winter palt, divers Noble andereat ones, who had ſe: 


forth lare, or, for fear of the plague, winrred by the way, 


repatred rn Cyprus * as Robert of Bargnnay , with good 
Horſe- mn; the Prince of Acheia,wirh'a great flee! from 
nn, William EarLof Sarubary , with a band of 
_uſty ouldiers : So Lewis depatring , toſſed with winds, 
about 5 daies aſter, fell ypon e/£gypt | coming with his 
fleet bafore Damiara. The Sultan underſtanding his 
purpoſe, had Rrongly fo:ttfied his frontiers, beſide a grear 
poiver kepr with him in readineſſe, The Governour of 
Dm: vas :2ady ro keep the Chriſtians from landing :

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ivho, manning their long Boats with Archers, to. beat the 
enemy from che ſhoare , ran a oround ith other landing 
Boats ; coming to handy blowes,a ſharp battle was foughr, 
many falling on both fides. Bur the T wrks, oppretied 
vith mulcieudes till landing, fled inte the Town, leaving 
their Governg@ur, wich 5eo , deadon the ſhoar, This 
rich and populous City bad ((ince the ſormertaking)bcen 
Rrengly fortifyed by the 7 wrks, with deep ditches; bigh 
walls , &'c, and liored with all chivgs fora lops heve, 
Yet the Souldiers and Citizens, :emembring the wiſeries 
endured 1n the former heze, the night following, fled 0- 
ver the River by a bridge made of Boats; and brake ir le 
chey ſhould be followed, baying firſt fired their houſes, 
The Chril:1ans entring the City , did whar they could to 
quench the tire.and afterwards found abundanceof riches 
with ore of viRuals, This happened about the begin- 
ning of Oftob: in 1249, eMeledinehercy ich diſcours* 
Jed, offered the King for peace, and the redeeming there- 
of,more In Paleſtine and S1riathen they had betore along 
time : which wasby the French proudly reje&ed and 
[lexandriathe Metropolis further demanded, /felearxe 
(nor much beloved)noy died, in whoſe fiead, Melecbſa- 
hk couragious K\velbeloved, (even then returning from 
raving aid of the Mahomeran Prirces)was choſen: which 
tires (though nor according among themſelys, or with 
the s/Z&g)tiar, yer in this common dancer of Superſtition) 
Joyned, "(ending him great aid, Who beino (trengthned, 
hotly $kirmiſhed wichthe Chriſtians, nor farſrom Da- 
mia, Whercin he retired with ſome loſſe. Butthe 
Chriſttons , ſaliying out rhe next day, fled rothe Camp 
wirh ren times more loſſ., Whereby rhe Sultan encou- 
raged hoped tor better iucceſs.ftopping-that witheut great 
peril no victuals could be brought ro City or Camp, fo 
thar victualsbzganto grow (carce; whereof he was infor- 
med I tu2irives that fled for want, It fortuned that 
the Goyernour of Carre, nor 11] aſfeRed to the Chriſtian 
Re'1910n, 
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Religion , and highly offended with che Saſcan, for his 
Brothers wrongfull death, ſecretly periivaded the King 
co come thither wich his Army, promiſing to deliver ur 
co him, with inſftrutions whatto do. Whereupon he 
aſſembled what forces he conld make : ſending alſo for 
che Earl of Sa/ubury, who, with the Engliſh, was gone tO 
Ptolemars,for indignities offered him by Arrops the King's 
brother, purpoſing to ſerve no more + Bur with promile 
of be:rer uſage, and recompence for wrongs, he returned 


into Egypt, And more firengthened by new ſupplies - 


tom Fraxce, leaving a convenient Garnion in Damiata ; 
fer forward towards Caire, Wherefore th2 Su'tan of- 
fered to reſtore him all Paleſtine, wich a great ſumme of 
money,and all priſoners, ſo he would red-liver Damzata, 
and joyn in Leazue with him, Which effer chrovgh 
erhers pe:ſwaſion he refuſed : The King was to paſle an 
Arme of Nils, but being conduRed by a fugitive Sara- 
cen to a fanrd, he ſen: Rebert of Arteys his brother with 
a 3dpart, before, accompanied with the Maſters of the 
Templars and Earle of Sarisbwry, Who aſlailing the 
2 4rks 1n their rents, (in the Sultans abſence) put them ro 
flighr. . Artois above meaſure encouraged, would nee 1s 
on forivards, whom the antient Templars, acquainted 
with that Nations deceitful manners; and conhderivg 
their cvn (trength better then he, perſwaded him 'nor

Sarisbary alſo perſivaded Robert 
co liſten to the wholeſome Counſel of the Templars; be- 

rg experienced min, beginning alſo to pacific the Ma- 
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ter with gentle words : Whom, whilft ſpeaking, Robere 
called Daftard, wiſhing the Army rid of him, and che 
fearful Cowards his Country men: Who an{wered,well 
General,on,my foot ſhall be as far as yours; and I believe 
wego where you ſhall not dare to come nigh my Horſes 
cail : He ſaid ſo, becauſe the French, had in diſdain, often 
called him and his Engliſh, Tailes, The Earle nor to be 
perſwaded, firſt afſaulred a little place called Afayſor, 
who was about to retire,haying loſt a number of his men, 


- The Sultan ſuddenly came on-with his whole power, and 


with his multicude, encloſed the long wiſhed-for , divi- 
ded Chriflian Army ; in which grext fizhe chough they 
worthily behaved themſelves, yer beinga ſmall number, 
they were {lain den righr, Then the too late repenting 
Earle, cried out to Sarisbwry ( valiantly fighting ) to 
fly, &c, who anſivered , God forbid, my Fathers ſon 
ſhould run from the face of a Saracen, The Frexch Earle 
ſvitrly fleeing and taking the River Thaſxes, overladed 
with armour, was drowned, Sarizbury With his own 
band fl:w many that day, call his Horſe being ſlain, and 
he ſo wounded inthe legs, thar he could nor land ; yet 
deſperately laid abour him on his knees, and was there 
{lain; ſcarce more than 2 Templars, T Holpualler, and 1 
Common Souldier elcaped alive, 

Sickneſſe alſo increating in rhe Camp, the King ſent 
many ſick people ro Demiata, down Nil, purpoling to 
march to Carre: whom the Sulran (by meeting them 
with boats carried in Carts) burnt and drowned all , ex- 
cgpr one Eng'iſh man,wvho,wounded in 5 places, eſcaped 
reporting it tothe reſt, The Sultan had now intelligenee 
ot che Governour, to betray Carr, & i\uddenly apprehen- 
ded him till better leiſure : che King hadall his hope of 
the City hereby cut oft; who now would gladly accepr 
of the refuſed conditions, which the Snltan would nor 
hear of, bur ſentzin derifion.to know what was become of 
all bis mattocks, forks &c, which he bronght with him) » 
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why (like an ill husband) he ſuffered chem to ror and ruſt 
by him, The King would fain haye retired ro Damiate: 
bur the Sultan got berwixt him and home, (o that he muſt 
fight it our or vield: Who being before often intreared 
by his Nobles,for ſafery of his perſon, ro conveigh himſelf 
by water to Dam1ata, woald never be perivwaded, laying, 
He was relolved to endure with his people whatever God 
tould lay npon him, So paſſing che foord afore-menti- 
oned, coming where his Brothet's battle was foughr, he 

might lee the mangled Chrittians (the Sultan having pro- 
claimed great. reward to whomloever brought him a Chri- 
ians head or hand). Long-he ſtated not chere,bur che Sul- 
can appeared with a mot huge Army: againt whom the 
French men, for 3 hours made great refillance. Burone 
being again{tren, and the Army fainting for ficknefle and 
food, chey were, at lalt, all (except a few ſaved in hope of 
ret ranſome) ſlain : The King, with tvs Brothers, was 
caken alſo : who, rothe Sultan demanding, why he war- 
red ag1inſt him, anſwered, *twas for Relidion,and the de- 
fence of his Go#sn ame, This was foughr Apr, 5.1250, 
moſt of the Freach Nobility being lain. 

The Sulran preſently ſentalike number of his ſouldi- 
ers, with French attire and Enſignes ro Damata : where 
the Duke of Burgundy, French Queen, and the Pop's Le- 
oate lay , bur they were by chem of che City diſcovered, 
and ſo kept our, 

AHMeclechſala (threugh compaſſion) yer minding to 
make tys own of rhe Kinos life, .becan with cheering 
tpe:ches ro ralk of his delivgrancez and of a 990d 2r0ne- 
ment, on condition of delivering Damiata ; and paying 
for his ranſome, andthe other charg:s $00 pounds of 
Gold, rharborh their Priſoners ſhould be fr anQy ſer ar 
liberty, and ſoa p2xce for To years, The Sultan would 
have {ivorn co renounce Afahomet, if he pertormed them

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his word, and publiſhed their leagne, Bur whilſt they 
came together ro Damiata, Melechſala' not fearing rhe 
miſchiet hanging over his head ) was ſuddeoly {lain by 2 
deſperate Mamalukes ;and oneT arqueminm,a Slave of the 
ſame order, was by the Army creared Sultanan his fiead, 
and made anorher league wth the King much onthe ſame 
conditions. Which Miicreant, after Lew had paidhis 
ranſome, went from Damiatato Prolemars , 'bur perfor- 
med nor halt thar he promiled , ſcarce freeing 4000 of 
x 2000 Captives, and killing all hick ſouldiers, which he 
ovehr co have relieved,nor {uff-ring any Chritiianto car- 
ry his goods our of Egypt.

none ſhould take on them the'name of a Aamalake,chat 
che Government might R1ll reſt with the Adamalaukes : 
Neicher might any Mahowetan or Few be admitted into 
chart Ocder,but onely Chriltians(become Slaves)inltru&t- 
edintharſuperſicion, or that bad abjured Chriflian Re- 
ligion, Many ofthele poor Slaves, thus exalred,proved 
molt renowned Princes, dreadtull co the greateſt Mo» 
narchs, This ſervile Empire flouriſhing 267 years, 
was, by vi&torious Selymw(with Syria and PaleFtine)uni- 
ced to the Turk: Empire, being overchrown by him in 
1517, 

Bur leaving the Turks and Mamalnkes, let us return 
1nts lefler eAjia,and Conſtantinople, The Greek Empire 
all chis while, flouriſhed under John Batazes : che La- 
tines poiver declining as faſt, under Baldwis II, at Con- 
ſtantinople, The Twrks had, inthe mean time, more 


than enough todo to withltand the T artars, Fohn Du- 


cas at lengch died, about 6© years old, happily reigning 
3 3 years, by whom,che Greek Empire,nort onely in Afia, 
bur a little iv Exrope allo, began to gather ftrengch. This 
Emperour atter long lamenting Jreze his firlt Wives 
death, married eAn», the King of Sicily's Sifter, among 
whole honourable Dames, ſen: to accompany her, was

followers, returning , erievouſly complained thereof to 
the Emprouc, ſtirring him up,by all means,and his own 
diſgrace,to be revenged,her pick- thanks not ſparing (as it 
were) to pur Oylcothe fire: who, (iruck with remorſe, 
not With wrath,deeply fighing.with tears in his eyes, ſaid: 
Why provoke ye me to puniſh ſo devout ard juſt a man * 
whereas if my ſelf had lived without Infamy, [ bad kept my 
Imperiail Maj:ſty unpolluted, But ſince [ have cauſed my 
ewn and the Empire's diſgrace, I may thank, my deſerts if 1

Theodorws, bis ſon, about 33 yearsold, was ſalured 
Emperour, in his ftead, who, inthe beginning, renewed 
his Father's League with Jathathines the Sulran, And 
wich a puiſſanc Army paſſed overinto Exrepeto appea'e 
che troubles raiſed in Aacedoxia and Thracia, bythe 
King of Bulgaria, and Michael Angels D:\(por of T heſ- 
faly, who, in hope to joyn thoſe Countries to their own, 
beg 11) to |poyl them, by whoſe coming they vere glad to” 
ive ſor peace, But being adverttiſedfrom Nice that _ 
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chacl Paleologus his Governour there, was ſecretly fled ro 
the / w7%s, heias nota little rroubled, Paleologns cave 
vs tha: being brough: by his enemics into diſgrace, and 
thy.

charged but yicld duritull obedience roche Emperour. 

or his Succ<flours, Whereupon he was, again, Great 
Conliab'e, living afterwards in great honour with him, 

Who reigning 3 years died, leaving John his Son, but fix 

years old, to lucceed himz and commended him to Arſe- 
mus the Patriarch, and George Muzalo, asiralty Turors, 
rocerher with the Empire, Aſzzals, though of mean 
Parentave, was brought up in the Courryas che. Emperor 's 
play-fellow , fill ready ro lay or do har might plete 
him. And che elder they greiv,rhey increaled in mutual 
afteRion : and he, as in vreatelt favour, was promored 
to the greatelt honours, and married tothe Emperour's 
nigh Kinſvoman, An Oith of obecie:xce unco the young 
Prince, and them » as Tutors, was exited of ty forts 
whatſoever, borh betore and otter the Emperour*s death:

The mourning Matronsthronging our, fled as faſt as rhey 
could : bur the Prielts and Monks thinking ro do the like 
were, by the Sovldiers, forced inco rhe Temple, and en 
the Pavernent (ſlippery with blood) ended in fear thcſe 
bloody Obſequies. eArſemims, the onely Tutor, was 
much troubled, tor, though for lerrning and integrity nor 
inferiour , yet, in (tate matcers he was far toſeek, and of 
no greatreach, yet Wiſhing all well , he conſulted wich 
rhe liry , what were belt to be done for government 
of the Emperour and Empire , now ©Mnzalo was dead, 
Which, not beirg grounded on wile fore-Gght, was more 
dangerous to the yours Emperou: chan the murchering 
Iwords, AMichael Paleolog us, was allo called tothe conn- 
tell, deſcended of rhe Comnes's houle, a man very courte= 
ovs and liberall, winning all mens hearts thereby, eſpeci- 
aily the Commanders of the Army : of whele aſpiring 
many Rumours had formerly paſled ; yea, the Partiarch

whom he married ro 2 Latins, one of Peloponeſms, the 
other to one of Gerea, men of no great birth or power ; 
John the heir only remained but To years old, whom Pa- 
leologus (at firlt) lent into Aſagne/ia ro be kept from 
Courr, leſt in his right, new irs dangerous to his eſtate, 
ſhould begin, The which che Patriarch cook fo ill, thar 
he ferſook all,ro ſpend bis days in a little Monaſtery of che 
P:ſcafins,from whencePeleologw drew him almoſt againſt 
his will, making him Patriarch of {'ontantinople ; The 
Uſurper unmindful of his former faith given, reſolving 
to eltabliſh him and his peſterity in che ſoveraignty, cau- 
ſed rhe young Princes eys te be pur out; for which bar- 
barous craelty, Theodore his lifter cealcd not to ſtirr up® 
the Prince of Bulgaris her husband in revenge, Jathati- 
wes alſo, weary of exile, entreated him to war on the Em- 
peroury promiſing him a great ſum, if he mioht recover 
his liberty ; who with his own power, and above 20006

The Sultan ſent, calling his Prophet co wirne(s, it 
was nor done by his conſent; whoſe Embaſladours were 
not ſuffered ro come nigh him, So, no expeRed aid com- 
ming in 18 monerhs, he returned homeward, cravelimg 
tom Apulia io Reme, and by France atrived in England; 
here, Henry a little before dead, he was Crowned in 
i272, Gregory TOch, knowing the Chriſtians hard ſtate in 
Syria (being lately there with Edward) ratified the ele&- 
on of Kodwlph of Hapſpurge, to the Empire, upon pro- 
my'e of givipg them reliet : offering the Emp2rour alſo 
2 ©0000 crowns with all cenths for 6 years, many bleſſings 
being by the Preachers, in his name, promiſed co all raking 
on them rhe holy war,, Wherevpon -he, and ſhortly rhe 
Duke of Lorrarm, and others rook on them the Crofle; 
ye: buliced in orher wars, and delaying lo long and dange- 
rous a journey, the thre:tning Pope died, and nothing 
was done, Arlength che Emperour, at ſome good lea- 
fure, tent Henry Prince of Meckelbarg, with a 'Rirong 
pojver, to perform wha: he hid promiſed ; who from 
Proiemars, Celtroyed all with fire and tiword about Da- 
maſco, carrying away rich booties, ll circumvented by 
ine MMamalgkes, hear Caire remained 26 years in gp” 
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4l a runagate German being Sulcan, demapded of him, If 


it would nor do him good co celebrate che Nacivicy af 
his Chriftin Germany, the time being at hand ? I knoyw, 


* ſaid he, thou reipeRtelt chat more than liberty, Truth, ſaid 


Henry, for liberty would avail me pothing, if Chritt by 
his Incarnation had not taken away our Captivity: there- 
fore 1 wiſh I could perſwade thee how much all owe to 
the remembrance thereof, God forbid (faid the Sulran) ;

He departed iwith one Afar- 
tin his ſervant, with him all his Captivity, and came 
to Ptolemais, and in the way to Cyprus was as a fugitive 
taken by ſeazand brought to the Sultan; who ſer bim again 
at liberty, and rran({porting him to Cyprus, where, as ome 
ſay, furniſhed with all chings fir, he came to Aſarſerlles, 


cravelling by Land into his Countrey; and ar laſt, being 


known by his own Children and friends, was joyfully ' 
received as their Father, and as the Prince of his SubjeRs; 
ſhortly afrer dying, Thus 1c appeareth, what notable ex- 
pedirions the Princes of the Welt , under:ook again 
Chrilt's enemies, and for relief of che diltrefled Chrifit- 
ans 18 Syria and Paleſtine, Divers of them bad glorigus 
tuccels, ſome an{wered not with like event &c, Yet even 
1n more zealous times, the Chriſtian Prince; (nor fee- 
ling thoſe harms ſo far oft, and more regarding their 
hereditary quairels, could not be moved ro reach their | 
helping hands unto their brethren crying cur for aid, 
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The Germans were jarcing abour their Emperor's choice, 
The French agreed not with the Egizh, nor the Luyv- > 
countreymen : nor the E»gliſh with the Scors ; the Arra- 

o1ans ar odds With the French; and in tely, many dead- 
Jy faftions, Of which Melechſ ares L/Egyptian Su.tan un- 
derftanding, purpoied t6 roor out all the Chrititans in Sy- 
ri and Paleſtine, and joyn them to his own Kingdom 
bur ſudden death bindred his great defigns, Alphix tuc- 
ceeding hit, entring S714; befieged 7 ripolis, and under- 
mtn1n% ir, pur all Chriſtians to the fvord , bur tho'e that 
by ſpeedy flight eſcaped, and raced it to the ground ; this 
was April 9, 1289, Then he rook and garriſoned the 
Caitle of Veleſine, to hinder them from building ic agaia, 
Likewiſe ſacking and racing Sidox and Berytus; atcer three 
months fege Tyre was yielded ro him, on condition of 
departing witch bag and bagoage, He cook (as Withouc 
refiſtance) all (trong holds in Syria and PaleFFine, except 
Prolemais the Chriltians SanRuazy , detended by the 
Kmeghts and Templers ; with whom he voluntari'y made 
a Peace for 5 years, 

The Chriltians, asir were, faintly breathing by the late 
Peace, the 2 Grand Matters, paſied as Embafladours to 
Pope Nzcholas for his farherly aid : who ſolicited the 

rinces, eſpecially Rede/ph the Emperour for their re'icf ; 
who bufied with affairs and troubles, gave good words, 
bur nohelp, Some getting mony ot cheir SubjeRs under 
that colour, employed ir to other ules : the Pope enter- 

ainzd 1500 of his own charge;tOwinom many volunners 

joynzd, who from Brundu/ium wich 2 Matters, arrived 
at Ptolemaais: in which were 50980 able men, and abour 
40000 weaker ; among whom, divers murders, telonies, 
&c, were committed, unregarded {avipg by the 1njure1, 
For all the chief Commanders were then at variance, 
every one jaying claim to the vainritle of the Kingdom 
of Feryſalem, Neither Rrove they lefle for the Govern- 
men: of the Ciry, The Popes Leg2t; the Patriarch, Tem- 
ple:s 
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plers and Hoſpitallers, Fre»ch and £»glih King, by their 
Meſſengers : them of Pſa, the Yenetians, the Germans, 
and Florextives, pretended a right to, and endeavoured 
for, the Government of the City, Bur the greateſt party 
were inclined ro the Armenians and 7 artars, as molt like 
to ftand them in ltead: mott of rhele deciding controver- 
hes ig their awn Laws and Conurts; wheke th the offen - 
ders removing thelr Suits as beitſeried heir rurns, every 
one Might almott do whar he litt, Thus were.murders 
and many outrages, &c, done, to the haſtening God's 
wrath, and griet of all good-men, The Sonldiers of late 
ſent thicher, were enforced (for yvant of promited-pay) to 
rake (poll inche Saltans fronriers'contrary to-the/:Leagne x 
the Sulran defiring re(iicution'” and rhe offenders to be ce- 
hvered co him, But in a dying Commonweale the Em- 
baſladours vere, not courceoufly;heard ; Wherewirh the 
che Sultan provoked, ſenr Araphus with 159000 mento 
bekege the Ciry : who by a Mine had ſoon overchrown a 
piece of the Wall; bur was glad to retire from the breach, 
Alphix now died at Damaſce, the Hamaltkes chooling 
Arephas tor their Sulran,who was io far from rayting his 
fieoe, rhart he more (traitly beſerit than in the 3 moneths 
before, Peter, Matter of the Templers, \vas choſen Go# 
vernour of che Ciry, of great valour and experience 2 -un- 
co whom and the Nobles, the Sultan offered great rhinss 
ſo they would no;v yield the City : which ofter he rejeA= 
ed, telling him, He learned nor of his Anceſtors to lell a 
Ciry co Infidels, bought with ſo much Chriſtian blood, 
&c, Wherewirh he enraged, next day fo furiouſly aſſaul- 
red It, as if he Would have carriedit; yet having lolta 
number ef men in affault, and a ſally, he was forced to re- 
tire into his trenches again, The Governour:among orher 
Chriltiars loſt, was wvounded with a poyloned dart, dying 
3 days afrer,with whom the defendants courage fainred al- 
ſo.Their weak and aged, were ſent away to Cypro at firſt of 
the ſiege; but now many Caprains, &c, diſcouraged, con- 
veighed 
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vyeighed chenaſelves away, a2 great number of whom , 
were upon Cypr coalt (with the Patriarch) drowned, 
12000 remained for defence of the City : who (fome re- 
port) fled afrer;leaving it rothe enemy: others, that rhey 
valiantly defended ity till, moſi being ſlain or wounded , 
rhe reſt being driven to rhe Market-place,defended them- 
ſelvesa while, and fleeing co the ſhips were all cur off, or 
drovaed. Bur however, che Sulcan giving the ipoil ro 
his Sonldiers, burned ic co the ground, and digging up allt 
foundarions, lefr no fign of any Ciry : but purging ir of 
rubbidge, made it fit to ſow Corn in, which he did to 0- 
cher Towns by the Sea coaſt, chat they ſhould give the 
Chriſtiins 20 morefooring there, Thus was therr name 
utterly rooted one of Syria and PateFtive in 1291, abour 
1,22 years after the winning of Jeruſalem, Which loſle 
as tending to a general diſgrace, nor a little moved che 
oreateſt Chriſtian Princes; yerztroubled wich their affairs 
at home; and neighbour Princes, none ciirred for redrels, 
Only Caſſaxes the great Tartar, at the requeſt of the eAr- 
en14x Kings daughter, his Wite, a Chrittian, and his Fa* 
ther in Law took itin hand 2 and with 200006 hohting 
men, the] eArmemans and Georgians, overthrew Adel- 
cenazar the egyptian Lievtenaur, not far from Hama in 
Syria, 40000 Agyptiars being reported to be ſlain, ſen- 
dirg Molars to iecure him, who chaſed hing over the de- 
fart fands into Agype, Then he rook Hama, dividing the 
Sultans treaſures, and the ſpoil among his Sonloters, re- 
ſerving bur a Sword and a Casket of ſecret Letters ro hims 
ſelf, Hertook molt Cities in Syria, with Jernſalem, re- 
Pairing many places, giving 1t to the Chriſtian eArment- 
ans, &c, repairing thither ro inhabit ; and recurning z 
Damaſcowas delivered ro him, Bt purpoling to deſtroy 
A gypts Kingdom, he was certifyed of troubles in Perf4 
and other parts ; Wherefore he retnrned with moſt of his 
Arry rhicher, leaving Capcacss Governour of Damaſco, 
(who had reyolted co him from the Sultan) and Molais 
of 7er»ſalem; commanding thega to re-edific 77rezand ts 
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ſend ro che Chriſtian Princes, to joyn with them for hol- 
ding thoſe Countries, 7 yre was repaired and gafriſoned; 
but che Embaſſadours coming to proud Pope Boniface 
Sth; could obrain noughr of him, For he then by ex- 
communication, and diicharsging the SubjeRs loyalty ro 
my of France, had given his Kinzdom to Albert: Duke 
of A#ftria, declaring him Emperor, whereof great rrou* 
bles aroſe. And being allo of th e Grelphes faction, was 
careful co extinguiſh the Grebellizes, *elpegcially the Fami- 
ly of che Co/umri, ſome of whom he had ſlain, deprived, 
1mpriſoned, and exiled : hereby nor at leaſure to tucther 
che Chriftians good ; bur being ſuddenly taken priſonec 
at his Fathers houſe in Azagnia, by Sara Columnius, 
lent by the French King, and Lengarett a French Knight, 
he was brought inco St, Angels Caſtle in Kome, andin 35 
daics died, renting himlſclt (ſome report) with his teeth, 
and devouring his fingers for madnels. Caſſ«nes was of 
a very ſhort ſtatare, and hard fayeur ; buc rhe valour and 
vercue of his mind, recompenced the want of his feature; 
Afcer whole departure, Capcaens, conlideringio aid was 
co be expeRed from the Chriſtian Princes,revolred a new 
from the Tartar, drawing Damaſco and tnolt of Syria at- 
cer him : 2olais was about to go againlt him ; bur Cap- 
cacxs having compacted with rhe Xgyptian Sultan alſo ; 
as £00 weak, he retired with his 7 artars into Meſopota- 
#14, ex(pecinz ſupplics from Caſſanes and the Ki gof * 
Armenia, The Sultan the mean while, took Fersſa/em 
forſaken of rhe Inhabirants, ſparing only Chriſts Sepul- 
chre at the (uic of the religious, [hen he won all leſſz 
Towns, and riced all Caſtles, and forts of the Hoſpitallers 
and Templers; who, of themſelves, held out almoſt, 2

counting all well gotren from rhe Chrittians, took hts 
way after him ; and coming ro the Ciry Arrezerwm (ca- 
red himſelf wich many followers thereabouts, who (as 
the 7 artar Nemades) (ill removed up and down rhetr 
rents and carts, feeding their cattlez as do the 7 wrroman 
Nation in many parts of Aſia atthis day : bing nor only 
called Nowades, that is, ' Hexrds-men {as the Janizaries 
will oftenc1ll the greareſt Turks in contempr) bur Ha- 
maxophetie and Hamaxobii, that is, people carried or 
living in Carts, So/yman Raying a while there, remoy2d 
ro Amaſia, where, by ſpoyling, encountring the Chr 1= 
ſtians in field, and ſeazing ontheir Towns, he had {ubdu- 
ed a large Terricory: ar length haying loſt a grear number, 
and wearied the re{t; fearing alſo with the ſmall power 
I:fr, he could not keep that already gotten, he thapshe 
belt ro ſeek berter Fortune elſewhere, Ic was now ite! 
reported, the 7artars fury was well abated in Perfi« : 
wherefore Solyman reſolvedto viſie his native Coun ry, 
So paſſing thorow Syrie he (eized on Ziabercala Caltle ;; 
rhere (ſtaying for refreſhment, Afrerwards ſetting fore- 
ward, he came to the River Exphryates, bur finding no 
meanes to ger over, he ſtood (till as diſmayed, Solyman 
in this perplexiry; oft taking the Riverto find paſſage, 
adventuring too far was with the fireams force carried 
away, and (wich his horſe) drowned, Whoſe body ar 
lengrh found, was buried by his people nerr Ziaber 
Caltle, Some of whomyeated themſelves ther-abours, 
The ret went ſome tothe D:farts of Arabiaand Syria , 
called rhe Damaſcene T urcomant : others returned intro 
Romania, of whom are che 7 #rcomans of Iconium and 
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Their Anceſtors, Selymas left 4 ſons, Sentur, T eken; 


Inndogdy, Ertogrul, (the Father of Othoman) and Dur- 
der, Ertogrul and Dunaer, marching along Exphrates , 
came to Pain Onaſs where, with 490 families.chey layed 
with tents and carts, Sentur and Iundegdrs returned 
(paſſing the River) into Perſia; where we leayerhem. Er- 
togrul, &c, had diyers conflis with the people chere- 
abcuts, till he chought belt ro retarn into Kemania, 
So he came from Ancyra, and the black mountaines, to 
che plain Sult:n #zg:, about 75 miles Eaftward from 
Nice, where he had many skirmiſhes with the Chiuulit- 
ans, 

Now Aadinthe Elder (of whem before) bad ſubgu- 
ed Civers great Countries 1n lefler Aſia, and was. named 


by the Twrk's Un Padiſchach, that is, rheir grear King 


or Emperour, Ertegreul having 3 ions, Iundus, Sarng 4- * 
tin, nd Othoman, ient Sarugatin unto him, to grant his 
poorexiled Country-men 1ome {mall corner for them , 
cheir Families, and Cattle, to reſt in, The Sulcan (nor 
unmindful of his own diltrefſle) courceouſly uled rhe 
M-il-nger, ' And it fortuned, that this Sultan (rroubled 
inlefler Aſia by che 7 arters) bad Sharp conflicts wich 
them; In one Whereof, he was in danger to lole rhe 
Cay : but Ertogru/ coming unlooked for with 400 men 
on the 7 4rtars backs, (otercibly charged them, and rhe 
Sulrans men fighting nov wirh grea er couraze, rhey fled 
after, which, The Sulran hononc2bly welcom2d E7to- 
gral, and gave him and his 7 #rks a Villagecalled Sg #- 
ra in grexer Phrygia, in which they mightlive in Win- 
ter, and feed rh-1r cattle on the mountaines, 7 wolzs 
and Ormemws in Swnmer; he allo commitred ro his p:0- 
retion his Kingdomes Frontiers where he dwelt, by 
wioſe care and prowels the before infeſted Country was 
well ſecured. 

Ertogrul (b:come a petty Lord of a Country Village) 
cus liviogcercain years; it fortuncd cha: the Chriſtians of 
Carachiſar 
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Carachiſar Caſtle fell our with him, evilly intreating 
him and his people , of which their ingratitude ang 
wrongs, he ſo complained to the Sultan thac he in perion 
with a great Army believed the Caltle, Bur the 7 artars 
encering and \{poyling Caria, and taking Heraclea, he 
role with his Army, yet leaving (ufficiency tor the fieg- 
under Ertogrul Beg, The Sultan overthrew the Tar- 
ears at Baga, whilit Ertegrut rook the Caſtle, lending 
rhe 5th of che (poile fora preſent ro the Sultan, with: he 
Capcaineof the Caltle: who was again refiored to his 


Caltle paying a yearly rribuce;bur che Sul: zugker 4 years, 


dying, he revolted, 

Aladine dyipg at Iconmm, Azations his eldeſt Son 
ſucceeded, atrer him /athatines his younger ; who f[iin 
by Laſcaris, I athatines, Azatines lon, ſucceeded, who 
was expulied and (ubdu:d by the 7 artars ; after which 
the Selzuccian Family ſcarce "cel the ſhadow of their 
former Majelty, In which confuſion Ertogreu! kept 
clole 10 $#gmta, keeping peace on every fidc, l\vcetly 
paſſing over the :roublctome times of Meſcot and Ceics- 
bades, till the 2d Aladin the laſt heir of the [conan King- 
dome, and comenting himſelf witha little, bare hi mſels 
kindly towards all : who with his 3 Sons, were orcarly 
beloved of their Neighbours, and favoured by Aladin 
chen Sultan, t1s ſons viſiring him ofcen wich one | relen: 
or another, In Othoman was Oreacer . courage 2d 
{pirit tO b: ſeenchan in the other tie brecbr-n, and was 
e\pzcially of the yourhfal and warlique torr moſt regir- 
ded, who when he hawked or hun:ed, &c. reforred wn c 
bimy and called by chem Oſman the Warlique. 

Aladin had inthis trontier Countty,divers goverrouts 
oO: us (ftrong holds : unto whom Othoman for triendikip- 
lake reſorced, e\pecially, to the Capraine of Aſurg: to 
h:m very welcome, On a time, as Othoman was going 'o 
E ſkichiſar Caſtle romake merry ; a: /tþarve be ſaw fair 
Maiden called Mathatzn, ro whom he ſent a ſecret fi icnd 
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ro intreat of marriage, who an{wered, there WAS great In- 

valiry of birth berwixt her and Ochowan, &c, bur one 
cauſe of this anſwer was, becauſe ſome had pur in her 
head, thar Orhemar meant under that colour to obtain a 
few daies pleaſure with her, and afterward to ca(t her off: 
which was far trom his thoughts. And going again 
to Eckichiſar, chanced to fall in ſpeech of tis love,com- 
mending her beaury,&c, and not fiNembliog the repulſe 
received at her hands; which the governour hearing , 
ſaid, ſhe was by divine providence appointed for him on- 
ly, Bur ſecre:ly inflamed, he began co grow amorqus 
of her himſelf, whom he hadnot ieen, Othomarn by eon- 
j2Qnres and tokens perceiving the ſame,who yet diflem- 
bling the marter, fecretly ſent arruſty ſervancto ſome of 
the Maidens friends, to {end her farrher off, leait ſhe were 
caken from them, by a great man more amorous of her 
perſon, than reſpe&uous of her honour: by and by be- 
raking himſelf ro the Captaine of Mnug:; his dear friend. 
Bur whilſt he there ſtayed paſſing the time in diſports, 
the governour of Eckichiſar, ſent one ro ſee Malbatan, 
and how things went; who cerrifying his maſter, thac 
by Othomaxs advertiſement ſhe was conveyed afar. off, 
being exceedirg)y grieved and fretted : he ſent ro the 
C:ptaine of eAwurgs, to command him forthwith ro 
deliver Othoman unto him, But he could not be 
periivaded (6 todo: Wherefore tke Governour came 
wich rhe greatelt power he could to rhe Calle, requiring 
him, After much conſultation, it was reſolved by the 
Captaine an1 Souldiers, that he ſhould he defended, 
who could not withourtheir great infamy be delivered: 
Bur Othomas terrified with the diverſity of opinions at 
rhe firſt ; deeply conceired by a {udden ſally, ro make 
way thorow them, And with [uwdus and his few fol- 
lowers, brake thorow by plain force , notably repul- 
{irg his purſuers rowards Suguta, But being come 1nro 


kis Fathers Territory, ſuch asJoved him well, preſently 
came 
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cameto his reſcue, {laying, and putting co flight, the Go- 
vernours Souldiers, Among tholetaken, was Micbaet 
Coſſi, a Chriſtian Caprain ofalitcle Caſtle, called Hir- 
mencais; whom Otheman pardoned, Who ever after 
rook part ich him\, and did him great ſervice : whoſe 
polterity, even till this Age, 15, next to the Othomas Fa- 
mily, moſt honourable among the T urks, 

Ertogrul ſhortly died, in 138g, living g3 years, and 
governing the Oguzan Family 52 ; whole body was ho- 
nourably buried ar Sugura, After his death rhey doubt- 
ed ivhom to make choice of for their Governour , yer 
chinking 1c better ro choſe D«uxder, Othemar's Uncle, for 
his gravity and experiefice, than Othomar, ho for gitts 
of body and mind was to be preferred before his Brerch:ien, 
for his young Age ſuſpeft:d. Bur Duzder foreſecing 
har danger the Oguz4a% Stare Rood in, through the ha- 
cred of che Greeks ; and nor ſurely. backr by the [coniuns 
Sulcan's growing weaker and weaker, (aid. thole inconve- 
mences required the help ot a wile, vieilan, and valiant 
man, ſuch as they knew Othoman was. Thus, be in pri- 
vate declared his mind: and, atthe genecall aflembly, 
( by his example roencourage others ) jalnted kim their 
great Lord, promiſing himall loyalty ; wherermro enſu« 
ed the great applauſe of rhe people, as to a (overnor lenr 
them by God. Thus Othormas was grear Governour of 
the Oguz14n T wrks, and named Oſman Beg. or, Lord Oſ- 
wan, Yet this hononr was includ-d ina imall, plain, 
and homely circuic ; Amongſt which rude ileard{men, 
he ( not far exceeding rhe relt in Civility ) commanded 
ranch like Romulas , of whom the Twurks report many 
things, as the Romans do of him, 

Othemanx fell firſtar odds with Hagio Nicholaus , Cap- 
tain ef E:1nzgiol- Ciltle, for moleſting theſe Conzians in 
paſſing with their Cartell by his Caſtle, Wherefore he 
requeited the Caprain of Be/i1z4ga Caſtle, that his people 
might tak: refuge in his Caſtle with their goods and Fo 
cel 
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rell npor occaſion : who, with this proviſo, That nene 
ſhould come m bur the women onely , eahily granted ir ; 
which courteſy Othoman refuſed not, The Wwemen uſu- 
ally preſented the Captain with one Countrey preſent or 
other, whichafcervards was the loſle of rhe Caltle, Yer | 
Othoman purpoling to be revenged on tht other Captain, 
choſe 70 molt able men) ſecretly to paſſe Ormenze , and 
(if poſhble) co ſurprize or fire Eigeuiol Caftle, The wa- 
ry Captain laid a ſtrong ambuſh upon the mountain to cur 
chem off : Othoman , no lefle wary, withan augmented 
number, marched ro the place where they lay ; where 
many vere on both ſides ſlain, Hozza , Othoman's Ne- 
pieivy being on? Yer Othoman, having the viRtory, his 
people fed thei: Cartel] in ſammer in more ſafery, quier- 
ly paſlingtoan{fro, Orhomas ſhortly after ſurprized 
(by night):he Caſtle Chalce, putting all the Chriſtians to 
rhe ſivord, The Chrittians adjoyning ( much grieved ) 
complained ro the Captain of Carachizar , that thele 
Turks, who were of pity received into that Country, be- 
gan now to lay hands on the Chriltians poſſeſſions, which 
1t ſuffered, they would in ſhortrime drive both them and 
all rhe ret our of their native Countries, &'c, The Cap- 
 £ain being mooved, ſpeedily ſent a ſtrong company, under 
his Brother Calanes, ro jeyn with the Chriſtian forces 
at Eimegiol, Whzreof Otheman underſtanding , marched 
ro Opſicinm in Phrygia, where was fought a ſharp batrel, 
Sarmgatin his Brother , with many Souldiers, being loſt, 
Calayns was alſo {lain , whoſe intrails Othoman pulled 
out,'naming his burying place, Meſarr Repec, thar is, 7 he 
Dog-Grave, His Brother he honourably buried art S«- 
gutas, Aladin was very ſorry for Othomar's loſle,& gave 
him the Ciry Paleagolss , with the Territories belonging), 
with leave to beſtege Carachizar, ſending him Souldiers 
and Municion : who Rreightly befieging it, won it, and 
Nw all the Chriſtians, cruelly executing the Caprain; g1- 
yirE* 15 ſouldie;'s the ſpoylzexcopt the 5th part to the Sul- 
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tan. (This was in 1290,) This, with other Caſtles, was 
either in Phrys1:a the greater, or in Bythinra, and the con- 
fines of Ayia, where the Chrift1ans lived mingled wirh 
che'7 wrks ; at continual! jars, till by them chey were ex- 
tingwſhed, R 

Othoman, thus inconraged, and by rhe Seltan ſappor- 
red, couſulred with his Brother /und#s , of the belt way 
ro ſubject the Chriſtians, J[wnadns advited him ro urze 
his for:une with all ſpeed, andro invadethem, diſconra- 
ed with Carachiſar's loſs, But Othomar (aid; The Caltles 
&'c, muſt be kepr with rong Garriſons, elle they will b= 
again recovered : which Garciſons cannot be maintained, 
it we diſpeoplethe adjoynins Countreys : I think berter 
chat we make a league \vich the Chriſtians about us, which 
we will keep or break, as ſhall ſerve onr purpo'e,. And he 
made a peace With all, chiefly with Michael (oft, who 
became allo a Mahomertan, This he did the rather, for 
the envy of Germean Opli, a Salzucciar, who (as others) 
ſought by all means to kinder his grearnefſe, Who to 
trengrhen his new Common-eal , builr a fair Temple 
in (arachizar, for Mahometan Religion, appointing 
Markers , and granting priviledges ro all rhar reſorted ro 
his great Towns, ufing great Jultice, ſo that all {orts fur- 
niſhed Towns and Countreys with all neceſfaries : bur 
his aſpiring mind hae alwaies a greater care ro enlarge his 
Terricories, whom Michael Coffi ſo polirickly directed, in 
his inroad into Bythin:a rhar he returned wirh great ſpoil 
and more honour, The Chriſtians ther2aboms were 
now loath to give him any offence , leſt he ſhould ſpoyl 
them. 

Abourr his time the Captains of Belizaga & Cuprichi- 
ſarfallirg ar odds, he of Cupriehiſar firſt invaded him of 
Beliz-uga : \\ho praying Othomar's ail,he preſently came

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Chriſtians was {lain ; another, called T «k2nſ#z, he chaſed 
ro Hubad Caſtle nor far off, who, for fear , was delivered 
him byrhe Captain, and afterwards cur in pieces in view 
of his chief Caltle,vhich (with the Country thereaboutrs) 
Othoman ſubdued, The other Princes fled into holds 
farther off. The Prince of Buthynia fled into Pru= 
ſa, (now Buruſa ) which Othoman hoped to win: bur 
finding it impolſible,he, in one year,bwlr 2 ſtrong Caliles 
on the chief paflages of the Cicy,placein- rwo couragious 
Captains therein ; thus blocking up Prxſa, he ſubdued 
Bythinia, and ſo returned home ; honourably rewarding 
his Souldiers , and eſtabliſhing ſuch Government , that 
people reſorted from far incro his Dominions ; which 1n 
teiv years became very populous, and he molt tamous, 
So living in great quietneſle cercain years, rio\v being old 
and troubled with the Gour , his ol.{ Souldiers came to 
him ich one requett, To take ſome ar in hand for en- 
larging his Kinzdom , offering ro ſpend cheir lives In his 
{ervicey &c, For which hethanked them , promiſing he 
would not be long unmindtull of cheir requeſt, Bur ts 
make all ſafe at home fir}, he calls co him 4ichae! Coſi, 
( che onely Chriſtian Caprain he (uftered to live 1n quiet ) 
co perſwade him to follow Afahomet, which if he refuſed 
he would var on him as his utter enemy, Coſi not rhink- 
ing of what enſued, came with ſuch Souidiers as he 
rhougbt ro uſe in his intended ſervice: bur hearing the 
cauſe, and ſeeing the danger, kiſhny Orheman's hand , he 


© requeſted him ro eter him in Mahbemer*s principles, 


which he promiſed ever aſter ro embrace : ſo laying cer- 
rain words after Otheman, he turned 7 wrk, Whereupon 
Othoman geve him an Enbgne and rich Robe, an aſſured 
Token of his favour : Who, after this,:o content his ſoul- 
diers, 'rook many bordering Caſtles, ſubduing all unto the 


, Euxine Sea: and being now aged and diſeaſed,as aforeſaid, 


he oft:n lent Orchaves againſt his enemies, who atchieved 
many great enterprizes, his Father yer living, 


The Reader may happily marvail, yrby Pa/ce/ogns, and 
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aſterward his Son Andronicas, tuffered the Twrks, nor O 
thaoman , but the ſharers of Aladin's Kingdom. to take 
ſpoyl, kill, and encroach,e'p2cially,in Bj hinia. as 1: Were 
under their noſes : Bur let him kere cont:ider the trouble 
of that declining Empyire, and he (hall yy je the 
Caules of irs decay. Michal Paleclogas by trechery obrai- 
ning tne E mplre » and.recover 192 Cen ftaxtinople trom 
Baldwin , ( as is dec lared ) ſearins che Weſtern Þ: INCCS, 
eſp-cially the King, ot S:ci7y, yhom \ Baldwin ſollici:cd for 
his ceſtitatien, and to ma: :y his din{hrer ro his Son 2 ro 
Intavele Char/s with troubles nearer home, he offe.

our Religion and Ceremonies enely, bur of Wives and 
Children, a 1d whatever we have, &c, With which pe:- 
{waſhony lome were contented : ard others nor , whom 
he impriſoned, baniſhed, to: evted, &c., utng all means 
ro move their minds. All which, fom: with patience 
endured ; bur the greater part, the Refu'c, ran rogueing 
ab:0ad, as men perlecated for their conſcience, ouc of the 
K 2 Empe:rou:'s 
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Emoerour's Jurisdiion ; ſome rakirg rae names of Ar- 
ſes1us his Dili iples, ſome of Joſeph's, and ſome of others, 
Whcerewitn the Emperour was io encumbred, that he had 
n5 lei vreto provide againlt the Twrks : whoſe deep de- 
vices in a.pirine, and travels in aſkuring, the Empire, with 
arering his Fataer's Religion, yielded him not ſo much 
a< 2n hononrable buctall. For, dying nor far frem Ly- 
fimachia. he was, by his Son eAnaronicas his command, 
ob!. ure'y boried ina teld a g20J way from his Camp, 
a 'vnvoithy of betrer ſepu:iture for: revolting from the 
Re:ivion of his Anceitors, though his Obſequics were af- 
rewards, for falhonſake, with rome ſolemnity, cclebra- 
ted, 
eA-ndronicis. Paleologus ſucceeding his Father, and 
chinking,by retioring the U hurches government and rites, 
ro appeale all troubles before railed, tound them no lets 
chan his Farher's,for rh2y rhat liked the' Latizes Cultorns 
obttinacely detended them: rhe other faction countenan- 
ced by che Emperor, intulred on them without meaſure: 
whereof aroſe exceeding ſtirs, chiefly in rhe beginnirg of 
his reign, The 7 #rks ceaſing nor to increale their Terri - 
tories 1n Afa,but alſo in che Mediterranean Iflan{s, For 
eAndronicus, Celivered of the greatelt fear ( by Charls of 
Sicily's death , tor which he and his Father maintained a 
Grong Fleet of Galleys ) nov pertivaded by ſome co ſpare

ſent chem ; wherewith encouraged, they oft times grie- 
vouſ]y wal ted the Country round [abonr, The Greek Cap» 
tains greatly diſcontented, requelied Af:chae! ith all his 
power, to come to ſupprels theſe dangerous enemies. For 
which not only Soldiers, bur the Country i In general flock- 
ed tro Michael wich ſpades and mattocks, as 5though rhey 
would have digged down the Caltle, Mol: part © t whole 
tollowers, nor conliderins the danger in gaining it, pro= 
ceed:d carelefly and dilorderly in their be 2e that cheit 
en:mics, ho before feared the very fame of cir coming 
chorexvith moch more encouraged, beftorve all ol 
wealth, &c, within rheir crenches : themſelves with 800 
choſen horimen, fallyed out to rhe place of the Imperial 

Enfizn ; with which (u:iden and deſperate eruption, the 
Gres:4ns, eſpecially the rultical, terrifie] began to flee : 
after whom by licele an lirthe, all fled, The Emperour 
did what he conld ro lay them ; bur in to general a fear, 
Who regarde:l him? wherefore be was olad to flee with the 
reft, Yet many expert Captains aſhamed, making Rands, 
Rayed the barbdacous trom further purſwir, In which doing, 
ma'"y were taken by the Turks; Whatloever was found in 
the Emp-rour's Tent, yea the Imperial Crown it felt be- 
came a prey alſo ; which they fay Chalel pu:ting on his 
head, cobra 6 at the Emperour, 

Afrer this, the T wrks Kms almoſt all Thracia ; fo 
rhar for 2 years, the people ſcarce durſt go out of cheir 
Towns to ploiv and fow ; rhe Emperours exceedingly 
orieved, all cheir hope was in forreign aid ; wherein they 
found many difhculries, their Coffers b:i Sno o empry,by rea- 
ſon of their Territories {o long waſted : yet Anaroncus

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king no haſte,and the mi(ery encreafing, on2 Philes Paleo- 
log the Emperout's Kinſman, undertook his Countrics 
deiiverance, He bad been brought up in Court, &c, belo- 
ed of all for integrity of life, bur altogether unskiltul of 
wars, being by nacure weak and my : and more oIVen tO 
devorion.than worldly affairs, He r.quelted the Empc- 
rour, that with ſome ſmall power, and a few Captains of 
his own choice, he might go our againlt rhe T#urks,hoping 
(he ſaid) ro revenge the wrone, and return With. victory , 
Whercunco he ealily yielded, laying, God delizhted nor 
in any mans leggs, but in a conttite head &Cc, For I have 
ſeen (ſaid he) the ſivifc not to gain the prize, &c, the im- 
ple to gain fayour,and the ſubril ro fall into diſgrace, So 
he farniſhed him wich ſuch conveniences as he deſired ; 
which he receiving, firſt he by all wates ot courcefic en- , 
couraged his Souldiers, perlivacding them to a temperate 
life, promiſing (the war ended) rewards according to 
every ones deſert: and betore ſetting forth, uncerfi: anding, 
Chalel with 1200 horſe and foot was {orraging abour By- 
244, he halted ro encounter then by the way laden with 
lpoil, encamping the 3d day near the little River Nerogip 
ſum, where he leftnorhing unſaid or undone for the ant” 
matinry his Souldiers, Within 2 da 11C$h1s {cours broush! 
tyding's about midnight,that the enzmy was even at hand, 
who by Sun-rifing were come in ſight;zwhereforesfirlt of all 
compaſiing themſelves with their \Wagoons, &c. and be- 
lowing cheic bound & captives booty the reimca[ting duſt 
on their heads, and their hands towards Heaven, they 
came on. The Chriftian Army came on allo, Philes 
right well conduRivg chem, He that led the right wing | 
at firſt on-let, unhor(ed rio enemies ; bur his horſe ſore 
wounded, he retiring baſtily our of the barrel, ſomewhar 
troubled his Chriſtians,and encouraged the 7 urks, Philes | 
with chearful words encouraged chem) and with eys cal(t x 
up, and tears running down, heartily beſoughr Ged, &c, 
The tootmen encountring hand to hand, flewrhe Barba- 
rrans 
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riansand were of them ſlain: Bur Philes having almoſt 
encompaſled their horſe with a valiant company, brake in 
epon the ſides of the enemy ; who circumverted and 
hardly charged, moſt of them fell : a few horſemen were 
purlued to the entrance of Cherſoneſws, whither came Phi- 
les; 5 Galleys were lent to keep Helleſponts Straits, 2000 
horiemen came our of Servia,and8Gatlies moe by the Poe 
reltare of Pera ; wherefore,fhutting them up by Land and 
Sea, Philes encamping about the Town and Trenches, 
oreatly battered the Caltle, making great ſlaughter. The 
Turks by night (ſer firſt upon the Grecians, by ſallying 
out; and then upon the Servians, with vain attempts: 
wherefore (utterly deſpaicins) about midnight, they full 
of Coin, ran ro the Sea, purpoling to yield themſelves 
ro the Genowaies; But the night being dark and milty, 
many unawates came to the Greek Galleys ; who lighte- 
ncd : hem of their moeny, and ſlew them, The Gexowares 
flew only thoſe with the mott Coin, leſt ir ſhould be 
laughr for by the Greeks : the reſt, {ome they ſent to the 
Emperout, ſome they kept as their own priſoners, Thus 
by Philes his valour, the 7 xwrks ſor that time, were chaled 
out of Exrope, 

Innovation and change of the Greeks Religion; cove- 
rouſne(s, envy, ambition,difirult , Forreign aid, and foul 
diſcord, were th: chief cau'es of the Greek Empire's de- 


cay and ruin, But e Michael had 2 Sons, Andromicus and 


AManuel : of theſe, old Andrenicus entirely loved Andro- 
2154 1s Nephew, cauſing him to be brought up in his 
Court as not willing to ſpare him our of his fFohr, Bur 
when he \vas grown a lutiy youth, he began to contemn 
all Government, his ccmpanions leading him forth ro 
walk the fireets, hawk, hunt, and haunt Plays, and after- 
wards night-walks: which requiring great expence,and bis 
Grandfather giving kim bur a ſpare allowance, He took 
up mony of the rich Merchants of Pera, &c, with lecret 
con'ulcations of fiight, For {eing his man 

ons 
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long, & his Father like ro ſucceed, his ambicious chovghts 
ſuggelied to him ſuch purpoles:- ſecking after the Impe- 
rial liberty, that he might have ſufficient for himſelf, and 
to reward Others ; Which, ſecing he could not do,. he 
tovght one While after Armema: then alter Pelsponeſus, 
ſometime dreaming of Lesbos and Lemzos, tor Which he 
\vas reproved by tae one and the other, He uſed by night 
co repair to a Gentlew@omans honle, whom another g21- 
lanr no lefle aff:ed then himſelf; whereforc he appoin- 
red Ruffians ro watch her houſe. CMarxel abour mid- 
night ſeeking him, paſied by theſe watchmen ; whoin 
the dark, ſuppobrg him the man they looked for, woun- 
ded him that he fell downfor dead, and ſo was carried balf 
dead to Courr : which ourrage caſt the Emperour into 
great heavineis ; bur Michael, hearing at T heſſalsnica of 
Aanue''; being dead with the wounds, ſhortly after dyed 
with grief, The un{tayed youth, purpofing to flee,became 
more and more luſpicions to his Grandfather ; who ap- 
pointed one Surgiannes ( who was ſuſpeed of alpirins, 
1mpriloned,” and by the Emperour cnlarged) warily ro 
ob'erve the young Princes doings. Bur he, not un- 
mindful of tormer wrong, and in hopeto a'pire himſelf, 
rook rhe, Prince ahge, diſcovering his Grancfathers de- 
vice, to ſer them together by rhe ears, as follower, Thy 
Grandfather moſt noble Prince (iid he) hath ſer me a 
wat. h, or rather a bloodhound over rhy a&ions, and if 
poſſible rhy molt ſecret thoughrs,&c, whillt thou follow.

phi Bajazet his Schoolmaſter, a wiſe and learned man, in 
whom T amerlare taking pleaiure, never ſuffered him, 10 
returnto his Maſter, Mighty Prince 7 amerlane returned 
at lalt into his own Kingdom, wondertully enlarging Sa- 
werchand, and beautitying it with the worlds (poils ;

ipoyl; and for the more harm, d1vided it 1nio 3 parts , 
putting all the 7xrks coming in his way to the word, 
leaving the Chriſtians no more than their lives : utterly 
conſuming the buildings with fire, in all thar part borde- 
ring upop Epirw ; that the Twrks ſhould find no relic: 
co lay in Garriſon, or invade it; it was chonghe rhere 
was nor enough left to relieve the 7 wrks Artny for a 
diy. 
Ammnrath herewith exceedingly vex<d, relolved to go 
in perſon with an Army, not to conquer Epirm, bur it 
need were to fill every corner of it, None bur the Baſla's 
of the Councel knew whithe: he imployed che ſame : 
waich made the bordering Chriftian Princes Prepare tor 
their orvn aſſurance. But Scanderbeg ealily perceived ic 
ro be made againſt him, and the rather tor Amwrath's un- 
accuſtomed quietneſs, as 1t be had beep 1n a Cend {leep, 
It was thought alſo, he had incellivence from lulpeRing 
Courriers, his friends ; wheretore jecting all things apart, 
he firſt advenized his neighbour Princes ot chat wa:'s 
danger, eAmurath lecking the deitruction of them all ; 
and therefore to Rand faſt on their guard, Then he lenc 
Hoſes and others, to take the Souldiers and all provifion 


_ poſſible, himſclf nor reſting cill be lefr nothing in the 


Countrey for the enemies cruelty, Mott of the people 
wich cheir ſubllance, were received into the flrong Citics : 
the re(t into the Yenetian and other Princes Countreys , 
till this ſury was overpalt ; all able to bear Arms, were 
commanded to Crora, out of which multitude Scander beg 
choſe only 1096 od Souldicrs, with whom he purpoſed

1300 111 Crora, \Whole Citizens were fu: niſthed with all 
VC1pens, and proviion to dctend the City : Proclama- 
tion Wa$ made, that all aged men with women and chil- 
dren, ſhould depart, &c, C7914 being the chick Cuy, 
Scanderbeg had the greuer care tor irs detcnce. All was 
tull of weeping and wailing at che d. parcure of this weak 
company, no houle, no leet, no part of the City was 
withour mourning, &c, In the mid(t of the'e paſhons 
commanJement came from Scanderbeg, Thar they mult 
now deparc, that the Souldiers might take their charge. 
Thea began lorrows afreſh, with pitions ſcreeching and 
cars, and departing ct their teer ( many times ) they witt 
not where, for de(ire of looking back upon the City; who 
were conveighed -nto Venetian Cities, and other places, 
whither all, nor before received inco [trong Cities, refot- 
red with their ſubſtance, and nothing left 1D all Epirus biir 
the ground, After this, Scanderbeg Hored Croie with all 
neecful things, giving to every Souldier a ſmall reward; 
and placing valiant {ranccontes Governour thereof, And 
exhorting them (in feiv words) covragioully to endure 
the ſieve, not liflening to eAmwarath's charms, departing 
to his Army (within view)marched rowards D:ibria, Not 
gone far, he mer Moſes with a gallant Troop coming trom 
Sfetigrade, which ſtrong Ci-y was Scanderbag's lecond 
care, i: Handing firſt in che Tyrant's way, CMeſes,having 
there ſet allin like order, placed pelitique Peter Perlas 
Governour with a ttrong Garriſon choſen ov of all D:- 
bria, accounted the beſt men of war in Epirus, Scanderbeg 
delivering him prepared-forces, ſent him With. divers 
others to take ord-r for defence of other Cities and Ca- 
[tles, cvery man having his charge. Himizclf with a 
(mall Troop, went to Sfet grade ; where, all the Souldiers

cer and Cncourager of the'r verrue ; where (thovgh he 
might not try this wars forrun in plain field) yet he would 
trouble the enemies d.tigns \vith many a hot skirmiſh : 
that he will firlt teed their hardineſs with his bale Sonl- 
diers blood, the exfier to entrap and oppreſle cheir raſh- 
neſs; bur ins cratty devices are by © 9reat policy and conli- 
deration to be fiwirared, For that vi Bory ſhould be ro 
bim lamentable, boughr wich Sou!diers blood, &c. Thar 
It th2y (uttered not themſelves to be corquered o! the Sul. 
tan, he would praitle and honour his tubjeARs as corque- 
rours, Having thus encouraged their minds, be Vihtell 0- 
ther Ciucs, returning to his Army rear Croia, ——_ 
rhe mean time, his "Army ct 1 5C000 was aflemblec 

H aarianople- her cot mony were pionlets, &c, Leien- 
ding 40090 Ligh-horimen betore him, to encamp ve1Cre 
the Ciry, Scand terbep \1ti 400 horle & 1CO0 foot rook 
his way towards Stetiorade, {tronely encamping vithin 7 
milesthereot; whence with MMeſes and T anuſins,ne Wet 
by blind waics, nll from the rop of a hill he might dilco- 
ver how the enemy lay encainped ; returning back, be thc 
night tollowing, drawing as near the Turks as be could, 
placed his Arovy io the Woods and Valleys unperecived : 
Then 
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Then he ſent Adeſes and Huſache, with 30 of the belt 
horiemen, a$ if bat common Souldiers , driving horſes 
laden wich Corne, by a by-way, and lecrecly, co get igto 
the City, Being diſcovered and ler upon , they fled on 
purpoſe : but Aſoſes ſeeing themſelves purſued bur wich a 
like number ; recarning back, he (lew five, chaling che 
re't ro the Campe : whol2 Generall ſending 4000, horſe 
ro purſne them , they ſoon+recovered fight of them 
Adoſes nf purpole (lowly haſtening ; the 7 #1ks Crawing 
nigh, Moſes leaving the Hories, fled; ye: dravving them 
on, till brought where the Army lay in ware, by whom 
bing with great ſlaughter puc to fight , 2000 were 
flain, and 1co0 Horles taken , but 2 2 Chriftians bzing 
loſt, 
«A mnrath came 8 dayes afier, the beginning of Maj 
1449, and encamping his bater foor a: che foor of che 
Hill, himſelf lay wich his Jniziries, &c. farther off; 
After one dayhe towards evening ſ:nrt a Meſlenger to the 
City to [peak with the Governour, whom he requelted 
che Souldiers might goe further off, having ſomething to 
fay to him in ſecret ; Perlat merrily aglivering, ſaid, HE 
had nor lexrned to hear any meflage from his Enemy by 
nizhr, norat any time elſe out of rhe Garritons hearing z 
to morrow if thy Maſter pleaſe, I will heare thee at large, 
commanding him to depart from the Walls, eAmmrath 
more hoping ro 91ine the Ciry by large offers, than by 
o7eat force, diſſ-mbled his wrath, ſending thar Meſſenger 
with a gr1v2 Baſſa horn : inEpras, who with 5 men,being 
received into the City, and brought into Aaries Temple, 
where aftzr ininuarivg eloquence, he augmented rhe cer- 
rour of eAmurath's power; exhorting them to yield the 
City : p:omiting the Citizens to live in all r:ipefts, as 
under Scanderbeg betore: that Perlat ſhould hay2 mott 
honourable preie:ments, with many rich gifts; the Soul- 
01:rs ſately to depart whicher they would, and 3006000 
afpers among them, Bur the Governour cep!ied, Thar, 
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if chis had not b:en delivered co reioJute men , it mighe 
perhaps have wrought ſome effect, &c, Bur hnce no 
111 delerr of Scanderbeg' S, nor 900d delert of Amuraths, 
tor preferring a Stranger beforc their pacurall Prince had 
paſſed, Cc. his Malter ſhou!d firlt p:oceed in his action , 
bear down their Walls, make bavock of their men, ©&c, 
Bur ir were almolt ro be laughed ar , if they ſhould 
covardly accept of rhele condiciors before any aſſouir gi- 
ven, &c, that Amuratb had berrer get back to Hadria- 
nople ro ſpend his old years in quiet, and not provoke 
chem his fatall enemies, Cc : that he would never torger 
his faith ever, to the laſt drop of blood; 'tivas reward 
enoveh to him, if Jiving, rodetend the City , or looſing 
Jifero leave his ouiltlefſe ſoule ar liberty, &c, Then 
teaſing the Baſſa;he led him thorow the City on purpole 
LO thew 1m che (tore of Victualls ; So lending him a- 
way much dilſcontenred ro his Maſter : who exceeding 
wroth , ba't-red rhe City three dayes togerher, and ma- 
king a (mail breach, he gave a moſt terrible aflau'r by his 
common Souldjers the Aſap:, thereby to give eaſier 
Victory to his Janizarries and better Souldiers : Whi.(t 
rh-(c are flne by caps at the breach , the Fanizaries at- 
2mpted the Wall in another place , who ficlt difhculriy 
crawling up:he fleep Rock, theo CO their Sca- 
I1n9 ladders , they were with buge tones, &'c, beer, 
down ro the bottom , and miſec: bly Rab. Many wich 
their Scaling ladders were thru from the Wall, carrying 
others behind rhem, with them, Some taking hold of the 
Bactlements, loſt fingers, _ molt their lives. Many 
tircher off, were wounded alſoiwich ſho, The 7 wks 
ci'couraged, beoan ro withdraiy : bur, the Captains by 
exhorting and threatuing ſome, and b-ating others , thc 
aſſaulr was renewed , nor With ſuch courage, yerno leſic 
ſanghter 2 rhe def-ndar rs (hounng from che Walls, 
Amrath ſent Feri B Baſſz with 30co choſen Souldiers ro 
reneiv the fight : who wi-hout regard of danger brought: 
Cem 
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them to the Walls , whom che defendants overwhelmed 
wich Stones, Timber , Wild-fire, &c. , Yet FereBaſſh 
lev divers, and had not the Goyernour with a freſh com- 
pany, ſpeedily come ro the place, had Frered, Ammrath 
ſeeing the great flaughrer, and no hope, retired into his 
Camp? : Yet nor ccaling to give the like vaine attempt, 
The Captaine of the 7anizaries perceiving a part of the 
Cicy, ſeeming impregnable, ro be common)y bur flen- 
derly mann2d ; told Amurath he would afiay it ſeccetly 
by night - wacrewith the Kin pleaſed, it was ſilently pur 


10 ex2cution, The Governour adveruted bereot by the 


watch, repaired thi: her with a great Company, beholding 
ch-7 »rks climbing and helping vp each other by that d2(- 
perate way, Bu: being come to the top of rhe Rock, 
they were (uddenly overwhelmed, and violently forced 
downz,molt being cruſhed ro death,and mauy of the rett, 
fl:ine with ſhot : wherewith Amnrath was exceedingly 
orieved, 

Scanderbeg, (till removing as beſt ſerved his purpoſe , 
brake (ometimes into one quatter of their Campe, ſome» 
times into anotaer, and was flraight way gone againes 
Being, the latter end of June, come within S miles, he 
{-nt Adoſes, like a common Souldier, ro view hov the 
enemy encamped, Being informed, that the 7 wrks kept 
but negligent watch ; He the night following , ſuddenly 
afſauled on2 of their Camps quarrers, which cheugh diſ- 
coicrd by Scouts; yet by his turious afſault , he flew 
2000 before they could well arme, carrying away 230 
norie , loſing bur 42 men, whom the T #rks In re- 
venge nexr morning hewed in peeces, 

Amurarth vy-n theſe dilzraces, gave three fierce aſſaults 
10 the City,and was aliwayes with loſſe repulſed. Bur cutn- 
ing the more with revenge, he encouraged chem to a freſh 
aſſ2nlc, with grea-er promiſes than ever before in a)l his 
wa'rs : appointing Feri Baſſ# with 12000 horſe , 4nd 
©®09 foct to atrend on Scanderbeg, leſt he ſhould a 
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ble the aſſault, by aſſailing his Campe : Fer: Baſſaglad 


hc reot, lay as he was commanded, boaſting , that he 4 


would ſeek Scanderbeg inthe field, and tric with him 
hand to hand, Ammwurath next mornins compaſled the 
City round, purpoſing to gave his whole forces on the 
taking thereof, The battered Walls were not without 
Ladders to be aſſaulted through the places (irengrh , and 
the defendants ill filling up with earth, They firlt deli- 
ver ed their Arrowes and Bullets like a Hatle-ſhower, 
And in this heate, clapping Ladders to the Walls , began 
deſperately to Scale - butthe Chriſtians with ſhort ſlew 
and wounded many : yet others preſſing up, the allaulr 
was terrible in many places, eſpecially neere the Gate : 
where wich timber, c:railing as it were a wodde! Toiy- 
er , for they fought with the Chriltians as upon even 
ground ; and prevailed (o far , rhat rhey had ſer en- 
fHenes on the Wall, The Governour haltning with a 
frelh Company, and repulſing the 7 #rks, ſent their En- 
fHenes intro the Market-place - Conſuming the Wodden 
Tower with Wild-fire from the Walls; and preſently 
placing freſh Souldiers , worthily defended che Curry. 
Scanderbeg the while, came with 9600 Souldiers to 
eCcilechair Cltnpe : Feri _ oppoled againſt him : 
Scanderbeg retired a little to draiv him further from the 
Camp. The Baſſa withdreiv 4000 horſe to ferch a com- 
paſſe and to ſet upon Scarderbegs reare, &c, Bur the ex- 
pert Captaine perceiving i:, leaving Aoſes with the maine 
batrell, with 2000, fe charged theſe 4000 , before well 
ceparted, that they had now more cauſe to look to their 
ofvn lafery : Scanderbeg here encountering wirh Fers hand 
co hand, ſlew him, cMofes all this while, ſtood falt, re- 
celiving che afſault, expeRing their Succefle. Bur Scan - 
derbeg comming now in, he ſet forward with ſuch force 
and conrage, that the Twrhks fled : many of. whom were 
flaine inchaſe; yer not daring to folloy them too far , 
be retrai:ed, and having pur his Army in order, appoint- 
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ed ſome to take the (poile of the ſlaine. eAmnrath kear- 
ing what hapned to Fer, was ſo overcome; that he could 
not for a \vhile ſpeak,bur afterwards he commanded ſome 
Ordnance to be placed on tharhde of che Campe , moſt 
in danger ; Sending 4000 to joyne to Fer; Baſſaes for its 
defence, charging them nt to itjue out of cheir crenches; 
Continuing the aflaulr all that day , and no hope appear- 
ing, he letc the aflault, in which he loit 7000, and many 
dying aft<riwards - of the Garriſon, bur 70 were {lain , 
and 90 hurt, Scanderbeg hoped Amwrath would ar lengrh 
be gone - yer with 2090 be wonld oft (he bimſelf on 
the Mountaines fides to draw the 7 wrks out, and. take 
them at advantage : But the King commanding none te 
goe out, or (peak of bartell or afſanlr on paine of death 
lay certain daies more like one befieged himſelt : which 
Scaxderbeg the more diltrulted , fearing he was hatching 
ſome miichiefe, who thovght good againe to prove it 
eivere pofible ro overcome the Garriſon Souldiers with 
vifts ; wherefore he ſent, offering co the befieged cendi- 
tions, with ſuch large rewards , as had not been heard 
offered to anys All which being leightly rezeRed' by 
common conſent , one baſe-minded fellow , corrupted 
herewith yſecrerly promiſed the Twrks e(pialls; char on af- 
ſurance ef the profered reward, the City ſhould be yields 
e!, He layed many plots: bur the firtt device ſerved his 
purpoſe, The Garriſon Souldiers were of the npper Dt- 
bria : exceeding (uperſtitious ; putting nice difference be- 
teen meats, chufing rather to die, than eare of drink of 
that which they deemed unclean. Sfetigrade was Wa- 
tered but with one Well which ſunk deep into the Rock; 
The Trayror in the night; caft che inking Carcaſe of a 
dexd dog therein, In the morning , the Garrifon being 
dravn ont of the Well, the report was, it vas peyſoned : 
a!) ere in an uproar to find ont che Trairour, The Cirti- 
rens were very ſorry,bur theSquldiers dereſted chat loarh- 
{ome water more thap 7 wkiſh ſer vitude, proteſting rhe 
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would rather periſh wich rhir(t , chan drink chereof : 


Some deſiring ts fire the City , and break thorough the 
enemies, or die, They chat choughrt belt, thatit might 
be yieldedup , as ready to fue ro Ammwrath tor peace , 
though on harder-termes than che tormer. The Go- 
vernourtroubled and alionied , the berter to pacihie the 
marter, exhorted them in the Market place ro centinue 
faithfull, and make (mall reckoning co uſe the water, 
which would loen b2 brouzhe to us worted purity : 
drinking in their (1ght a great dranghrt, who'e example che 
C1:izens followed. Bur the Captaines and Soulgiers 
refuſed to ralt rhereof, as of ſome deadly poylon, crying, 
zo give up the City , Wherefore many thought chey were 
corrupted by eAmwrath; Yet none bur the Traitor did 
afterwards revolt, or appeared richer, The Governour 
leeing they were not to bz moved by pzrſwaſion , reward, 
er any other meanes, reſolved with his chiefe Captains, 
and beſt of the Citizens, to yield the City to 4-znrath, 
on condigon that all might ſafely depart with Armour , 
and other things : that ſuch Citizens as would Ray, mighr 
there divell as under Scanderbeg the reſt ro depart at plea- 
ſure with bag & baggage, Glad was Amurath; yet con- 
ſen:ednorehacche Cirizens ſhould conrinue in the City, 
but build their houſes without che Wall, The Garriion 
Souldiers quietly paſſing, Mahomwet carnelily perivaced his 
Father to putthem all ro the {word ſaying 'Twas one of 
Aahomets chiefe commands, ro uſe all cruelty ro deſtroy 
But the old King would nor hearken 
rherein.\aytng, People abhorre the government of a faich- 
fefle and cruell Prince, The Traitor had three rich ſuits 
of apparell, 50000 afpers, and a yearly penſion of 2000 
Duckats, Bur after a few dayes, he was ſuddenly gone 
and rever ſeene or heard of : ſuppoſed to be lecretly 
mace aivay: Amurath detelting the Traitor, thovgh the 
Treaſon ſerved his purpoſe, Sfetigrades Walls being re- 
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September 1, ceparted out of Epirus, hiving loſt Zooop 
at the Seice ; much grieved that he coutd not vangquiſh 
the en2mie - Sca#gerbeg underitandips of bis departure » 
{peeily followed with 5ooo horie, and 3000 toot, and 
taking advantage of Woods and Mounrain-(traites , skir 
miſhEd often with the 7 #rks, charging them every way z 
| andſl:w many, Amzrath leftthe Viceroy of Romazia 
with 30000 to a'!tend on Scanderbeg, who now ceaſed to 
follow Amnrath, fearing to be encloied berween both, 
Which he leeing, followed ro Hadrianoplc , Scanderbeg 
returning to Crois 3 who leaving 2000 Souldiers upon 
the borders for defence , they (o kep: in the Janizaries at 
Sfetigrade, thar they could not look our, bur were inter- 
cepted and {lain - and Jyirhin feiv dayes befieging Sfets- 
grade 1 month, was repulled in two great aſlaults, loſing 
5oo men, Amurath iendivg With tpeed to recallhis 
diſperled Armie, Scancerbeg returned ro Croia , Winter 
approaching ; wherein he pur 2008 of his beſt Souldiers 
under famous Hranccontes , (toring the City with a year's 
Viatuall, greatly helped therein by the Yenetians and 
others. Thelike care he had of the relt , being adverct- 
ſed by ſ:crer friends in Court, of the 7 zrks great prepaza- 
tion ag2inlt him, at beginning of the Spring : who by 
rhe Jat'er end of Afarch had ready an Army of 160000 
men : of which he ſent 40000, und-r politique Sebalyas, 
inco Epir in b-ginming of April,1450, who with great 
ſpeed, and wirhour ler, commingo Cree , (tronely en- 
camped n-ere thz plealatt plaive Tyranna : and keepirg 
cloſe , attended rhar no newv ſupply ſhould be con- 
veyed in:o the City : for he was expreſly forbidden 
to atremp* any thing againk Scanderbeg himſelf. 
Afrer 20 dayes, eAmurath,through ace, oft marching 
bur 5 miles a day , came thither with his Army , filling 
rhe Country round about : And after 4 dayes (e'ling t.1s 
Camp, be ſent two Meſſengers, offering rhe Governour, 
it he would yield, ro Cepart with his Son! diets, ith bag 
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and bageage, 200000 alpers to himſelf, with an honou- 
rable place among tus great Bafſaes : and the Citizens t9 
enjoy al) their former liberties, promilipg g:eater, They 
b-ivg commanded to deliver heir meliage without the 
Gates, he (corntuliy rezzRed their offers , and the Soul- 
diets ſhametully d.rided chem, Amurah more offend- 
ed at this,tban che retulall, commanded ten greatArtillery 
pieces to becalt, for by realon of the kigh Mountaines , 
he brought none re2dy madz , but ſore of mertall in 
maſſe, This work being in i5 daye: perfected, 6 he 
pla ed againſt the Eait ide towaro the plaine,4 againit the 
Gate, in which places onely , Croi was (ubjeR to bar- 
rery. In 4 dayes Awwrath had in both places bearen 
done halte the Wall , and ſore ſhak-nthe r-it, The 
Twrks encouraged \vith great cheerfullnefle made ready 
for aſſault ,, Griving who ſhould ſhe himielf moſt fore- 
ward : And Mahemer beſides his Fathers rewards , pro- 
miſed a 100000 Aſpers to him that fir ſer an Enigre 
apon the Walls, The Garriſon nothing dilmaied, com- 
forred and encouraged each other to endure all mannes 
ef perill, eſpecially Zranecontes, who ſhaking ſome Soul- 
diers by the hand, ſaid ; Theſe were the fortrefles of their 
City, & c, What honour, trium ph Gould rhey hope. tor, 
if theſe Walls ftandins whole, they ſhould ſhroud rader 
their defence, and not they defended by them ? Socan 
Cowards defend, and Sheep nor feare the Wolves rage , 
©c, That men of worth ſhun ſuch things, which being 
kept or loſty yield Ike pratſe : that chings ready ro fall 
reed ſhoaring > and chere appeareth ralours, Therefore 
their valiant right hands ſhould inficad of dead Walls,op- 
pole their lu{fyarmed bodyes againlt the enemies force, 
Thar he in the thicke!t ſhould viev and judge of every 
mans courage, Yc<t that their former hopes were little 
or nothivg by theſe breaches diminiſhed : For that the 
rifing of the hill, though nor ſo high as in other places , 
doch ſerve them at "EA; advantage to charge their ene- 
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mies, That this breach will encourage the Barbarians 
ro climbe up, @c - whereof (o many ſhall be ealily Nlaine, 
- as they ſhail bur aime at « that onely choſe 2 places can be 
aſſaulted ; How will ſo many valiant Souldiers belfiow 
ch:mſclves in (o liccle roome? Yet Jet chem play the 
men, andinone confli weaken the Tyrants (irepgrh , 
and burl(t his proud heart, &c, 

Uranocontes ſetting all thivgs in order, and repairing 
the breaches as well as poſſible, they refled that aight, In 
the morning the T wrks cheerfully aſlanlted borh breaches: 
bur ic being well bzgun, Scanderbeg had ſuddenly brolg 
in on the 7 »rks Campe,with 5000 , {laying 600 7 wrky , 
and as ſpoyling their Tents; which rumour made them 
wich lefle courage to aflault, Amwurath for more luretic 
(ent Seremet with 4500 intothe Camp, ſaying, Nothing 
could be too (ure againlt chat wild bealt, CAMubomet al- 
ſo halted chicher again his Father's will, , Bur Moſes 
knowing him'clf roo weak ; had before retired into rhe 
Mountaines , baving done great harme , loſing bur ten 
men. Scanderbeg here, forvetting himſelf, ſo engaged) 
that b:1ng on evzry tide encloſed , yer valiancly breaking 
thorow , he eſcaped the great danger recovering the 
Mountaines, This was the greateſt oveilight of Scander- 
beg inall his Wars, When all was quieted, eAmmrent 
brought alli his forces ro the Walls, with mulcitude of 
Archers and ſmall ſhot, labouring to drive away the dz- 
t-ndants, Þ Then likewiſe -orher common Sovuldiers 
b:oughr Scaling ladders, &c, The Fanmzarries and others 
tollowing ready to mount them. Bur che Garriſ@n Soul- 
d1:rs made (uch ſlaughter, that had not the Capraines 
{pared neither (ripes nor Wounds, they would preſently 
baye retiied, Hereby the Ladders were with great {12ugh- 
ter ſetup, andihe Turks cawe to handie-blowes at ihe 
breaches : who being with cheir Lidders rumbled down 
che Mountaine 'vich horrible ſlaughter and citcomficare , 
:hac none would fer one foor fo;vard again, rhovgh fierae 
young 
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young Mahomet cauſed rhem that returned to be ſlain, 
Theſe common Soenldiers are moſt miſerable Chriſtians , 
how under the T »rks ſlavery : of whom che 7 wrks draw 
grearmunltirudes in their Wars, commonly unarmed, be- 
cauſe nor diring well ro traſt chem; they carry all the bag- 
©20e, fetch wood and watery ſerve for Pioneets : when 
batellis infield, they with weapons are thruſt into the 
fore-front to blunt their enemies ſwords:if aCiry be to be 
believed , ſerving to fill dirches with their dead bodies ; 
and if they ſhrinke , more cruelly uſed by their comman- 
ders than enemies. cAmnrrath Rood in doubt, whether 
he had berrer retraic : but being enraged, he gave a freſli 
affaulr with divers of his better companies : Bur Krano- 
rontes placing treſh men in th2 breaches, they repulſed 
the Twrksr with a double ſlaughter : cilt the King not. able 
Jonger tro bchold it , ſounded a rerraite, having loſt 
$000 mew, yithonr any notable harme to the defen- 
dant?, - 
Mahomet, burning with re exge, drew moſt of the beſt 
Souldiers into that quarter n-eret Scenderbeg, intrench- 
ing onthe Mountaine of Twmenift; thar it he ſhould 
againe there aſſail rhe Campe , be mighc hardly do greac 
harme, or himſe!feſc{4pe; Whereupon S ceanderbeg \efr 
Moſer with 5 oo, where he lay, ordering him in the night 
to aſſail rhe quarter where Ad«homret lay, and ſpeedily 
retire tothe Mountaine, Htmielt with about $ooo ferch- 
Ing a compaſſe by ſecret waies,came to Mountecle the fare 
ther fide of ch: Turks Armiz, Aoſesar the hour aſſail- 
ed the Campe with the rumult of ſome great Armie, 
Scanderbeg art the inſtabt breaking into the other fide, 
there made ſuch a {laughter , that Croie's lofle was forgor 
In compariſen of this, Aſſes doing little harme, ſafely 
retired : and Seanderbeg making great ſpoil timely re- 
furned, ſcarce lofing oneman, 
', Amarath af er this, withdrew moft of his ſmall Or- 
E:nance inco his trenches, agairit Scanderbegs ſudden ar- 
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rempts. Yet ſecing in that hor ſeaſen he could nas fo 
cloicly encamps bur chat fore part Would Riill be in 
dancer, he appointed Sehalias with 15 o00to attend Srax- 
derbeg : Then barreting the Walls afreſh, be made grea- 
cer breaches than before,. appoincing next day, for a new 
atlault, Bur perceiving no fignegf courege intheir heavy 
countenances , (Fe -: he calling chem cowardy}, ſaid, 
Every weake Caſtle can hold out one aſſault ; bur if chey 
wilt draw theſe wild beaſts our of their dens , they mult 
arme themſelves to endure whatever ſhall happen : char 
great Captaings have growne old under their enemies 
Walls, &'c 2 that they remember the glorions viRory of 
Var : thatall honourable things are broughc te paſſs 
with adveurure and labour : andrche end ofthis War de» 
pends ontaking of Creia ; that fortune 18 to be proved and 
oft provoked, of them that will wed ber, Yer that they 
mutt work warily with cnis enemy;chac they ſhould weare 
rhem our ifchey kill bur cen atadaily afſault, Thar per- 
adventure forrune may find ſome gplooked-for mean, as 
at the Gege of Sfetigrade, &c, 

Early next morning, began 4 valiant aſſault, the 7 wrkg 
aſſaying vainely and deſperately to break open the Gates, 
Wild-fire being calt ince many places of che Ciry, and the 
Arcillerie oft diſcharged into the breaches, many 7 wrks 
were ſlaine tegerher wich the Chriſtians : who ill repul(- 


ed their enemies, Yet cAwvwrath maintained the affaulc 


by ſupplies, but grieved at heart to ſeerhem fo ſlaive : 
at laſt weary to beiold it, and perſwaded by his Baflaes , 
not \wilfully co caft away his valiane Souldiers, beenced 
the aſſault : and chought good to prove what might be 
done by undermining * daily aJarumine the City, ro buſie 
the detendanes. Buying ore of Corne of the Venerrans 
of Li//a, Scanderbes (laying the convoy , catryed it awvays 
dividing ic among his Souldiers, Yet, he received abun- 
dance of pravifion from Adfacedon;a, and the Venetian 
Merchans furniſhed him ith Corne, Oyle, Hony, 4 
v hie 
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which Scanderbeg,they being his ſecret friends, would nor 
hinder ; conhdering he might have had all the ſame from 
the further patr of Aſacedonia,, 7 bracia, Myſia, &c. 

400 Souldiers (allying our the while , chaſed divers 
Turks tothe Campe : Amwath hoping they would ro 
their loſſe, give the like arrempr, But che governour 
would not iuffer chem any more to fally , Scanderbeg alſo 
. encrealing bis Armie with 2000 , deiivered a part to 
Moſes, another to T anuſie;& a third ro himſelf: derermins 
ing by night, co aflai] che Camp in 3 placesat once, Bur 
Scanderbeg. being diſcevered by their Scours , Souldiers 
were appointed diligently to guard that fide': - Hoſes and 
Tanaſie che while affailing in 2 divers quarters , flew a 
number of 7 #rks, and made great ſpoile, Scanderbeg 
diſcovered, did/not much harme : and retiring, fare down 
by faire daylight, on a Mountaine's fide, in fight of the 
T wrks, that Moſes and T ann/ie might ſee ro meer him a- 
gain. Bur che T#rks thinking he tood. to brave them : 
divers crayedleave, that they might go, and, ar leaſt, bear 
him our of fight : which eranced, 7000 horſe, and 5000 
foot preſencly (et forward, Scanderbeg ſeeingthem, re- 
cired a lictle farther wp, expeRing. Moſes and Tarufies 
comrhing, When the 7 arks well wearied,and laboriouſly 
marching up the ſteep hills, were come a great Way , and 
perceived by the duſt , ſome greater force, andere long , 
law the foremoſt ofthem, they retired : Scanderbeg pur- 
ſving through the grounds adiantage, ſlew many. Adeſes 
alſo comming in, beſid? ſl ughter , rook divers; After 
which viftory , Scanderbeg retired into the Moun- 
raines, + 

The late ſpoile, with this overthrow, mach grieved the 

'Tyrant ; buc che mines ſorting to no geod purpole, for 
the Rocks hardnelſe, and the defendants diſcovery, drove 
him co his wit'send, Reſolving now co prove,if by great 
'$ifrs and promiſes , he could corrupt the Governour and 
Gariton z heſema demerous Beſſa, commanding him 
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if poſſible, firſt ro faſten rich preſents on him , in honour 


of his valiant minde : and afterwards delivering his meſs 
ſage, to promile more chan ſhould be deſired, tor giving 


up of the Ciry.The Beſ# being with tivo Servants, recety» . 


ved into the City, preiented to Krauccente: the rich cifcs, 
with much reverence, and'many magruficall words, #ra- 
necontes Willed him ficlt to declare his meſlage : whereup- 
on he would, eicher receive or refuſe them, The tubr1ll 
Baſſa nothing diſmaied, thus began. 

That however they agreed, yer rhey brought not theſe 
ouifrs to deceive any : and chough enemie's guifrs are as 
be tightly ſaid , ever to be (uſpeed : Yet they durſt nor 
for ſhame come to {o worthy a Governour empry hand- 
ed : neicher ought he, if he be whar he ſeeme, co refuſe 
their courtefie, &'c, That they went not abour with fi- 
led(peech and rich rewards ta circumvent him, whoſe in- 
vincible mind rhey had ſo oft, 1n vaine proved with theit 
forces : That is it for which eAmarath loveth him : de- 
firing to have his virtuous enemies with himlelf - chat he 
was worthy of another manner of Soveraign than Scan- 
derbeg, whom he condemned not; and ancther manner of 
calling, &c : that Scanderbegs defiruRtion might be de- 


ferred, but not avoided, againſt whom ,Amwrath cnn- 


ceiving implacable diſpleaſure, would never depart our 
of Epirus, till he impoſed a deadly yoake on bis neck : 
That the firſt of this miſery beginneth ar this Cicy : thar 
his eyes would ſcarce behold the horrible ſpeRacle of the 
men of (reia's miſerable fortune , &'c, Did they think 
Amwurath would inthe mid't of this hear, raile his ſiege 
and be gone> No no, if force will not prevaile , they 
ſhall alwayes bave thele cents in their eves, till long fa- 
mine tame their courage. Can Seavderbeg viftuall chem, 
ſcarce adle to relieve his own milecy > or will the Vene- 
tians ? who daily brings rhem plenty of all neceflaries ; 
Therefore they ſhould repent of th:ir over hardineſſe,and 
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pather rheic wits together : That they ſhould fin liber- 
ty, rewards, perperuall reſt with ,Fmurath, &c, 

The Bafla expeRed ſome great motien in the Souldi- 
ers : bur perceiving his ſpeech rather to fill chega with an- 
ger than feare, requeſied to talke in ſecrer, with the Go- 
vernour 3- which was granted 2 who beginning cunning!y 
ro deliver his tnore (ecret meſſage z, Vranecomerainter- 
ruptins him, commanded him to depar: : and thar if he or 
any other came from his Maſter to {peak with him about 
any ſuch matter , be would returne chem diſmembred of 
hands, noſes, and eares. Se the Baſſa was with his pre- 
ſents turn'd out of the City , though che Souldiers 
covid well haveeaſed him of that carriage, 

Amerath underitanding the Governours anſwer, in 
great rage next day, cauſed a furious aſſault to be given, ra- 
cher to ſativfie anger, than in hope to prevaile , and wich 
greater loſle than before, many Twrks being (laine atche 
breach, with cheir own great ſhot, Ar length wearied, 
he gave over, returnipg to his Camp), as halfe frantick or 
difrat; krring all day, full of melancholly paſhons , 
ſome-1mes violently pulling his beard and lecks, com- 
plaining, char he lived fo long to ſee thoſe diſgracefull 
dayes. His Bafſtes, co comfort him , recounted his 
wany and glorious yiRtories, and producing examples of 
his ike event, Bur nothing conld content his mind, * 
ot revive his Spirits; ſorhat opprefſ2d with melancholly- 
conceits , he became fick for griefe, Whereupon by 
ſome's Connſell, he ſent tre Scanderbeg , offering him 
peacefor 10600 duckats yearly tribure , thinking hereby 
vvell 5 ſave. his honevr , which being vtcerly refuſed , 

reatly increaſed his ficknefſe. Scanderbeg to grieve him 
che more, &c: daily aſſailed the Campye : which he often 
(vſp:Qed by alarums and rumulrs , languithing with the 
oriefe thereof, Feeling he could nor longer live , g ie- 
vouſly complained, rhar all bis former life was ſo blemiſh- 
ed: who repreſſing the Hwngariars fury, and —_— 
ifying 
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ſyingthe Greciazs pride and name, was enforced to give 
up the Gholt under che Walls of an obſcure Caſtle, andin 
fghr of his contemprible enemie, Then he gave his Soft 
Aahomet many grave advertiſements, commending him 
co the faichtullnefſe of his Baſlaes; weakneſle, and teares 
oft upon fight of him, interrupting his ſpeech ; Yer 
forcing himielf,he warned him of what now molt grieved 
bim, 

Thar his example be a warning to bim not to contemne 
his neverſo weak enemy, &c : whereby he had purchaſ- 
ed this calamity, and for ever blemiſhed the honour of the 
Othomazr Kings, &c, That this Traicor ſhould then have 
been ſuppreſſed, when firſt he recover:d his wicked King- 
dome, ©&'c, Ali Baſſa, northe other Generalls , ſhould. 
not have been ſent againſt him, &'c ; That chey entered 
Into Epirxs 160000 ftreng, &c : bur now how many 
rents (tand empty, &'c, Thatrthe deſtinies had vowed his 
Spirics co Epirus as to him farall, Bur why did he ime 
pure theſe impediments and chances to himſelf > for chis 
miſchievous ſeed firt began when the Hungarians wich 
orhers roſe up agaiw(t hir, So whilſt he could nor take 
order for all imporrant affaires at once, this enemy grew 
great ? Thar fortune never deceived his endeavours more 
chaninchis, Therefore he charged his Son thar for ſo 
oreat and arely a patrimony as he ſhould receive, nor ro 
leave his death unrev<nged of this enemy. Shortly after 
becomminz ſpeechleſſe, &c : he breathed our bis Ghoſt, 
rothe Chrititans great joy , in Autamne 1450, 85 years 
old as molt write - reigning 28, or as ſome 30, abeur 5 
months after Croia's ſiege, ; 

Thus layeth great eAmmwrath dead almoſt in deſpaire ! 
Who had fought greater bartels ? who gained greater 
ViRories, or obtained more glorious Triumphs than hep 
&'c. Butoh, how far was he now changed from the man 
he then was ! how far did his laſt ſpeeches differ from his 
forepaſled lile ! fu'] of baſe paſonate complaints , be- 

| ſcewing 
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ſeeming forme vile wreach overtaken with defpaire , and ' 
yet afraide to die, He lyerh now dead a galtly ſtinking 
Carcale, &s : and of ſuch infinite riches , ſuch ſtately ho. 
pours, &s : his fraile body enjoyerh noching. The Turks 
fay, he died, miraculouſly forewarned of his death at H- 
driaxople : others char he died in eFſi« with an Apoplexic 
ſurfeiting of iImmoderate Wine, But AMarinus Barleſins, 
who lived in his time , in Scedrs fait by Epirus, fets it 
downe as aforeſaid, 

Mahomet fearing ſome innovation at home, preſently 
returning to Haadriavople : buryed his body with great ſo- 
Jemnity on the Welt of Pruſa : lymg in a Chappel with- 
our a roofe, his grave not differing from the common 
Tark;: which cheyſay , he ſo commanded ,' that Gods 
bleſſing might come to him by che Sun an1 Moones 
ſhining, and rainz, and dewes falling on his grave, He 
mighrtly enlarged che Turkiſh Kinzdome : for che betrer 
eftabliſhing whereof in his owne houſe , he in the begin- 
ning of his reiene, by manifold fayonrs began to bind ro 
himſelf men of forreigne Countryes, his Servants, And 


. Whereas the Orhoway Kings, had moſtly , or altogerher 


raiſed their Janizaries , and other Coutr Souldiers of 
Chrittians Children taken in War, te ſeeing horv ſervice- 
able rhey were, plotred, how to make an Armie of ſuch, 
his own Creatures, &c : wherefore taking from the Chri- 
ſans every 5th. Child : he placed the fairzſt and aprefſt in 
his own Seraglio, the reſt in other like places, where be- 
ing inftrut:d in Mabometane Religion, then inall feats 
of Armes : of theſe he mide Horſemen, Tc: to guard his 
perſon, naming the berrer ſort Sp«h1 Oglani, roatit, his 
Sons th: Knights, Oftheſe h2: made Baſſzes, Generals, 
and Gorernours , with all erext Officers ; dilperſing the 
reſt and grereſt part into every Conntry of his Nominion 
in Aſa, tobe bronehr up in bardneſſe and painefull ta- 
bour, out of whom he chooſing the moſt lulty and able,

When he had ſurrounded the City by Szaand Land; 
he caſt up great Trenches as Near the Walls as pollible, rai-

rered the Gate called Caleg aria, chiefly with one Ord- 
nance, difficulrly brought trom Hadr:anople with 150

undermined, and ſupported but With Rays, till it ſhould 
be blown up, This, the Conſtantinepolitans neither per- 
ceived norf-ared; for that, B4jazet and Ammrath had 
both vainly artemprzd the ſame. Bur Mabomet had by 
men of greatzr device, brought this te paſſe, though ic 
took not the wiſhed effeR; for John Grands a German, 
in{pe<ting, by a Counter-mine timely diſcovered the 


T wrks, and they with fire and (word were driven out, and { 


rhe Mine (trongly filled again, Aſahomet removed his 


ba'rery, planing it againſt the Battatina Tower, near the: 
X 4 Roman / 
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Romane Gate 3 which, at length, falling down, filled up 
the ditch before the outer wail. But this breach was ſpee- 
dily and eouragiouſly 'made up again, The 7-»rks alſo 
erzcting high Timber Tewers covered with raiv hides, 
fl-w many Chrittans; But Mabomer ſceing their valiant- 
neſs, ſaid, It was nor the Grecia»s,bur the Frenchmen that 
defended the City ; for ſo the Twrks call all che Chriltt- 
ans of the Welt. 

The Tarkiſh King, almoſt deſpairing to win the City, 
(which he could bur on one fide aſſault) a Chriſtian in his 
Camp ſhewed him how to bring a great part of his Fleer 
by Land inco the Haven, co aſiauir the City by water :- by 
which device, and mens (trength, Zoganss Baſſa, brought 
70 leſſer Ships and Galliors, with faits abroad, up a grear 
hill, 8 miles,inco Corſtantimople's Haven, The Chriftian

like before, a: the Lake of Fexuacas. Glad was Mahomet, 
and rhe Chriftians (wi:h its fight) diſconraged ; who at- 
tempting to burn them in launching, the 7 #rks with great 
Ordinance, tunk the toremoſt Chritiian Gal'ey : the reft, 
being dismayed, returned, Next day thel7nrks flew cer- 
rain Chritlijans, of the Galley, took up in the Haven; and

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back, rent his cloathes, The whole Army - was filled 
wich indignation alſo, The great Fleer aſhamed in fighc 
of their King to be overcome of ſo tew ; did what they: 
might ro enter, but in vaine : glad to fall off againe, Some 
ſngive T wrks reported, almoit 10000 7 #rks to have pes 
rithed, Three of theſ2 ſhips arrived at ConfFaxtiwople , 
the other was loſt, Though Paxtogles, Mahomets Admi-: 
rall lo{t aneye in that fight, yer he thruſt tim eur. of 
office, confiſcating his goods, and hardly. ſparing his 
life, 

A ramout being tailed , of great aide comming our of 
Italy by Ser, and Huvgarie by land , for relicte ot the be- 
fieged : the 7 #rks Camp was filled with feare : So that 
rhe Souldiers murmured, cc. Wherenpon , Mahomet 
con/ulted with his three great Baſlaes, whether he were 
belt continue the ſiege or not, Caly Baſſa of greateſt au- 
choriry » and ſecretly favouring the difirefſed Emperour , 
afrer lorg declaring the difficulty of che wiſhed ſucceſle » 
&c: concluded, it were beſt for him ro depait before fur- 
ther loſle or diſgrace received, Burt Zoganme envying 
{aly Baſſaes greatneſſe, pzriwaded the King to proceed in 
his en'erprile, aſſuring him of its 200d ſuccefle, &c, Ot 
che ſame opinion allo wasrhe third Baſſa, rather to crofle 
Caly, &c : than for any great hope in the dehired ſuccefle, 
The Kino reſolved to continue the fiege : authorizing Zo- 
Janus toappoirt a day lor a great and general aſſaulr, who 
appoin:ed the T xeſday vext, May 29, Themeare time he 
tent one //zaxel to oftzr the Empereur peace: bur on con- 
ditions, no leſie to be r<tuied than death ir felf : the 7 wks 
beinz mott of opinion ; God will nor proſper them, ex- 
cept they firlt make their enemies ſome offer of peace ? 
and to prove what confidence the enemy yet had : But 
they were by the Emoerour reſuied, Three dayes before 
the aflaulr, the Twrks kepr their fait, eating nothing nll 
night - then making the greoreſt cheere and joy, and 
takin: tneir gay: one Of 200:her, Mahomet proclaimed 
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he Citye's (poile for thre dayes, to his Souldiers if they 
won it, ſolemnly (wearing the 7rks great Oath z By the 
Immortall God, &c : for confirma:ion thereof, 

Caly Beſſa, diidaining that his coun!ell was rejeRed - 
ſ3cretly advertiſed ch2 Empercour of the appointed day 
for aſſault, perlwading him no: to fear rhem , who were 
no leſle afraid of him, &c, 

The wofull Empercur did, all che fiege,waar he could - 
bur the Citizens many times were hardly draiwne from 
rheir Trades, co the Walls, afhrming, 'cvas to no purpoſe 
co fight at the breaches, and (tarve ac home. 'Wherefore 
che Emperour com nanJing a view to be taken of all 
Corn: in che Cicy, ſuch ore was found in many's hands , 
chat ic appeared the dearth then b2ginning to increal, p:0- 
ceed:d rather of covetouſneſle, thin true want: this (tors 
che Emp:rour proportionably divided at reaſonable 
prizes : ſo caling the people's murmuring, The Greek 
mercenaries alſo refuſed longar to go to the Walls , chan 
ſure of daily pay : che Church-place. &'s : being converted 
Into money , to concent them, For che Emperour re- 
quelting to borrow money of his SubjeAs ; they would 
All! (var they had ir not, as poor for want 'of Trade : 
which their enemies finding in abundance , wondred at 
their wealth, an1 derided their folly, Bur this was 
their uſu1ll dealing with their Emperoncs , in that 
declining ate , as well appeared in Baldwins 
time, 

But the Emperour advertiſed of the En:mie's purpoſe, 
firt commended their defence to the Almighty's pro- 
teRionby faſting and prayer : then by Juftinianus his di- 
region, appointedevery commznder to his c-rtain place. 
The City bzſer, and th def2ndants bu: te : the Walis 
rou'd b2 in many places but ſlenderly manned, The 
greateſt and beſt Rtrengch were for defence of che utec 
Wall, 7uft:mianu with 300 Genowdies, and fome cho- 
ſen Greeks undertook that battered par: veer the Roman 
Ga: 
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Gare : againſt which, Mahomer with his Javize:er, lay, 
The Emperour neer J»5tisias for defence of another part; 
ſhucring faſt up the Gares of the inner Wall , chat the de. 
fendants (ſhould have no hope bur in theic valour, Thys 
they laying all night, alittle betore day, the 7 wks began 
cheaflaulrc; who preſſing faſt, and nor ſeeing inthe dark 
co defend themſelves, were without number wounded or 
ain ; bur theie were of the cormmon and workt Souldiers. 
Upon the day's appearance, the City was at one inſtant 
on every fide molt furion(ly aflaulted : rhey deliven 


their Arcowes and ſhoty(o thick, thac che light was dark- 


ned: o:hers mounting che Lidders, came even ro handy 
Froakes, The Chriſtians with no lefſe courage , beatt 
tbem down with great flones, &c : and ſoon whelmed 
rhem-with (het, darcs, &'c : that they were ready to retire: 
HMahomet ſending in freſh ſupplyes of Jarizarixs, Bec 4 
bis lalt refuge; the terrible aflauit began afreſh, The 
Kivg calling on, and promiſing che forward Capraines

ſothar, though che 7 »rks lay dead by heapes , yer others 


preſſing on, overthem , either ſlew or were (laine, In 


this conflit , Juſtinianm, being wounded inthe Arme , 
and lohng much blood ; wichdrew himſelf without any 
tro lupply his room; getting into the City by the Gate 
Romans in the innzr Wall ; pretending for binding up 
his wound : bur indezd wholly diſcouraged, Upon whole 
d:parture, the Sou!dicrs diſmaied, flzd to the ſame Gate- 
wich which fight orhres, ran by heapes alſo, Bur ſtriving 
toger inat once, they ſo wedged incach other , that in 
the prefle and confuhon, Soo wer? trodden or chruſtto 
Cearh, The Emperour allo fleeing wrh the reft, chere 
ended his cayes, Whoſe body ſhortly found, and known - 
by his apparell : bis head was preſented to the Tyrant 2 by - 

whoſe command ir was afterwards as a trophic of Vito* Þ}f 
ry, carried about in the Camp and City. The 7 wrks ad- 


vancing their Enfigres on the Walls, cryed, ViRtory ; en-

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cring by the breach, like a flood - and entring the City by 
the Gate opened for Zaftinianm, and by a breach they had 
before made, cutting in pieces all intheir way, they be- 
came Lords of thac 1lmperiall Ciry, Some few Chriltt- 
ans preferring death before T wrkiſh flavery, ſold their 
lives deare to their Enzmies, Many 1000 of men, women 
and Children periſhed in thisfury, Many fleeing into So- 
phia'sTemple,were all lain except a fe\v reſerved ro more 
orievous purpoſes than death it (elf, The Ornaments and 
Jewells of that ſump:uous Temple , were pinckr down 
and carryed away : it (elf converced at preſent into a lab'e, 
Cc: the Image of the Crucifix was with a 7 wrks Cap on 
Its head, ſhot at with Arrovwes, carried about their Camp 
in deriſfion, with Drums playing ; rayling and ſpitting ac 
It, calling 1t the Chriltians God, Ochers ranſacked pri- 
vate houſes, to whom all rhings were lawfull that Rood 
with cheirluft, &c, What tongue were ableto expreſle 
the milery of that time? &c, Bur the hidden Treaſure 
and Riches there found paſſerh credir ; rhat its a proverb 
at this day, if any grow ſuddenly Rich, to (ay Hz barh 
bezn at thz ſacking of ConFtantinople, Yea the Citizens 
had nor care ſo much as to forvifie the inner Wall of the 
City, but ſuffered thoſe h: ving the charge thereof to turn 
moſt of the monevr into their own purſey, as appearedby 

Manxel Grageras ; and by Neophytww; who ſoore 
oath:zred Joooo Florers : all a wor hy prey to the 
Turks, 

Aſrer rare? dayes ran/acking every corner of the Ciry, 
tae Souldiers returned into the Camp » driving the Chri- 
ſtan Caprives before them as droves of Citrell - a ſpe&a- 
cle no lefle lamentable, rh1n the ſacking of the Cry, &« !

About 3 years after the peace with the tio brethren 
Aazhorze: underitanding the Chriftian Princes had com- 
bined ro drive him our of Greece, thought ic much for his 
aſfuaranceto root up thac Empire's Reliques in Thomas 
and Demetrins : chey being now at variance, neither paid 
him che promiſed tribure, Coming to'Corinth wich a 
great Army ; eArſaxes, whoſe filter Demetrius had matr- 
ried, came to him from his brother in Law with many 
gillonts, toaid him againſt T homas, they both reckonialy 
him as a friend, But Mahomer, being come to 7 egea, he 
caſt Arſanes with his chief followers into bonds, 
Demntri«s hearing of it, fled to Sparta, now Mizatbra: | 
which in few daiez AMahomer behieving , the Prince - 
went ont and ſubmicred himſelf ro bim with all he had; 
whom the Tyrant comforting, promiſed ro give him 0- 
ther Lands, &c. inſtead of Sperza; yer, he carried him 
as a priſoner till he ended thoſe wars, Then belieging C4- 
fria, he lot divers Fanizaries: wherefore, the City ta» 
ken, he par all che Souldiers ro the fivord, cuttivg the 
Ciprains into pieces, Theo he took Leontarinm, ancient- 
ly Megalopolis, with Carditia : whither theſe had con- 
veighed their Wives and children, leaving nor one alive 
in:hoſe Cities of about 6000, and commanding the very 
carrel to b2 killed, Many Cites (rerrified)forrhwirh yiel- 
ded,he cauſing all the Inhabirtncs 10000 of Sa/varium in 
eArcadis, to becaſt in bonds, wich which (as Capuves) 
he peopl2d Conſtantinople's Suburbs, Then by Demers 
his Connſel he ſent Greek Souldiers to ſtrong Epidaurus 
to deliver ir him in the Prince's name, with his Wife and 
Daughter : but the Governour reſuſing) ſuffered the Prin= 
ceſ: and Daughter, to depart to her husband; who voy 
preented to Mahower, they were ſ2nt ro Boeris to attend.

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whom Mabomer took afterwards to wite, Then alſo ſub-

Pope P:;wns 2. Thus all Peloponeſus being ſubdued (except 
ſome Sea-holds holden by the YVenetians) leaving Zoganns 
his Lievcenant, he returned coward Conſtantinople with tri- 
&mph : carrying away with him Demerrins, his wifeand 
davghter,.&c. giving unto him the City /£-»m, with 
the Cultom of Saſt there made, to live on, This fa- 
mous Countrey , fell into the 7 wrks thraldom abour 
1.460, | | 
The Chriſtian Princes ſezins by the 7 wrks continual 
Preparations, his detires ro be increaled rather than (atisfi- 
ed with ſo great victories, fortifying their frondaers provi- 
ded for repulfing ſo mighty an enemy, George the old D2» 
ipots Dominions lying in melt danger, he lefc nothing 
undone for defence ; for he had many crimes endured the 
Turks fury : then he journeyed into Hwngary, to procure 
aid againſt a time of need, Bur they). eſpecially Hunt a- 
drs (having ſofficient cryal of his lighr faich, neither ac- 
counted right T#rk or good Chriltian) leaving him to his 
oivn forrunes, he returned full of indignation - and ſoon 
afcer died of a hurt 1n a skicmiſh with Michael Governour 
of Belgrade, whole brother he treacherouſly murdered, 
craveliing with Michael by Wagon ro Belgrade, himſelf 
hardly eſcaping. This was his end, living 90 years : a 
man of grear courage, but marvellous unquier, &c, a deep 
diſſembler,- and 'double 1n all his waies, whereby he was 
2ither beloved or rratted of neighbour-Princes , and ſo 
F d:reltedof his SnbjeRs, rhar they (till rearm him in their 
| Songs, The faithleſs and graceleſs Deſpor, Lazarurhis 
youne. ft 
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youngeſt Son ſucceeded him ; . yer his rwo blind brethren. 
fleeing to Maboryet jvich a mafle of mony, ſo incited him 
againit Lezarss, thar for his friendſhip, bebecame his 
triburary, and dying few months after,great troubles atoſe 
in Servia: the blind brerhren craving aid of Mabemet; 
and Lazarxs his wideiv with her 3 fons, putring her ſelf 
into the Hangariars proteRios; with trouble held 1,/cill 
the Serv ans, \veary of the Turks harms, yielded ro Maho- 
wet's obedience ; who united it ro his Empire, as at this 
day, Mabewet now thinking no enterprize {o great, 
which he was not able ts bring to paſſe, ceaſed not to vex 
the bordering Princes ; But his t eart was greateſt againſt 
the Hungariazs, Wheretore, becauſe Belgrade Was ac- 
counted rheKey of Hangary,he derermined thereto begin 
bis wars,and levied 1 50620 Soldiers, in whom he repoled 
creat confidence, He provided 200 Ships and Galleys , 
char no relief ſhould be brought ro the Ciry ourof Hax- 
gary, by the Rivers Danxbius 'and Savins ; and landing 
his Seuldiers farther up Da”nbius, ſpoyled along the Ri- 
ver fide, Shortly afrer encampine before it, hear firſt ter- 
ribly aſſault2dz but finding greater refiltance- then he 
Imagined, he entrenched his Army, and provided againſt 
ſudden (alleys : then laying a part of che wall flat by the 
fury of his great Artillery , the Defendants with great 
labour repaired it rather Rironger than before. 


Huziades the while,ſent a Fleet (well appointed)firom 
Buds down D anubins, which taking 20 (ailoſ 7 wrks;and 
diſcomfiring the reſt, they ran on ground near their camps . 
which were ſer on fire, as not to come into the Hungars» 
axs power, Hereby the Chriftians (ar pleafure} con- 
veighed all n2ceſſaries by warer, to Belgrade; Hwniades 
allo with 590, and a Minorate Fryar (by whoſe pzriwa- . 
hon, 40000 Voluniers were come to that war)entred 
that viay wich chetr followers, * hott? 2 
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Mahomet reſolutely bent, determined next day to give 
a zeneral afſaulr; bury. as rhey were preparirg all things 
for the {eryice, Carazs Baſla,his beſt man of war, was ſlain 
from the Town, AMabomes being exccedingly rrovbled 
herewith as ominous ; yer next day early, he with the 
ſound of Trumpets, &c. brought on his ] 4»1z.@r1e5 tothe 
breach ; who withour great refiftance emred there, and 
in divers other places : For Hanades ordered the Deſen- 
dants (upon the firſt charge) ro retire rowards the Ciry 
as chicouraged, on purpole ro dravv the enemies faſter on 
co their deitruction: ſo thar great numbers being ervred, 
the retirers, arthe gn appointed, curniog again, fiercely 
charged chem, and Hwniades ifluing our, 1o oppreſſed the 
T wrks, that feiv eſcapedznor beinz ilain ortaken the ret 
with exceeding {laughter beaten from the Walls, Huxia- 
des (with the Fryar's Souldiers ) preſently ſallying our, ſo 
charg2d rhe 7 #rks, defending rhe great Ordnance, that 
they wich grzar flaghcer, lefr chem ro their enemies, 
The Tyrant couragiouſly charging to recover them a- 
91in, Wasſo repulſed , and bzaren with murchering ſhot 
__ the City, thac he was glad when gor into his Tren- 
ches. 

A great part of the Army was in this hnrly, ſpeedily 
rraniporred over Daxabius, joyning with Hunadtes , lay- 
10g without the walls : who now affailed their Trenches, 
as if preſently to enter their Camp : which the Tyrant dil- 
dainitig, went out and yaliancly beat him back ro the Or- 
dinance: . from whence; he was again driven to his Tren- 
ches: which manner of fiehr, was indifferently main- 
rained till che day almolt (pen, Chaſanes Captain of thc 
Janzzaries, was berein ſlain , and Adabomer himfelt fore 

+ wounded under his left pap,and carried into his Pavilion 
fordead. Bur comming ro himſelf, and confiderivg his 
lofle inchar fizge, &'c. departed with great ſilence in the 
night, fill looking behind when the Hangarians ſhould 
have purſved andtroubled him, Here were flain our 
"YT MA" . I TE 18- 
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his beſt Souldiers,beſides Commanders: fo that he would 
fhake his head, &'c. wiſhing, he had never ſeenrhar Giry 
whete he and his Father received ſo greac diſhonor; This 
notable Victory was Auguſt 6th, 1456. KHuniedet fhoxt* 
ly after, died of a hurc in che'e Warres ;, or as ſome, of 
che plague,then rife in Hungary , who would inanyca'e 
be carried co the Temple to receive the Sacrament before 
his departure; laying, the Lord ſhould not come to his 
Servants houſe, bur the Servant ro the Houle of his Lords 
He was the firlt Chriftian Captain , ſhewing the T wks 
were ©o de overcome,obraining more great ViRories aver . 
chem thanany before him, He was honourably buried 
at eAlba Fulia, in St, Stephens Temple,vreatly iamemed 
of all good men, | ; 
Mahomet ſoon after the taking (onftantinople, putting 
a great Fleet to Sea, ſurprized divers Iſlands inthe &+ 
geurs, and hardly behieged Rhoaes. Ar which time Ce- 
lixtws the 3d Pope, aided by the Genowayes, : far: the 
erud2e of Pera taken, pur to Sea fixieen tall Ships and 
Gallies, under Patrrach Lodovicw, who recovered Leme 
xos from the Twrks, with other (mall Iflands , -atiden- 
countring them near the Iſland Rhodes , funk and took 
divers, forcing chem to forlake rhe Rhodes , ſpoyling for 
thre: years afcergat pleaſure,the 7 wrks frontiers, along the 
Sea coalt of lefſer Afia, rerrifying the effteminate people, 
and returning wich many priloners.and much ſpoil. 
Mahomer afrer that, bzgan diligently co prepare a- 
inſt ſpring , ro ſubdue the ef£gewm Iflands , chiefly 
thoſe near Peloponeſws : Embaſladors from Vſnncafſangs, 
the Perſien King arrived the whule, wich divers rich prey 
ſents: amorg which were a pair of playing Tables, whoſe 
men and dice ere of meſtimable pretious ſtones and 
workmanſhip, found in the Perſian Kings Treaſures, 
that Uſz#v had ſhin and berefr , and left there by T amer- 
lane, Their Embaſſage was, that thoſe rwo mighty Prin- 
ces mi-ht joyn and live in amity, and that Davia, Ems 
Y 4 - Peroug 
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perour of Trepezond, being forced ro pay Mahomet a 
tribute by his «4/14» Lieutenant, he ſhould not now 
look for it : ſeeipgthat Empire, after Davids death, be- 
longed to him I his Wives right , Davids elder Bro- 
thers Daughter , requiring him not to moleſt him, fo 
ſhould he be his faichfu}' confederate , otherwiſe his 
mighty enemy, ahomet, envying the Perfuan rifing , and 
now diſdaining his peremptery requetts, diſmiſſed rhem 
wirh this anſwer, He would ere lopg be perſonally in eA- 
fia', ro reach Kſwnwhat to requelt of a greater than him- 
ſelf. This was the ground of che mortall Warres enſuipg 


between theſe rwo, Adahbemet, now aitering bis deter- - 


minatlon for the Ageum Iſles, molt under the Venetian: 

roteRion, lent his Admiral with one hundred and fifty 
. Sail into the Exx:ne, now the black Sea, to anchor before 
Sinope Paphlagonia's chief City, to expeR him with his 
Army by Land, who was come thither before be was 
looked for, 1ſmael a Mahometax Prince , governing all 
therezbout, on whom AMabemet bent his forces , as bes 
ingin league with #ſu, though he bad 400 oreat Artil- 
lery Pieces, and TIoooO Souldiers for his defence : yet 
donbring how to endure the ſiege, yielded ro him the Ci- 
ry with all his Dominions, in lien of Phi/epepolis in 
Thrace with rhe adjoyning Country. This was the Jaſt 
of the: Isfendsars long reining in Pontw, Thence he 
marchedrp Trapezoud in Pontus, where the ConFftanti> 
#opolitan Ernperours had their Deputies, whileſt com- 
manding as farre as Paythia: bur ir declining , one 1/aas 
fecing from Conſtantinople , and taking the Government 
of Trapezond with Pont and Cappadocia, &c, was firtt 
called King ; but afterwards, he and his Succefſors,Em- 
perors. David Conmenu then raigned : Aſahomet hard- 
ly beſieged Thapezond for 30 dayes by Sea and Land, 
burnc ics Suburbs, as ar Sizope, The fearful Emperour of- 
fered to yield his whole Empire to him , on condition of 
raking his Davghter co Wife ; and for ſome other Pro- 
= | vince 
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ceiving-his enemie's weakneſs, attempred the City by 
force, which nor ſorting they again parled : ar laſt itwas 
agreed, the Emperour on the 7 #rks faith for his return, 
ſhould meet him withour che Ciry for. ſome good. at- 
ronement, who as ſoonas he came out , Adabemet (fairch 
not to be kept wirh Chriſtians) derained him a priſoner 
in bonds, wherewith the Citizens diſcouraged, yielded 
chemſelres and City into his power: who entering ir, 
and taking his Daughcer and all his Children, with all 
Nobles he found, ſent them forthwirch by Sea with rhe 
Emperour, to Conftentivople as in triumph : cheokng 
whar- Citizens he pleaſed tor his own ſervice: bringing 
up 80q Chrifiian Children for Zarizeries, many Citizens 
ſent captives tro Conftantinople,dividing the beau:iful Woe 
men to his friends and men of W arre, he ſent ſome choiſe 
ones to his Sonnzs, The orher Towns, ſhortly ſubmit- 
redo the T wrkiſh chraldom, wherein they have {ince mi-- 
ſerably lived : he appointed F4#/zeries for rhe Caftle,and 
his Admiral ro gevern the common Souldiers in the Ci- 
ty. So Mabomet, having in few moneths, ſubdued Paph- 
lagonia, Ponta, and*a-great part of Cappadocia, Fc, rey 
turred ingreat triumph, Afcerivards, Zſwws Queen ſeek- 
ing to get ſome of her Uncles children , poſſibly by her 
Huzbands power, to advance to her Fathers Empire; Ma- 
homet cruelly put to dearh David with all bis ſonnes and\ 
kinſm2n : roo: 1ng our all the Famuly of the Commnens, bur 
Georgerthe youngeſt Sonne, who a: firſt rurned 7 ark, and 
whoſe Sitter was afterwards on? of his concubines, This 
Empire was by Mahomet ſubrertedin 1461, yy 
The year followirg, Vlazw Prince of YValachia reſol- 
ving to joyn tothe Hungarians, Mahomer thought to cir- 
cumyent rhis his tribacary, before wholly fallen from 
him - wherefore he ſent Catabolinus his Secretary , to 
bring him ro Court, promiſing him greater promotions 
chan eyer - and commangipg by him, Chamnzes Baſſe, 
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Governour of Bidina, &c, to do his utmoſt for entrap” 
pivg of Mladus, promiſing him great rewards, C hamuze* 
deviſed , rhe Secretary to give him notice of the day of 
his rerurn from the Prince : when 'rwvas like , Vladus 
would bing him on his way of himſelt, or at lea(t being 
by che Secretary requetted; the Baſſs,paſſing wich Troops 
over Dambms , ſhould lay cloſe 1n ambuſh on che Way. 
The Secretary forced his wit, to perſwade the Prince to 
£0 to Courr, &'c. But h2 obtained no more trom him 
wary, than good words, and in courtefie to condu@ him 
unto Devub;wa ſide, The Secretary giving (bamuzes no- 
tice, he lay where the ny mult needs paſſe : com- 
ming at the prefixed time tothe place, Chamwuzes ſud- 
denly aflailing the Prince, ſlew divers, Bur V/adus bing 
of 'grent courage >. and berrer appointed than the Baſſa 
ſuppoſed, ſlew many 7 wrks, and at length took Chamwzes 
with the reft : whoſe hands and feer he cutcing off, thrutt 
their bodies on ſharp Rakes taltned inthe ground , hang- 
ing the Baſſas and Secretary on a Gibber, much higher 
thanthe other. And gathering his forces, pafled Danxb:- 
w , burning along the River fide) killing man,womang,nd 
Child, fo returning into YValachia, This newes let Ma- 
homet into ſuch a rage, that he command:d Baſſas Mabo- 
metes rellins him of 1:, ro be cruelly whipt, But when 
he ſurely underſtood, rather worſe than che Baſſs report- 
ed, it is nor to be expreſſed into whar a rage he fell. 
Wherefore aſſembling ipeedily his Souldiers to Philops- 
poly , he ſoon raiſed Much an Army, as had nor be:n a- 
e1nſt (ont antinople : ſending alſo 25, Galli s, and 150 
jmall Veſſ:ls, to land in Darubiz-, and joynwirhthe 
Podolian; whotor a grudge acainit Viadw, pomned r» 
aid the 7 zrk;: who before Mahomets comming with ti e 
Polodians belp. had burnt Prailaba, the creareft Trade- 
Town in YValachia: rhen b2ficging Cebrams arvhille with 
{ome loſſe, rhe Padolian departed into bis Country , the 
Admiral to his Fleet, Mahomer got over, burnt, &c, _ 
ing 
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&ing havock of all in his ways. taking but few Priſoners; 
for the Valachies had retired all unhr for Warres , into 
lirong Cities or Woods, or high and rough Mountains, 
The Prince kept the Woods and Mountains , following 
che Twrks as near as with ſafety, and cutting off Rragiers 
many rimes : yer being bur a handful,durtt not ſhew hiam- 
ſe'f in field, AMahomet roaming upand down, and nor 
reckoning of ſo weak an enemy, pitched in open plains, 
no: entrenched, #ladwe underitanding thereof, furiouſly 
alailed in the dead of night, the Aſian quarrer of rhe 
Camp) ſlaying many in their Tevrs ; the reſt cerrified, 
fled ro rhe Ewropear Sonldiers : whom the Prince fel- 
lowing 01d greac harm ul thar quarter alſo : (o fearing rhe 
Turks in generall, that they were on the point ro flee; 
Yea Mahomet, fearing the Hungarians had joyned with 
the Prince, had fled, had not Mahowet Baſſa periwaded 
. him; and,by Proclamation, none on,paip of death ro 
forlake his place, enforced a head again(t the Prince : 
which Vladxs perceiving, after great ſliughter aud ſpoil 
of the Aſrans Tents, retired into the Woods. It being 
day, Halybeg with (c}e& Companies , purſuing chem, 
rook one thouſand, purting the refit ro flight, who were 
preſently put to the Sword, Afﬀcer that , Mahomet en- 
rrenched every nighr, keeping better Watches and Ward 
In every quarte., Whoas he marched. came where che 
Baſſa and Secretary hanged, and the diſmembred T wrks 
on ſtak2s : with which he was grievouſly offended. Paſ- 
ſing fu ther, h2 cametoa plain, almoſ} one mile broad, 
an 1 rivo long, full of Galloivs, Gibbers and Stakes, &s. 
hanging full of dzad men, women and children , deemed 
abou: riventy thouland, Some their limbs broken on 
wheels, with many horrible kinds of death. All which; 
rae cruel Prince, jealous of hiseftate, had for deſert or" 
ſuſpicion pug co death ; his Souldiers had their goods,

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dred, wich the offender, ' MMab'met , though by nature 
fierce and cruel, wondred,  Yerſaid onely, Kladus knew

wounding his thighand fled z yet being drawn back, he - 
was pardoned and reconciled , becomming his Ganymede, 
and being long beloved and honoured, was now (et up

The 
King taking refuge of Clyſa , was ſo hardly laid to, that 
he yielded himſelf on the Baſſaes ſolemne oath conceived 
in writing y thac he Feing honourably uled , ſhould nor 
bz hure by che Emperonr, The Bafla carryed him abouc 
with him, rill he poſſeſſed all Boſna + whole Maſter was 
offended with him for engaging his Faith ſo far. The 
poor King departing, was ſuddenly ſent for : who doub- 
ting,carryedche Baſſas Oath in writing : yer the faith- 
lefie Tyrant moRt cruelly pur him to death,or as ſome ſlew 
him quick. Beſne was fubverred by ahomet in 1464, 
who reducing ir into a province, returned in great tri- 
umpbh to Conſtentinop/e, with many a wofull Caprive, and 
that Kingdom's wealth. 

HMahowrt in the beginning of his reigne, ſent to Sear- 
gerbeg offering him peace, ſo he would pay him the year- 
lytribuce demanded by Amurath : racher to prove his 
confidence, than in hope to bare ir granted. Scanderbeg 
ſcornfally rejzQing this, entred into the Twrks borderet 
dominion, waſting the Connery & returnivg with ſpoyl, 
AMahomet in revenge, ſent Ameſawith 12000 Hn'(e inco

Utpg ; ly cloſe with 6060 on the Mounain nyt 
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The 7 »rks by night, being almoſt gorten to 1ts rough and 
{icep top, were ſuddenly charged , and with os 

ter driven dovyn amaine., their horſes being rather their 
hinderance, Being come to the foot, they were againe 
fiercely aſſziled by Scanderbeg on one (ide, and his Ne- 
phew Ameſa on the ather : who before had placed them- 
lelves advantagiouſly : So that the 7 arks ſogne over- 
throwne were put to flight, 7000 were ſlaine : eAmeſs 
rheic Generall raken with divers as gra and ſentio 
Croia, Where ,yas great triumph and feaſting for joy : 
Scanderbeg then eniarging cAmeſa and the relt to be par- 
rakers-thercof : 'and ung them with all courtefie during 
their abode, Amweſa requeſted he might {end tro dabe* 
met, how the cale ſtood with them , and to procure their 
ranſome, which Scexderbeg granting ſer downe at 13000 
Duckats. The newesſoregrieved che Tyrant: but ſeeing

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Enemies Country ; Scanderbeg choſe. 6000 of his beſt 
Herſemen, and marching wiri all ſpeed, came by night , 
where the Turks lay, to be upon them before aware : 
Burt by the Moon-light be was timely dilcried ; yerrhe 
ſudden approach,and (irange attempr diſmaied the whole 
Army. Bur Debriaz encouraging his Souldiers, ſent lighc 
Horſe-men to teceive the firit charge, till he might ſer his 
Army in order:berwixt whom and orhers of Scanderbeg*s, 
a ſharp skirmiſh beginning, Seanderbeg doubring, ſecond- 
ed them wita freſh Troops under Ameſa : by whoſe com- 
midg the Txrks were chaſed evento their main batrell.

Scarderbeg now fiercely 
aflailed the Twrkg with his Army, Debrias lo encouraged 
his Souldiers, that Scariderbegs fortune was even at a 
and : rill Muſachins with reſointe Troops our of the lefr 
wing, ſo charged, that he ſore diſordered the fide of the 
Turks Army : which Debrias perceiving , came to that 
place, cheering them up wich his preſence and valour , 
ſeeming the life of his Army. Scanderbeg the while , 
mainly charging rhe Enemies fronc, they began in their 
Generalls abſence to looſe order and give ground, Moſes 
then breakiog into the thickeſt , threw amongi bis tollo- 
wers a taken Enſigne : who therevy \ lo prefled on their 
Enemies, rhat rhey,diſcouraged and diſordered , were al- 
moſt readyrofi.e, Debrias here-upon; haſtening ro en- 
courage his Souldiets among the foremoſt , was by Scar- 
derbeg encountered hand to hand and lain .

promiting him to keep a fincere peace wich him for ever, 
except he firſt cauſed irs violation, And that he had fign- 
ed theſe Letters with the Imperial Seal, ſent unto him by 
Aſuftapha, thereby confirming it, that he might likewiſe 
wich his Seal confirm this of his; That he openly proe 
claim che lame rhrough his Kingdom , as he will caute to 
.beinhis; That of his rms, ons he freely granred 
and confirmedro him and his Heires, all che rightro what 
he had forcibly taken from his Father in «A/b«a»:« and 
Epirus ; and will alwayes account and call him Prince 
thereof, &c, So bidding bim farewel, 'and render love 
for love, June 22, 1461, 

Hereupon, a peace was concluded betwixrt them , and 
ſolemnly proclaimed te the great joy of many, It was 
faithfully kepc on be: h (ides, till rhe T#rks on the fron- 
tiers,began to ferch booties our of Epirus, of which Scan- 
derbeg complaining, eMahomet as ignoranc , ſeemed 
much offended , cauling much ro be rettored : whereby -

Rronz Towns there : Joſue Mahowet's Lieyienant _— w 
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through a Greck Prie('s treachery, {urprized, Argos and 
Omares fit ſpoyling abom Navpattum , now Lepanto, 
made all havock abour Afethone and Corove, Wherefore 
che Venetian Senators much troubled , deliberated oirt in 
Counſel, what courſe to take, Somme thought it bett to 
cry if it might be fairly redrefled by Ambaſladors to Ada- 
homer : others deemed ir ro ne parpole, lecing iuch our- 
rages conld not be dene without his knowledge and 
command, In this diverfity of opinions , and nothing 
yet concluded, at length one Yi&er Capells, a grave Sena- 
cor, franckly delivered a notable Speech unto rtheng 
calling upon them for reſolucion : Seeing, he ſaid , the 
mult of neceflity take up Arms, be they veyer ſo loath, 
&c. and endeavouring to remove their obje&tons , he 
{1aid, when their Ambaſſadors not long fiance came to him, 
he dallied off the time with deceitful and gloſing 
-Speeches, doing ſuch contrary ththgs, as they leaſt hoped, 
&c. that cArges was already taken from them : that 
: Mahomet, it Was reported, going a ſecond time out of | 
Pelopereſws, and founding the — ics depth , himſelf 
rede over that Sea, firait berwixt Boetia and Exb24, curi- 
ouſly viewing where he might moſt conveniently paſle 0» 
ver with his Army to behiege that City : and thar rhoſe 
were manifeſt fignes of Warre, &c. And whereas, lome 
fed themſelves and others with vain hopes, that be would 
neve: turn his forces upon them, &c. He faid , it plainly 
appeared, that he had already proclaimed open Warre a- 
Sainſt them by invading , furprifing and killing their 
— whether they chought 1: more expedient to fit 
Ill, ſuffering their Dominions to be taken from thetn, 
er by open Warre ro make the barbarous King kno wthe 
greatn2(s of their power ? who if ſuffered pro'perouſly 
Rill ro run on, people would daily mere and more fall 
to him, kopingro live the betcer as his friends: wherefore 
he thought it better, to prefer an honourable Warre , be- 


+ Fore a doubrful Peace, Thar delay had hurt many _ 
ani 
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themſelyes moſt of all, whereby chey,in a ſorr, had berray- 
edrhe Greek Empire ; for their trafftique was much hol- 
pen by the Grecians, whom they lefc to themſelves : Af- 
rer that, he ſaid, they rejeed the Princes of Peloponeſme, 
who craved their aid with teares : alſo ſuffering rhe King 
of Boſna's Kingdom to be lolt after a humble requeſt of 
aid, and promuſe of requital, and himſelf co be cruelly 
murdered by the Turks : that for thee negle&s, they 
could not eſcape the infamy of all ocher Nations in Eu- 
rope, &c, Wherefore it was his opinion, to ſend into 
Hangary, wich a maſſe of money, ro (hr up hart warlike 
Nation into a fellowſhip of thac Warre. Alſo to ſend 
2000 /talian Horſemen Into Peloporeſme, to animate the

defend the or''er; but Mabemets Army b2ing 800000, 
and at hand, Betinus left the place with his {mall number, 
retiring to Neapols to keep the Sea-coalt. Soon aſter 
which, 4ahomet entring Peloponeſrs, xnd roaming about 
Aa 4 Argot 
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cArgos with the people's great ſlaughter, came to Nees 
pls, rerribly aflaulring it rivice, and was notably, wich 
many ſlain, repulſed: who deparring, waſted and cefiroy- 
edabout MModon & Corene, aflaulting Juncam,bur with no 
better lucceis : wherefore winter approaching , be re- 
turned to Cexſtantineple, Aiter which, the Venetian; ſpoil- 
ed all that of 'e Arcadia ſubjek tothe Twrks$ and not 
long alter , eAlowifins had Lemenos delivered him by Ce- 
911162 famous Pyratz who taking ic from the T arks,and 
difiruſting ho\v to keep it, delivered it to the Yeneriavs. 
#rſatus bzing ſent ſoon after, ro ſucceed Aloviſins their 
Admirall : Daxdalus their Land:General, while he was 
fcouring the Agexm, inconfiderately encountring with 
rttie T wrks Horie, was overthrown and fliin with divers of 
g, eat account, 1500 Venertiays periſhing: and then allo 
Urſatus Yanding in Lesbos, and beliegirg Mitylene, loſt 
$OcO menintivo aſſaults, and the Turks Fleet being * 
comming for relief, he raiſed the fiege ; and ſailing into 
L ub ea, paſled into Peloponeſus, where be ſhortly atter di- 
ed forgrief: the Vevetians ſending Jacobus Lanretanrus 
in his place, and tabouring rodraw as many Princes as 
ebey ceuld; into the Warre's fellowſhip, Pius 2d arfirlt 
an\wered their Ambaſſadors, He muſt rake away the lictle 
Furk_, before he had to dowith the Greaty tneaning 
S1g1ſmundPrince of Arimmzum, whom he bated, be- 
caule he fided wi:h the French againtt the CArragenians ; 
yet the /ra/;an Warres being well allayed ,- and Paws (ill

tiers alſo greatly 'reſorting from 11 parts of ChriAendom 
into /taly ro that end, Andrhen alſo through Pawns An- 
$a s Arch Biſhop of Dirrhackiam, the Venetians had 
ardly perſwaded Scanderbeg to renounce his league,and 
enter into Arms ag:in, who preſently ſpoylirg the 7 wrks 
porders,Maberer f:aring (ſo dreadful was his RR 
MN DC. +, Ie 
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he ſhould be made General of the Chriſtians, wrote ro 
him by bis Ambaſſador to reconcile him if poſſible: ſay- 
ing, He thought ir incredible, that he being a Prince of 10 
heroical perteRion , ſhould without any occaſion break 
the league, not long fince contraſted with him, &c. of 
which, he knew the Yenetians were the onely cauſe on 
whom he (aid, he laid the blame rather than on him, &c, 
1 herefore remembring the old familiarity of their tender 

ears,hilet they lived rogerher ar Andrizeple,he thoughe + 

imſelf bound unto Scenderbeg, in all courtefie , calling 
him his good Scanderbegt he moſt beartily entreated him) 
that by ſolemn Oath , ory non confirm the former 
Peace, herewith if it had beenetabliſhed, he faid be 
would not have ſuffered himſelf to be (o circumvented, 
or ſeduced by the Venetians, So telling him if he would 
þz adviſed by him therein , his poſterity ſhould alway 
* reign in peace, &c, but if nor, it would quickly repent 
him : and ſerring forth before him the Grec:a»s, Empes» 
rours of Conſtantivople,and 7 rapezend. the Princes of Sore 
via, and Reſcia the King of B»ſns, and all the Kipgdom 
of Afia, with mavy others vanquiſhed and (ubjeRed nn 
ro him, he ſaidy'he poor Princes his Neighbors, the Veue- 
tians his ſeducers could not deliver him from his force 
and powe::wherefore he adviſed him to follow his coune 
ſel, &c, this was written Afay 7, 1463, To which Scax- 
derbeg replyed at large, ſaying,his Souldiers had donethat 
in the confines of his Dominions, having complained ta 7 
him,that Mahbemetrs Souidiers had before done the like in 
their goods and poſſeſſions : wherefore they alſo upona 
military bravery, as was Mabowet's phraſe, had done one- 
ſbrewd turn for another : there was no caule why he 
ſhould think it Rrance, or blame him; and that he would 
have reſtrained his Souldiers, if Adahomet would have but 
raken order for a full reſticution of what they bad loſt, er 
by puniſhment have chaftizcd his Souldiers inſolency, &c, 
And as for his inveizhing againſt the Venetians, in excu- 
ſing him under colour of 9'd friencſhip , he didrbemt 
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wrong, &c. and whereas he adviſed him ro reje& their 
friendſhip, ic was bur loR labour , - fer, ſaid he, what man 

-1s{o deſperate, or hared of his ſubjeRs, that would nor 
Cchuſe rather to erre with char Senate, then to be in righr 
wirh thee, eſpecially himſelf , who had long been cheir 
confederate, and was of all other, unco them molt dear : 
which MMahemet for all that, had no regard of, but break- 
ing the bonds of peace, had ſpoyled and waſted their Ter- 
ricoric in Pelopeneſws, Neirher could he make him afraid, 
though bur a {mall Prince, witch his honourable friends the 
Venetians, And that he made him fmile, &c. in falfly u- 
ſurping co himſelf che Rarely Style of Emperour of rhe 
World, asking him if all were his in the lefler Aa, what 
he poſlefſed in eF/ia the greater? nothing, What 
had he in Exrope , except T hrefia Mypia, part of Greece, 
Peloponeſus, with the Iſle of Adytelene> Andas for Africk, 
he never ſer foot therein; and ſuppoſing all were his, yer 
he ſhould ceaſe ro beaſt, and learn if he could, the ſpe- 
ctal, bac crane examples of humane frailty,&c. Neither, he 
faid, was it he alone that ſo much Romacked Aſahomer , 

-for the whole Chivalry and glory of che Chriſtian Com- 
mon-weale was in Arms, and comming againſt him wich 
all cheir force) &c, from which, whether he could eſcape 
or not, he knew not z yet if following his adviſe,he caſting 
off Mahomzetane (aperitition, would embrace the faith of 
Chriſt, be might make his name and Empire of great, 
oreater, &c, Scanderbeg about this rime receiving letters 
from the Pope,chat he with Chriſtian Princes, would with- 
out'delay, come into Fpires with a firong Army , moſt 
yoyfully denonncing war againk the T#rk, brake into his 
Dominion, burning and deſtroying before him , and re- 
torning laden with ſpoil. 

Mahomet likewiſe pzrufing Scanderbeg's L2tters, and 
hearing of the late fpoi}, became exceeding melancholy, 
*which increaſed, as nor ſeeing rhe wonted chearfulneſſe 
in his Men ef Warre ; yer he levied a great Army fortify- 
Ws his ſtrong holds, &c, Sending alſs Seremer Baſſe 
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wich 14000 men to attend onely on Scauderbeg ,. apon 
Epir«s borders: who accordingly came unco Ocride, now 
Alchria, in Macedonia, lodging lome in che City, thereft 
In Convenient places there-abouts, 

Scanderbeg noc ignorant heres, marched inthe ni 
rowards Ocr:ba with 12000 men, laying in ambuſh chree 
miles off, and on break of day, lent our 500 Horſe under 
two expert Captaines, commandin. them , if che Enemy 
came forth to tight, they ſhould retire as if rhey fled, to 
co traine him on ;: Which was ſo well performed, thatthe 
Baſla with all his power was drawn to the place where 
Scanderbeg lay : who rifing ſuddenly up , in the barrel 
were ſlaine 10000 Tarks : the Treaſurer with 12 of 
oreat note beirg taken, and being brovght bonnd , Scax- 
derbeg rani\om'd them tor 4000e Duckats, Andrerurn- 
ing with triumph, be expected the Armies comming out 
of /taly ; But Pope Pre being on the way with a great 
Armie, and cometo eAncona on the Sea fide, whither 
Chrifopher Duke of Yemice came to him with 16 Galleys, 
he ſicknirg with a Fever, died in 1464 : whereupon the . 
Armie was diſperſed, ro the exceeding griefe of many _ | 
Princes, andno lefle joy of the 7 wrks, Lawretanms, bis  F 
yeare being expired : Vitor (Capella was ſent General of - |+

whoſe elder Brother K/adiſlaws baving for injuries done to 
him and his Brother, {laine #lricws, Count of Cilia , Un- 
Cle to Ladiſiaw King of Bobemia and Hung aria, was af- 
rerwards moſt cruelly executed in Bobemis by the ſaid 
Ladiflaue, Matthias being kept in Priſon, and, had not 
young Laaſlews been taken away by untimely dearh, bad 
. been parraker of his Brother's fortune : Bur he dying , 

HMatthias for love to Huniades, was, while impriſoned 
at Prague, by a military eleRion, choſen King of Hx- 


| . £4ry,. where he reigned 38 yeats : and was a far greater 


4errour ce the 7 wrks than his Father , notably enlarging 
that Kingdome, &'c, And fergetcing all unkindnefle of 
the Yexetians, who had refuſed ofren to aide the Munge- 
rian Kings in like caſe, ſaying, they received no harme 
'from the Twrk, &c t he underrook the prote&ion of 
cheir aforeſaid r2rritory : and pafſing over Dannbins ar 
' S$elgrade, next Spring, with a puifſant Armie, he razed 
. the Twrks Forts thereabours : and waſting Servie, return- 
ed laden wich ſpoil and 20060 Captives : maintayning 
great Watrrs both with Aabomert, and his Son Bajs- 
ze , wherein he mot commonly returned viRoti- 
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eMahomet now in revenge of Scanderbdegs proceeding 
and Seremet his late overthrow, ſetc Balabanus (an Epiret 
borne, and from a Captive Boy as he was keeping Catrell, 
brought up in ſervitude ameng the 7 wrks) with 15000 
Horie, and 3eoo Foerto invade Epirss : who being the 
firit that gained che rop ofthe Wall ar the taking of Cox-- 
ſtaxtineple , was afterwards of CMahomet greatly efieem- 
ed, and comming ro Alchria, on Epirss frontiers, he 
ſenc Preſents to Scanderbeg , as if he defired peaceably re 
Iye upon the borders; yer waiting to do him the greacetd- 
miſchiefe, Scanderbeg iceing into his malice, rezeRing- . 
bis gifts, ſent him a Spade , Matrock; and Flaile, &e > in; 
derifion, willing him to follow his Fathers trade of life z 
&'c - which Ba/abarxs taking in very ill part, he determi» 
ned to ſet on Scarderbeg ſuddenly in the night , who hy 
not far oft; buc be knowing thereof by his Scours, ſer for- 
ward to meer him : which Ba/abanss perceiving, ſtayed, 
encamping within ryyo miles of him : who lay inthe val- 
ley Yalchal,bur wich 4000 Horle, and 150v Foot, though 
choiſe Souldiers, they rhus laying in view of cach other» 
Scanderbeg cheerfully encouraging his Sonldiers, ſraitly 
charged them, if che Enemy ſhould flee, or rerire , they 
ſhould not purſue thera beyond the bills Rraics , whereby 
the Enemy lay , guefling he would leave an Ambuſh in 
the rough and wooddy hill adjoyning, Then retiring un- 
re a Riling, a good way behind his former place, for the 
grounds advantage , if the Enemy Thould follow to fight ;

| Mabemet highly commendirg Ba/abaxns, ſent him &i- 
vers rich gifts, with cemmand to repair his Army and 
precced ; which Ba/abanns diligently pertorming, lying 
at Alchris, ſent Scanderbeg again divers preſents, as de- 
firous.co live in peace by bum : which Scanderbeg reje&- 
ipg, Balabanws corrupred Scanderbeg's Scouts with re- 
wards (ſome being Balabarss kinſmen unknown to Scan- 
derbeg); whereby h2 had eppreſſed him in the nighc at 
Orincbewns, if Scanderbeg going about the Camp, had not 
perceived his coming by the horſes noyſe; wherefore with 
wenderful ſpeed, he putting his Army in order, after a 
grear fighr. pur-him to flight, ſlaying moſt of his Army in 
the chal , Balabarns with a few hardly eſcaping ; which 
when Mahereet underfiood; be doubted whether to ſend 
another General ; but conſidering Be/abarus ro be right

Butche 
Kings fury being over, Ba/abams cunningly exenling bim- 
ſelf, told Maberet, It was in vain to fendſuch mall Are 
mies ; but if he would ſend two Capcains with-a-puwidagt 
Army, (who dividing theſame, mighrat once ener in ſa» 
veral places, and one not to accept of batrel exceprthe 
other were at hano) he by their chus enclofing Seanderbegs 
proce him an aſſured viory ; which well ftzing M«- 

om#t's humour, he commiſhenated Balabarss to leavy 
what Army he theught ſufficient, and chuſe as higafſocte 
ate, Which of his Captains he pleaſed; whe, chooſing 
40000 good Souldiers, and Jacob eArnanth, (born alto 
in Fpiras) for his companien,- he ſent him with 16000

them? remembring their Parents, Brethren , Friends or 
Companions flain under thoſe Walls > that it was net 
fall four years ſunce, {o many thouſands of his people 
fell; char very, hill, and che Qones, ſeeming yer ſprinkled 
with their blood: rherefore they ſhould glue themſelves 
wich Chriſtian blood, as their lawes did io much exhore 
them, doing what they might, that nor one of thele of 
Scodra might be left alive : ſaying, all chings were ready 3 
It \vas cake for a irong manro overcome the weakzas they 
were, Hereupon, it was proclaimed, eyery man to be rea- 
dy againſt the time, on pain of death: the Commanders 
allo viewing the City on the Baſſaes hill, conſulted how 
belt co aſſaulrir : the Defendants, alwayes expeRiing their 
Hoxeripe enemies, lefr nothing undone for defence, Ma- 
homet July 22, entring the royal Pavilion on the top of 
che Bafſaes Mount, plainly to b-hold all the aſſault; on a 
Signall given, they ſuddenly ranto the breaches thick,bho- 


Fi png to take the Chriſtians at ſome advantage ; wherein 


rhey were deceived: ſa there was begun a moſt morrall 
fight, eſpecially towards the Gate, where the Cannon had 


| made the walls moſt aſſaultable, There figtting hand to 


hand, a Twrks Eplign was ſet upon the rampler's top. 
AAahemet rejoycing , thought the City as good as taken ; 
bur cheChriſtians ſpeedily repairing thuher with new ſup- 
plies , beat them from the rampiers ; alſo they caſting 
down timber, (tores, &c, on them that were commi 

Up: noſhor likewiſe falling in vain;( chey Roed ſo thick) 
their Enſign was pluckr down, and:they forged to retire : 
Wherefore Maborert in a great rage, commanded his 
Ordnance to be diſcharg2d into the breach with greater 
fury ; commanding the two Baſſaes Randing by him , to 
co and force the Souldiers to return to the aflaulr, Who 
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their draivn Swords, forced the Souldiers: who Rriving 
might and main co win the ramplers, the walls having 
been there ſhaken wich 25 39. ſhot, che Chriſtians with 
invincible courage oppoſed them , ſo that a more deſpe- 
rate fight was hardly to be feen, &c, In which dreadful 
fight, many of the Defendants were ſlain; bu: of the 
7 #rks 20 ro one: the Chriſtians with murthering ſhort 
making lanes our of the loupes nigh the Gate , flanking 
the dirch; yer the Baſſas and great Captains forcing 
chem foreward, if any turned back, flew him ; ſo thatrhe 
Turks (eeing the danger in retiring , preſſing on, and 0- 
thers Repping into the reems of the ſlain, they again re- 
covered the rampizrs advancing their Enfigns : Maho- 
met beginning to lift up his head; bur che Companies 
ready in the Marker-place for all events, ſpeedily com- 
ming before the Twrks had taken good foering , ſlew 2 
oreat number, forcing the reſt from the rampiers, pluck- 
ing down their Enſigns, and ſerting up their own, Where= - 
with, the T»rks.diſmayed, without a fizn, retreated, in 
ſpight of their Commanders, haſtily to che Camp. Adaho- 
met rerurning imo his Pavilion, cwvo dayes rormented 
himſelf, not admitting any one to his preſence, The ' . 
Chriſtians having taken their ſpoil, ſer dead Turks Heads 
on poles, round the City: 120600 of them being lain 
In the aſſault, befides wounded: 400 Chriſtians were 
loſt, none that came ro the breach eſcaping without 
ſome wound, After two dayes, Mahomet zelolved with, 
his two Baſlaes, to gage his whole forceGn another aſs ** 
ſault;forthey chovghr the defendanrs,waſted and weaken«-' 


. ed, could nothold our anorher, Whereupon, every man” / 


being ſtraitly commandeJ to be ready,oreat rewards were © _ 
promitled to thoſe who performed any ſpecial ſervices. 
Mah'met the mean time, (pared nor the walls, &c, with 
his Cannon ; and the Chriſtians wirh reftleſs labour, &e, 
omitting nought that could be deviſed for defence, The 
new Moon beginning to ſheyy her ſelf : the Turks Prieſts 
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gave the Souldiers knowledge thereof , by. finging a Song 
like a proceſhon:the Army anſwering with a ſhort,bur wen- 
dertul noiſe , bowed to the Moon with great ſuperſtition, 
Thenbeginning to dravv nigh the Cicy, a mile round was 
thick covered with them : The Chriſtians were ready to 
repulſe them, chiefly at the great Gate,where Meonete and 
his Brother Moncinu undertook to receive the firſt a(- 
fault, commonly the cerribleſt of rhe three which they 
give. abewet going to the rop of the Mount before day, 
and the Signall given by 1 I Cannons,and 1 3 lefler Pieces, 
the Twrks aflailing the City round, with a moſt hideous 
outcry and nimbleneſs, had ina trice fer up an Enfien on 
the Gate's rampiers, which was pluckt down by Monets, 
and the 7 wrks ditven down, wich great ſlaughter , the af- 
jaulr thas continuing till day : Afoveta received divers 
. wourds , being twice beaten down, yet fill recovered 
himſclt, 5c, Mahomer diſcharging his great Ordnance 
.on the Chriſtians , anding thick in the breach , many 
Were Tent in pieces, and the reſt diſmayed : wherefore the 
Turks comming on again, forced toenter to the uiter- 
molt ; bur Movers maintained the place cill new Supplies 
came, npt depaztingy nor ſufferingothers till the afſault 
' Wasended, whom nothing ſo much troubled as rhe great 
Ordnance, when the Twrks were driven back, almoſt 
clearing the breach : but orbers Reppirg in their room, 
manfully repulſed the 7 wks, Mahomet now comman- 
oed allqus forces to be drayn to the Gate, there ro renew 
the aſſaulr, Wh@cupon the greateſt part being brought to 
rhe-place, they ſo fariouly aſſaulted the breach, that ſoon 
ing mok of the defendants, they had advanced divers 
Enſignes ; bur new ſupplies commipyg to the place of dan- 
ger , drave them back, clearing the breach, and over- 
throwing the Enſgns : which turning Mahome?'s joy into 
choler, be d'ſchargirg all bis great Artillery at once intro 


che breach, many of his own were (laip with the defen- 
dants, 
The 
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The great Captains, being in the eye of their Maſter», 
forced the Souldiers forward with their ſwords, adventgs, 
ring alſo themſelves, whereby che fight was more fierce, 
chan befere, Many Twrks were (lain, but the Defendants 
being oppreſied with multicude, and overwhelmed with 
ſhor, were ſcarce able tro maintain the place ; Wherefore. 
a great Cry running through rhe Ciry, that every man, | 
' ſhould repair-co the breach, a multirude of all ſorts mee-= F 
ting there together, (o valiantly encountred the T #rks up-, |} 
| en the Rampiers, that they began again to ſhrink back ; 
| which AMahemer perceiving, commanded the 'Ordnance 
ro be diſcharged into the breach, nor regarding his ewn. 
men: and chrea:rning his Captains with horrible death, if 
they rerurned without viAtory :vherefore the afſault was res 
need; but the Ordnance flew many 7 wrks,as well as Chri-- 
fans; the ſhot talling thrice among the Txrks themſelves; 
rent many a {under to the others dilcouragement; ' yet they. 
maintcained & long and terrible fight : at which time, with © 
one onely ſhort 18 Defendants were ſlain : Arrows fleeing 
and lying (o thick, that for a month after, rhey burnc no-- 
thing bur 7 #rks Arrows, nething was to be heard, bur rhe 
retrour ofrhe ears, pothing. bur death and irs inſtruments 
0 be ſeen: a fearful cry running through the City, that- | 
withour preſent help, all would be loſt ; whereupon not 
only the whole, bnt the ſick and wounded chearing them- 
ſelves, ran wich ſpeed co the place: ſo that rhe T wrks were 
ſlain in great numbers; yer freſh ones till coming ups.”

enough for him ro'care for heavenly matters, and nor 
crofle him in his worldly ations : and, tormenting him- 
ſelf again in his Tent cwo dyes, not co be (poke wirhall , 
On che chird day, calling a gen2ral Conncel, ſaid, He 
determined co give a freſh aſſault, hoping fer an eahe 
vitory, over thoſe ſo weakened; bar they all with' 
on? voice cryed out to the contrary, his beſt Souldiers be- 
199 alrezdy (lain, and molt of choſe left, ſore wounded, or 
weakned,&c. An1 Achmetes Biſla, che Twrks great cham- 
pion ſtanding up, wirh pleaſing ſp:ech calmed Afahomets 
Fary, and with grounded reaſons, perlivaded him to deſilt, 
and to take a ſurer courſe; who(having ſer forch the great- 
neſs of his valor, praiſes, and conqueſts, who had gat- 
nzd from the Chriftians 20 Provinces, and 300 grear Ci- 
ties, ſaying, Ceſar, Scipie, Pyrrhus, and Hannibal, &c, 
were all interiour to him in vitories, and Conntries ſub- 
dued) ſaid, In! his opinion Scedra (which (hould nor (o 
much grieve him, worldly things ofcen deceiving their 
expeQation)'vas nor again to be aſſau)red ; for he ſer- 
Ching every Ten:, found no place without grorning, f1gn- 
Ing, &c, he having alſo lot above 30000 of his beſt Soul- 
diers in the laſt affault; they being all now afraid and 
diſcouraged, whom, himſelf (he ſaid) asking how ſo great 
2 fear =_ come upon them, they anſwered, It was the ve- 
ry look of che men of Scodra (whoſe eyes ſ:emed to ſpar- 
Kle with fire) chat Rruck thar cercour ivro chem ; wher2- 
fore, ſetting forth Scodrs's Rrzrgeh, and how himſelf had 
ſubjeted ro Mahomet, the tong defired City of Croia, 
* heconcluded, that ifhe would win Scodra, he muſt block 
it op, build trong Forts ronnd about it, and make a bridg 
over Boliaya, wich a irong Cofle-on crch (ide to Rop the 
paſſge ;

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paſſage ; then to belicge other weaker Ciries of che Vene- 
tians, and ſubdue rhe Country round ebout, which would 
not be-hard, be being Maſter of the field : ſo Scodre, ſaid 
he, mult needs yield at laſt as lacely did Crois by fa- 
mine, | 

This Counſel ſo pleaſed Mahomet and thereſt, that the 
aſſault being laid aſidexche Baſſa of Conftaytiwople was ſenc 
ro Zabiache a City in Dalmatia's borders, which in few 
daics was yielded to him ; who thruſting ont the Inhabi- 
rants, and leaying therein a 7 #rk;ſþ Garnſon, returned to 
Scodra, Then alſo the Baſſa of Af, was ſent again 
Drivaito, whither ahomet coming, after 16 daies fiege, 
next day he took it without much relifiance,purting thoſe 
cn the walls to che ſword : and cruelly flayipg the reft be- 
ing 300, before Scedra,to terrifie rhe Defendants, Next 


day, he ſending the Baſſa of Conſtantinople ro Lyſſa, 3a 


miles from Scodre,,he finding the Citizens fled for fear, 
fired the Ciry, whefSallo the Turks dig'd up Scanderbeg's 
bones as aforeſaid. Mahomet committing all rouching 
Scodra's fiege unto Achmeres, himſelf deparred about Sept, 

7. with 40000 to Conſftartixople, curſing & banning by the 
way, Epirus and all that was the:ein, eſpecially Scodra, 
After which the tio Baſlaes built a Bridge oyer Boliana, 
with a Caftle cn either fide to hinder Scodra's reliet : 
which being furniſhed with alLneceſlaries, they returning 
leſt Achwetes with 40000 to continue the fiege ; who ſo 
ordering that no relief could be brought, the Chriſtians ar 
length were fain to eat all loathſome things, 8c. a Mouſe 
being ſold ar an exceecing price, as allo puddings 


_ made of Dogs guts, The Venetian now weary of 16 years: 
»1- chargeable war to their grear loſſe,and nor able to relieve 


dittreſſed Scodra, ſent Triviſanxs an experienced Senator 
to Mahomet, who at length concluded a Peace, Afabomet 
to have Scodra, Lemnes, and the Caſtle of Texarss in Pela- 


poneſus delivered to him, with $000 Duckars yearly; And. 
that they might freely rraffique in all parts of his Dome 
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niens; and fer thoſe of Scodre, they might live ill un- 
der the Tarks Government, or depart with 2o00ds whither 
they pleaſed ; whereof the Governour bing certified, de- 
clared to the Citizens how things ſtood, After a thorow 
debate, they concluded all, ro forſake che City, and 
the houſe of bondage, and to live as pleaſed God, among 
other Chriſtians : So receiving 7 »rkzſh pledges of fafery, 
they came forch with bag & baggage,being traniported in- 
to /taly,where they lived 1n peace; the Twrky after a whole 
years fiege,entring the Ciry with joy & triumph, this hap- 
pened in 1473, Mabomet in 1480 ſent Achmites with a 
fleet againſt Leonard Prince of three Iſlands nigh Pelopere- 
ſn1,vch he cafily taking,Leonerd fled for bis life inco /raly, 
wich bis wife and creaſnre to Kipg Ferdinand, whole Kinſ- 
woman he had married, About which cime Alu Beg & 2 
others entring 7 rayfilvania with 100000 men, [o teared 
che Country, that Stephen the Y aywod peedily fled ro King 
Matthias craving his ayd; who, thot&h fick of the Gour, 
by his Captains, encountred the Twrks, nor far from Al» 
ba Julia, ſaying 30000 ofthem with /ſ« Beg ; which 
vitory was net without the Yayweas fore wounding, and 
S000 Chriſtians ſlain, Adahorret grieved thar fo ſmall 
an Ifland as. Rhodes ſhould lye ſo near his Dominions, 
croublipg his Merchants, &c. which being formerly on- 
fortunately atrempred by Adabomeaene Princes, he new 
aſſembled his expert Captains, propounding the matcer, 
Some perſwaded him to ſubdue 1 'and revenge Chriſtian 
1njuries, nor fearing a repulſe ; who was to bring moe al- 
failanrs than was fones in the wall ; Others declaring the 
' Mandsficengrh wich che Defendantd valour, &c, ſaid, Ir . 
was like to prove mere difficulc than ſome ſnppsſed, 8c. 
. alledging it was ngt worth engaging Þis honour with the 
lives of ſo many valiant Souldiers, who mighr conquer a 
Kingdom ; yer Mahowet ambitious, and ſoticired by Me- 
bgales a fugitive Knight of Rhodes, (who having ſpent his 

et Veblience, fol oo the Tark wid vio echeit ef like

who preſented him with a plot of the Ciry,with it and the 
Iſlands Rrengrh, and how to win it, offering to ſpend their 
lives therein, to repair their broken eſtate) he reſolved to 
follow their Countel who perſwaded che war ; wherefore 
commitrting that great aftionto Meſithes Palcologus his 
mavagement : he ſayled from Conftantineple with 50000 
men toward Khodes, calling by the way Demetrius one of 
che fugirive Knighes, to know, how ſafely ro Land. Mel;« 


£41ss talling fick on the way, and growing loathiome and 


croubleſometo the Twrks, was thrown overboard alive, 
crying out im vain for help. Peter Damboys a Frenchman, 
was then great Maſter of the Rhodes ; who having once in 
$ daics intelligence from the Twrk;bCourt, and of ſuch 
Jndgment as (carceever to be deceived by falſe advertiſe- 
ments, had irong]y forrifyed the City with all neceſſaries 
for many years ficge., Then alſo many valiant ones repat- 
red thither our of /raly, France, Germany, &c. in defence - 
of the place and Religion, Damboys had 16000 able 
men in the Ciry, among whom were many Jews and other 
ſervile men, who did good ſervice. Meſitbes landing in 
the Iſland Je 22, not far from the Ciry, Damboys cals 
ling the Defendants togerher, ſpake unto them ; char the 
Turks their mortal enemies, were ready to defiroy their 
Temples, Oratories, Religios, ſecking to ruin that noble 
City, the cruel death of them, &c, and although che 
chance of ar were doubtful ; yer conſidering their cou- 
rage and chearfulneſs, he conceived an affured hope of 
victory, That the 7rks armed not againſt them ſo much 
for their deſert, as for rule and ſpighc againſt chem, and 
Chriſtianity ; ſhewing then, they wanted neicher provi- 
fion, ner a molt firong Garriſon of divers Nations, and 
which was more, Chriſt their Captain, &c, Thar they 
were warlike, their enemies effeminate «A ians,&ce that 
he ſaid nor this to fill heir ears with windy words x. but 
he aſſured them, if rhe fiege were leng; there would come; 
ſuch tcong aid our of other Conmcies,as woulg por only 
, erve 
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ſerve to raile the fiege, but recover the Conſtantivepolitan 
and Trapezond Empires, Bur ſuppoſing the bardeſt

defence of a good conſcience, and Chriſts quargel > &c. 
Therefore they ſhewing themſelves couragions, he doub- 
red not bur time and his diſcrerion ſhould provide for

They reſting 1n the aſſurance of their aged Governour, 
deparred to their charge, full of hope &c, The Baſſaſenc 
Demerrms, (and his traiterous companion) to view (with 
ſome Troops and foot) where beſt ro encamp ; who be- 
ing known by L,F=thony the Maſter's brother , he fal- 


 1Iyedour, skirmifhing with them ; bur the Twrks excee- 


ding in number, , Axthony turned on thoſe behind him 
wich ſuch force, that he ſl:zw or wounded moſt of them; 
Demetriss, having his horſe ſlain, himſelf was trodden ro 
death by the horſes, whoſe bodie Xnrtis: unadviſedly 
diſpoiling, was flain and his head preſenced to the Baſla ; 
who at his firſt coming, taking a (irong entrenched Or- 
chard, placed ſome Companies therein, with (mall Ord- 
nance, (the deferidancs having abandoned it by night, lea- 
ving their Ordnance behind them for haſte) and by one 
Frapane a fugitive Chriſtian his Counſel, he there began 
ro batrer Nicholas-Tower, 300 paces diſftanr; but Dam- 
$07ſe mounting tive grear Baſilisks, he quickly forſook it; 
yer __— after, he planted a greater battery near the 
ſame, and of far greater force, and 3oo ſmaller pieces ; 
but Frapaine Maſter of his Ordnance, beſiowed the ſhor 
coſmall purpoſe, whom the Baſſa diſtralMfis, he fleeing 
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ſach Rampures with a Countermure, that he durſt por ad- 
venture te enter; the Captains helping therein, and mos 
ving the reſt by their example, 

The mean time, young Caly Bafſa being ſent to ſee how 
the fiege went forward, 1t was given our (to ternhe the 
Defencants ) that Mabewer was coming with Loooge 
men, and 150 great Ordnance; whereat ſeme were excee- 
dingly feared, eſpecially the Spaniards and their neighs 
beurs of Navarre, that deſiring leave to be gone; they dif- 
couraged the reſt ; Dambeyſe (ending for them, and ſharp= 
ly reproving them promited to ſhip them forchwith our 
of the Iſle, &c. commanding them (the mean time) to 
ceaſe their rurinousralk, with threats : who ſhortly after, 
conſidering the difſhonour to themſelves and Nation, if 
they ſhould be ſo ſent away, cravipg pardon they ſhewed 
themſelves moſt forward in all ſervices during that hiege ; 
yet Dambojſe would never truſt them alone, The Bafſa 
lecirg by the Maſters policy, all his devices counterman- 
ded, praRtiſed ro poylon him by one Janus a Dalmatian; 
who being received into the City as a Chriſtian tugicive 


acquainted himſelf with one Pythia an Eprror, familiar 


with Phile/phus, (Damboyſe his late Secretary ; but then 
in dilgrace as partaker inthe lace muriny) a fit infirumenc 
to work thy Treaſon, as being well acquainted with the 


Cooks ard 'urlers, &c, whom Pythins periwading to . 


revenge the diſgrace he lived in, (heed him how ro do 
It, &c. Philelphxs diflembling the matter, deſired ro know 
what benefic might thereby ariſe more than revenge. 
Pjthins ſhewed him the Bafſa's Leners ro Je»ss, aſſuring 
him what he promiſed any one for furtherance of his 
poyſonins, he would fully perform the ſame. Philel- 
phbns, diſcovering the matter ro Damboyſe, Janus and Py» 
thizs confellifis the Treaſon, upon examination, ] e##s 
was beheaded, and Pjthins hanged ; bur Phileiphns receie 
ved again jnco fayour, 14 ha

- The Baſſa herewich much grieved, yer till battered 
che Ciry, and chiefly, Nicholas-Tower, framing (befides 
other. preparations ) a great bridge (tayed with irong 
ropes,&c. betwixt his battery & the Tower, for aflailing 
ir, Bur as it yas making faſt, Rogers an Evgliſhman,found 
means by night, to breakand cuc all thc Cables, whereby 
ic was carried away by the Sea ; for which he was by 
Damboyſe rewarded, and publickly commended, Yera 
new Bridge being framed on boats, &c. and faſtened with 
Cables, and Anchors, with divers Ordnance placed 
therein, the Tower was at once battered by Sea ang 
Land, the Defendants with ſhot affailed, and the Tower 
deſperatly ſcaled, Bur Damboyſe with his Ordnance 
brake the Bridge finking four foilts and fore of men, &c, 
and with ſhor, timber, tones, &&c. overwhelmed the ſca- 
lers, with great ſlaughter, the affaulc holding from 3 in 
che morning till 16, the Baſſa giving over, having loſt 
about 2500 men, in which pight, rwo mercenaries of 
Creer, about ro flee ro the enemy, were put to death;

Then the Baſla offered Damboyſe ( in his Maſters 
name) great rewards and preferments to yield the City ; 
which the Meſſengers ſaid, he could nor leng hold, &c, 
who anſwered, He would not in his ſure eſtate ule his ene- 
mies Counſel, nor in diftreſſe reſuſe to yield his life ro 


| Gad, far rather then co yield though on never ſo good 


conditions in ſhew, Then (according to the Baſla's in- 
AruRiors) they perſwaded him to yield ro Mahomet 
ſome yearly tribure or homage, But Damboyſe knowing 
by others example, 7 #rk;ſh Thraldom to lye included un- 
der that ſmall requeſt, utterly refnſed eicher. The Baſla 
exceedingly troubled, reſolved, for his bonours ſake, to 
aſe (in that extremity) an extream remedy ; wherefore 
mounting ſome pieccs much higher, be battered che Giry 
day and night, for four daies ; che Chrifiians alſo not 
ſparing cheic ſhort, bur women and children mg" = 
| roude 
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ſhrouded themſclves in Cellars and Cayes for the cck- 
neſs ofthe ſhor, Ar lengthy a fair breach being made, the 
Twrks ſo deſperatly affauiced ic, that they ſuddenly ſer 
ſome Enfigns on the top of che walls ; bur chey being 
ſoon repulſe4 inco the ditches, moſt never role again. 
Then allo in another place, they bath adyanced cheir En- 
ſigns, and 590 of chem encred comminy ingo Jew-(iteer, 
where bcing all ſlain by Demv#oyſe, cheir Enligns were

So the Baſla lounded a retreat, abouc 
5000 being loſt, with ſmall lofſe of the Chritlians: Dane 
boyſe himſelf receiving 5 wounds, one whereof, under his 
right pap, Was thought deadly,bur. was.cured, 
The Baſſa, baving for 3 Manchs ſpent his forces and de- 
yices to {mall purpoſe, loſing 9©0e of his bet Souldiersy

Next Spring 148$, Bajxzet ſent Achmetes Baſſas with 
a far greater Army againſt the Sw/ran : who being come to 
the fartheſt of Cilicia, was at Tzug ar Ove overthrown by 
the Egyptians and Arablays * himſelf fighting valiaucly 
loſt rwo fingers, and was ſent Prifonerts Came, 
Bajazet rather incenſed herewirh, "made the Sreareſt 


preparation -in 148g by Sea and Land againſt the Swlre#': 
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ſending Ali Bafſe , or Calibews with Cherſeogles his Son 
in Law, with a great Army by land, requelting of the 
Venetiaxs ( inleague with him) co refreſh his Fleer upon 
occaſion, in Cyprus : which the Senate denying , yet {ent 
cheir Admicall with 30 Galleys for defence of (pres : 
who conſidering hoy ſecret and ſudden the 7 wrks de- 
ſignes were, he {ent ſundry Companyes out of Creete into 
Cyprus for irs better defence ; bur underſtanding all cheir 
Fleet co be met; and ſer forward,he hoiſd faile for Cyprus: 
the Twrkyſp Fleer keeping on their courſe , met the land- 
Army neere Moupt Taurus, Catheins having ſent Hibeg 
with a trons Army of Afawalekes and others to be in rea- 
dineſſe, He (though far inferiour to his Enemyes ) ex- 


| ponee nor their comming into $77:4 , bur merchem noc 
ar from Tarſus of (ici : whoſo ſoon as come toge- 
cher, cheerfully joyned batcell : which terrible fight way 
' Maintained all day with doubrfull ViRory and exceeding 
fughter ; The Generalls wich freſh ſupplyes relieving 
cheir, difirefſed, Night approaching , both Armyegy 
(chiefly the T#rks) wearied and weakened, retired ro their 
Camps. Bur the Agyprians finding all their Carriages, 
ViRualls, &c : gone which , (ſome ſay ) the robberoug 
- Agr had done to, pleaſe the 7 wrks : others, chag 
thoſe in charge terrified. with the T7 *rks number, and bat- 
+ tell's doubttallneſſe, fled, along the Seasfide, and were 
- ſpoiled by the Twrks our of the Galleys , were ſore trou- 
bled, fearing grcat extremities. Wherefore early inthe 
morhting they. braved their Enemyes : which the Twrks 
diſdayning, ſet foreward with diſplayed Enſignes : rhere 
inning ſuch a- deſperately reſolved fight , that one 
mighr have ſaid, che former was but a play in compariſon; 
hone b:ing ſeen to give ground, or look back : the Jani- 
zZArJeS an Aamalukes Foor ro Foot , ſpending their ut- 
- tnoſtforce upon each orher;#:beg the while freſhly char- 
_ gedthe 7 ark wich 15000 valiant Horſe as a reſerve , ſo 
that they began xo give ground -. which being made good 
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againe by others brought on by the Baſſaes, till the Sun's 
going downe, the batrell was tiercer than before; then re- 
riring rotheir Camps , not knowing yer who had the ber 
cer. 

The Baſſaes finding fcarce a third part of 100000 men, 
lefr, and moſt of them hurc , doubting to be ſer upon 
againe, fled away the ſame Night,leaving all behind them, 
The Agyptians alſo loſing halfe of 70000, and wanting 

rovifion, were retired into Mount Tarrss, not knowing 
of the 7 wrks flight : Some paſſing into Syria, reported , 
the Swtars Army was overthrown ; ſo nncertaine Was 
the event of char battell, Bur Aladenſes certifying them 
of their flight, and the eſpialls confirming the ſame, #:beg 
preſently comming downe, entred the 7 #rks Camp, find- 
ing plenty of all neceſſaryes for refreſhtnent. 

Aladenſes with his Varſacides, robbed and ſlew mariy 
Turks in their returne, ſo (topping the paſſages, rhat the 
HAamalukes overtaking them, ferv remained alive to cat- 
ry news home ; Calibens and Cherſeogles being both raken 
and preſented to Caytheius , with 18 Sarzacks Enhgner; 
Bajazets Navy allo riding at Orontes mouth, was by tem- 
pelt pur from Anchor , and ſwallowed up of the Sea, or 
beatenin pieces upon the main2, Wherefore, with much 
adoe he concluded a Peace with the Sultan , reftoring all 
places taken from him: - the S#/tan delivering tim Cali- 
beins, Cherſeegles, eAchmeres, and Ihander , with a num- 
ber of other Priſoners, 

Shortly after Calibe;ws died, having worthily governed 


 ®gypt with all Africk,, unto Cirenxe Weſtward , and unto 


Euphrates Eaſtward 2 who through Daltibe his Wife's 

mporrunity, had joyned his Son Mahomethe: in the fel- 
lewſhip of the Kingdome,, the better to enjoy ir afcer his 
death : contrary to the Mamalnk's cuftome, who grudg- 


- Ing to be defrauded of their wonted choice , lev aho- 
 methes, and ſoon after four more, who oſpired rhe King» 
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dome, ſetting up a Swltes of their ewn cheyce. 

About the time of the Peace concluded, Charls the 
French King greatly preparing againſt Alphonſnus King of 
Naples gave eu: , that after its recovery, he wonld in- 
vade Greece : induced hereto chiefly by Sfertis Duke 
of Millane his ſolicitation , whereby Jtaly was ſore 
ſhaken, and Sforti« himlelf at la dyed a Priſener in 
France, 

Alphouſus doubting the French Kings greatneſle, entred 
a confederacy with ſome States of Italy,chiefly with Pope 
Alexander the 6th : giving his baſe Daughter in Marriage 
ro Godfry Borg iathe Biſhops Son, making him Prince of 
Carinula, entertayning his other Son Francs in great pay, 
in his Wars. 

And by Camillus, his Embaſladour, acquainted Baje- 
zet what the French King purpoſed again(t them both , 
requeſting him to aide him ith 1 2000 Horle and Foot : 
Pop: eAlexander allo, ſending George Bucciarde to Ba- 
Jazet, to declare, wich what power (after the French King 
had diſpatched his Wars in /taly)he intended ro paſſe ints 
Greece : Wherefore he had been earneſt with him for 
Zemes ; yerhe diltrufting the French, and carefull forthe 
State of 7raly, had entred a league with Alphonſus , wan- 
ting nothing more than money : by which Bajazer ( he 
ſaid) might provide for the ſafety of Greece ; Rome an1 
Naples being the fnreft Walls of. chat fide rhe Othomar 
Empire, &c., Bajazet knowing this to be truz, thanked 
the Biſhop for his timely admonition, & c : willing Buc- 
ciarde to retumne to his Maſter with one Dawrins bis Am- 
baſſadour, who ſhould carry money and other ſecre: re- 


ſolves, writing a Greek Epiſtle , cunningly to per- aye 


ſvade the Biſhop to Poyſon Zemes : promiſing him 
for this, 200000 Duckats , and never to take up 
Armes avaint the Chriſtians,

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But George and Daviine being about to landar Leila 
were boarded by Fob Roverews, pretending a oreat ſunk

and thence co Gonzaga, Duke of Mentua, ani was by 
him for auncient friendſhip wich Bajezer,courtcouſly en- + 
tertained, and furniſhed wich money and Apparel, ſo re= 
turning into Greece, 

Bajazet forthwirch ſent 2ſuſtapha Baſſa, to Pope eAs 
lexander with like inſtruQtions , who comming ſafely to 
Rome, among many things in charge , the life of Zemes, * 
was , that he moſt ſought for of the Bifhop. Charls the 
French King then in 1495, paſſing thorow Italy, againſt 
Alphenſws, and ſo thorow Rowe, {o terrified Alexander 
che Biſhop, that he yielded to all conditions he deman= 
ded ( not purpoſing the performance of any) giving him * 
Caſar. Borgia his Sonne in hoftaze , then a Cardinal,co- 
verivg the diſgrace with his Sonnes Title of Legate, and © 
was forced to deliver him Zemes : who to che Biſhop's * 
profit, had remained ſeven yeares chere in cuſtody, who 
three dayes after, died art Caret#, choughr to be poyſoned 
before, by a wondrous white and pleaſant powder,. cun- 
ningly mingled with the Sugar which Zemes drank with 
Water, \vhole dead body ſent to Bajezer , was by his ap-= 
pointment honourably interredat Pruſa : Borgia alſo de- 
ceiving his Keepers at Yelitras, returned to Rowe before -

ter, envying Candianus his Brother, General of the Bi- 
ſhops forces, then great , having ſupped together wich

Both Chriſtian Princes and the T #rk,, doubted whi- 
cher Charls his greatneſs would groiv : many thinking he 
affeted the Roman Empire, and Monarchy of Italy, 
Pope Alexander, and Maximilian then Emperour, bzing 
croubled : Bajezet alſo fearing the turning of his forces 
' into Epiras or Greece; and Ferdinand of Spain no leſſe 
car.ful for Sicilie; Sfortia alſo, (ſhortly after, Duke of 
HMulane , the occaſion of his comming and great aider, 
began to doubt of the King, who little reckoned of his 
promile, ſo he might enlarg2 his Dominions : 
and the Venetians, who had flood as MNewters, 
doubted to loſe fome part of their own Terri- ' 
rory, before hoping to ſhare ſomerhing for them- 
ſelves, by th: Arragonians and French, weakeging 
each other, k 
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Wherefore the ſaid Chriftian Princes, concluded a 
ſirong League among themſelves, rhar 1f any one ſhould 
warre op any Prince, to doit on their own charge ; bur 
if invaded by others, ecery one, of their own charge, 
ro ſead four thouſand Horſe, and ten thouſand Foot , 
to aid their Confederate : rhe league being for rwenty 
years ; and il ir pleaſed Bajazer, as orher Princes, eſpect- 
ally, who for fear had offered ayd to the YVenetians by 
Sea and Lind, again the French: whoſe King the 
League troubled more) although pretended for their own

Ferdinaxd of Spain, recovered the Kingdom wirhina year; 
11 dying without ifſuz, leſt it unto his Uncle Fredericus: 
ri; chicf Government of this one Kingdom , being fix 
21m:s changed in lefſe than threee years : Fredericus be- 
Ing as unforeunite as thereſt, and Charls the French 
Ki' g ioon afcer ludcenly dyinggas he came from Tenſe, 
buc rwnCnty ſeven years old, leaving Frarzce with Naples 
1s Title to Lewis, who with great trouble, conquered 
!r, and with preater grief loſt it, 

Bur Bajezee now delivered of feares, by Pali-beg 
Samak of SIlſira, wyading Padetia and Ryſſia , part in 
Po | rac 
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the Polonians Kingdom, did great harm , carrying away 
many Priſoners, but comming the ſecond time in like 
manner , Winters extream cold being come on, they 
were, in return,denyed paſſage and Victuals, by Stephex 
Prince of Moldavia; o that going all along the Sea- 
Coaſt, many ftraglers were cur off by the Moldavians,che 
reſt periſhipg by cold, want, and waye's fowlneſs, ſs 
that very few came home 2 49000 being reported to be 
loſt, Helſending alſo Cadumes into /llyria , (poyling It, 
with a patt of Croatia, 9000 Croatians and Huxgariaus 
under Francopaine, encountring them, were worked , a« 
bove 7000 being {lain and drowned in che River Aforavs, 
the reſt fleeing thorow Woods and Mountains : the ©- 
verthrow was imputed to the General , who would fighe 
in field, though entreated by Torquatss to keep the 
Straits for advantage. T orquatss loſt all his Horſemen, 
whoſe Horſe being killed, he fought on Foot till he was 
ſlain, The Baſſa ſent all che Noſes of the Chriſtians, pur 
on ſtrings, as a preſent to Bajazer, 

Lews the 12th of France, writing himſelf Duke of 
Millax, as diſcended of Jobs Galeatins, reſolving to 
watre upon Sfortia, and ſeeking above all others, to draw 
the Yeyetians into a fellowſhip, made a firm League with 
chem, promiſing them for their ayd, the City Cremons, 
with all abou: Abdzua, which was afterwards performed. 
Sfortia farre too weak, tryed to ſet Maximilian with the 
States of Germany, upon the French King : which nor ſor- 
ting, he offered to hold his Dukedom of the King for a 
jearly Tribuce:all meanes bzing in vain provedhe certifi- 
ed Bajazet of the confederation, & that their intent was, 
e bzipg oppreſſed, and ſome other /ralras States,to 1n- 


vade his Dominions, &c, The Duke hoping to bukie the 
Venetians. by bringing the Twrk uponthem: the Florencs 
Embafſadors alſo pricking the Tw#rk, forward, for. malice 
apainſt the Venetians , who proteRed the Piſars againſt 
their oppreſſion, Bajazet calling ro minde the former * 
# is 
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__ of che Vernier: in aiding Zobn Ceftriet and 
Chernevich, and denying his Flee to pur inco Cypres,pro= 
miſed, as glad ofan oppotcunity, td do what they reque- 
Ked2 wherefore in 1499, greatly preparing by Sea and 
Land, he cauſed Scander-Baſſa wich 12088 Horle, too 
break inte Friwls, on [t«lies frontiers : who paſſing great 
Rivers, and entring, burned and deſtroyed as farre as L:- 
quentis, carrying away all che people 3 bur being come to 
late (for che Freneb and Yenetians had before, unteſifted, 
driven ont Sfertia) he at Tilzaventuns, put 4090 priſeners 
co che Sword, and ſo returned laden with ſpoil. 

Bajazet (etring forth a greater Fleet chan any of his 
Predecefſors, marched himlelf with a great Army , along 
the Sea-coaſt of Afores ; (o that what they could, they 
kept in fight of eachother: the Yenetians alſo ſetting forth 
a Fleer under Grinzan: their Admiral, for firengreb, skill, 


jc, ſuperiour, though in number inferiour : whom the 


Twrks braving, yer durlt not(at firRt)joyn batrel, bur crept 
along the Coaſt : the Venetian: troubling chem, never de- 
ras from them,accounting ir good (ervice,if they could 
at keep them from landing in any place of cheir Terri- 
tory. The longer they thus ile 7, the more was rhe State 
of Yexice offended with their Admiral , delaying ro fight, 
ſufteringthem co dravy nearer and nearer to their Territo- 
Ty: while all exp:&ed ſome preat exployr to be done, 
news came, that the Twrks Fleer had put into Sepientia 
Haven, io Sphraga Iſland, to water, and were there em- 
bayed by the YVenetiavs : moſt were joyful, as of an aflu- 
red Victory ; bur others (aid, the place was ſuch, char the 
enemy might depart at plexure; yet they all thought, 
the Admiral would ſer upon them intheir comming our: 
which he attending to do, it hapned chat Lawreda»ws and 
Armeniss comming from Corcirato the bartel,firtt began 
the fight, and with two nimble Ships boarded a tall 
Twrkih Ship, likz a Caſtle, whereof one Barzch , 
a Smyrns Pyrate ,was Captain, who perofugs , 
: after 
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afcer long fight, he muſt either yield or be taken, fired 
his Chip, whereby the Yexetians,orapled: to her, were all 3 
burnt, ſome leaping over board were taken up, ard ſome 
periſhed. Some feyy other ſhips aſſailed che 7 #rks, pur- 
ting them in fear; bur moſt of the Venetian Galleys looe 
king on a far off the orher doing what they could, rerired 
corhem ; Bot ic plainly appeared, the Venetian Admiral 
ler ſlip a notable viRory, After this, the Twrks holding 
on their courſe, the YVenetiens followed them, and faintly 
ſetting on chem at the gnlfof Patras, jſuffered them to re- 
cover it: many lying aloof, afraid ro fight, (o that Dan- 
thes che Turks Admiral purpoſing to run aſhore, and flee 
to the Land Army if overcharged, now recovered the deſi- 
red gulf, though wich loſſe of ſome Gallies. 34j4zet be- 
ivg come to Lepaxto within that gulf, by rhe coming of: 
his.Fleet, hardly beſieged ic by Sea and Land: which 
i of the City ſeeing, yielded it to Bajazer on compa» 
ition, 

Grimamu returning to Venice, was calt into priſon,and 
though never man in Fenice was more impugned with 
ſpight, or defended by friends ; yer he was baniſhed in- 
ro one of the cAbſjtides Iſlands on Libarnia's coalt ; Ba- 
Jazet returning with victory to Conft antinople, 

Next year 15 oo, Bajazet putting a fironger and grea= 
ter Fleet to Sea, himſelf wich an Army of 150000 entred, 
Into Peloponeſus, encamping before Aoedon, then under 
the Venctians, where his Foot met him ; who making 3. ' 
creat breaches in the walls, he fo cerribly aſſaulted TP 
ewice, thar the foremoſt was trodden to death by them, 
which followed ; yet he was glad to retire from the. 

alls, having filled the ditches wich ſlain Twrks, Trivs- 
ſamus the Venetian Admiral, lying at Zaxte (far roo weak 
for the enemy) at firſt ſet rio Gallies full of menand. 
munition in relief of the beſieged, and doubring their 
farther wants, ſent 3 reſolute Captains with 3 great Gal- 
lies wich neceffaries ; Fho with a full wind, &c, breaking.

newly landed our of the Galleys: alſo the ro Goyer- 
nours, wich Falco the Biſhop inh is Ponrificalibus : none 
eſcaping bur thoſe reſerved for ſlayery, or beauty ts the 
victor's loſt, e006 of whom, being bound together in 
ropes were ſl1in in Gght of Bajezer's Pavilion ; Corone, 
and Pylus (now Navarrinum) terrified herewith, yielded 
tO B#jazet on Compoſition ; Cr:ſſexr allo , now Capat 
St: Galli, was taken by Cherſcogles; Nauplium was beiie- 
oed by Haly Bafſa, bur defended by the Yenetians, Ba- 
Jazet fortifying,new peopling,and garriſoning Afedon, re- 
rurned to Conſtantinople, 

Triviſanus dying in 1501 of grief (as ſome ſuppoſed) 
che Senate ſent P:ſaurins in his place, who following the 
enemy (chen departing from Nauplium even to HeBeſpon- 
tx Straits) rook above 20 of their ſhips and Galleys, that. 
ſiragled or tarried behind, taking ,/£gi4 Iland in his re- 
curn, ard landing in divers places, left the Twrks a woful 
remembrance of his being there; then meeting with Gon- 
ſalvus the grext (ſent by Ferdinand of Spain to aid him) at 
Zante, he 1nvad2d (epbalania, in vain attempted the year 
before by Triviſenus; the Twrks in defence ofthe City 
fighting it outro the laſt man, and at lengrh) was taken by 
Gonſalvus his good conduR , rhe whole Hland forth with 
yielding to the Yenetians, 

P:ſaxrius repairing the City, and Rrongly garriſenin 
the 11: departed to Corcyra, whuere being adveriiz:d, 
rhat the Twrks wer? riggipg a great Flezr againſt Spring, 
ſome lying in Ambracia Bay, ſome at Earte, the reſt in 
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his ſecret purpaſe, ſent moſt of his Fleer ro Nerites Ifle, 
to purthe Inhaþitancs in fear,'and himſelf coming rothe 
Bay of Ambracia (whoſe entrance is but half a mile over) 
bur by and by' opening With a great widneffe, the Tarks 
thinking him to have been at Ner:tos, burn a great Twrs 
kiſh Galley, carrying away 11 more laded with mnnition, 
and viRtual, the T wrks yainly endeayouring to have-funk 
him from (hore in going forth ; who returned to Corcyra, 
with his prey,-and ere long he recovered Pyle; Caftle in 
Morea ; But Camaliaa Twrkiſh Pirare, purtinginthere by 
chance, took 3 Galleys left there for defence, thefaim- 
hearred Caprain, yielding him the Cafile on'cempoſition, 
which being twice in one year yielded co the 7 #rks, the 
Captains were both "beheaded, Prſanr;me arrempred to 
burn'the T»rks Galleys in the River Eamte , but they by 
the lofſe at cAmbracia, cid now more warily look. ro 
them : ſo thar 200 reſo]nte Souldiers, being (ent in ſmall 
veſſels np the River, they being by the way encountred by 
the Twrks, were forced to return, and the wind riſing with 
ſuch a ſtifte and contrary gale at the Rivers month, they 
were driven a ſhore on each fide, falling into the hands of 
their mercileſſe enemies. 

Bajezet mn about) rook alſo Dyrrachiam (now Dx« 
raz4) from the Venetians (before ruinous and almoft quire 
abandoned) the Twrks having get all the Countrey abour 
It, who fore prefſed with theſe long wats, had oft craved 
aid, and now Lewis of France, ſent the Lord Kaveſten 
with 10 Ships and 15 Galleys, ro aid the Vexetians; who 
coming ro Melos, Piſawrins ſoon arrived there alſo : and 
murvally departing to invade Lesbos,landed, and beſieged 

Jt:lene,ſoon making a fair breach inthe wall; Piſanrins 
che while, fayling with part of his Fleet ro Tenedes, the 
French, ſome write, reporting, thatſome Twrk;h Galleys 
were coming thither our of Heleſpont,to withdravy Piſas- 
7145, that they (in his abſence) might carry away the he- 
nour, and ſpoil of the Town. Others blame P:ſanrius as 
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deparring chrongh emvy of the French their honour, which 
is hard to be believed, The French furiouſly afſaulcing the 
breach (though the Yexetian Vice-Admiral earnefily re» 
queſted irs deterring, and to expe Piſawrins his return) 
were valiancly repulſed by the T#rks, and (though many 
fell on both fides) they were forced co retice ; whereup- 
on the French Admiral purpoſing to depart, the-Venerias 
Admiral returning, periwaded him te ſtay : the batcery 
beginning with a greater fury -than before ; and as they 
were conſulting of a freſh aſſault, news came, that the 
Turks were coming for relief ; who being bur few, were 
partly taken and caft over board, few getting co Land,ſaved 
themſelves in Woods, &c, The Venetians mow couragi- 
ouſly affailed the breach, and having twice gaiped the top 
of the Rampliers were yet beaten down: the French loo- 
king on many valiant ones, being there ſlain and burr. 
A Pinnace then coming with news, that che Maſter of the 
Rhodes was eoming with his Galleys to the fiege, the Ad-

three chicf Baſſaes, After 5 years thus ſpent,of a negleted 
ſpark aroſe a great fire in Aſi, kindled by 2 Perſians, 
Chaſan Cheliffe, and Schach Cali his boy ; who fleetng 
thicher under a ſhew of holineſſe, raiſed tuch diverſity of 
epiniens,about Mahbowet's true ſucceflonr,and afrerwatds 
ſuch rebellion, as rhar rhe one yet remains, the other was 
(with great bleod-fhed) in a goed while, not appeaſed; 
The ground of which troubles, and the mortal wars be- 
tween Hyſmael, Sopbie of Per ſia, and Selimms 1, was from 
one Haiday or Harduettes, honourably deſcended among 
the Perſians, who (ſan Caſſanes there reigning)contem< 
ning konour, riches, plealure, &c, led ſucha firi life, 
that the vulgar wondring at that in him, which they nei-

Hyſmael taking this opportynicy, arming divers of his 
mo!t able men, with ſome ſmall aid from Pyrchales,cntred 
Armenia;andmore by tame and good will,thati force,recq= 
vered his Fathers inheritance, growing Rronger, & ttron- 
ger by the continual repairing of ſuch, who having recet+ 
ved Haiders doarine, had long(for fear) diſſembled che 
ſame, and beſieging the City Swmachia in Media's cons 
fines; he took and (acked ic, enriching and Arming his 
Souldiery : after which,'be chought how co compaſle the 
oreat City 7 aurrs, the Perſian Kipges Sear, and thenthe 
Kipgdem ; Wherefore, coming thither with his Armyy 
before any ſuch thing was feared, Elvasy was there, who 
had lately vanquiſhed Moratchammw ; after which,be'had 
ſeverely executed divers chief Citizens of T awriz,vthohad

ſolvedro take him away, cauſing them ro write ra Aſme- 
hewea; near to Mahomeres,to poylon him with a poyſon 
encloſed in the Lerrers,wich promiſe of great PO 
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frem the Empereur, charging him (if: he could nor ef- 
ie& it witbout miſtruſt) ro conceal it, &c, Bjazee alſo 
knew Aſmehemedi to bear Mahometes a grudge, Ma- 
hometes, diſporting himſelf, in his Gardens, and being 
chirlty, called for drink, into which Aſwebemeds con- 
veighedjrhe poyſon : which Mabowetes drinking, andill 
at eaſe, ſent for bis Phyſitians : whothinking 1ta diſtem- 
per with the cold drink in his heat, perceived not he was 


poyſoned » till within 6 daies he died ; whereof Bajezet 


hearipg, could not but mourn,commanding all the Cuurr 
co mourn with him, anJ prayers to be made in the Tem-. 
ples, with Alms to be given for che health of his ſoul : he 
being honourably buried at Pruſa, Aſmebemed was. 
calt into priſon, and never more to be een, {uppoſed rhere 
ro be ſecretly made away, Of Bajezet's 3 Sons left, Achs- 
mates (politick and valiant, bur given to pleaſure) Beja- 
zet and moſt of the Courr favoured above the reſt; Corcu 
tx, for his mildneſſc and quiernefle, was of molt beloved, 
bur nor thought fir for the Empire, chiefly by the Soul- 
diers, whom they thought was drowned in the ſtudy ef 
Philoſophy ; yer Bajazet promiſed ro reſtore it him, of 
whom He had received ic almoR 3o years before. Bute. 
havghty Selim, not brooking a ſubjeRs life under bis 
brerhren, and wholly given ro Martial affairs, ſought by 
bounty, courreſie, policy, &c. to aſpire ro the Empire, 
Him therefore the Janizaries &c, wich ſome chief Baſla's, 
wiſhed for their Soveraign, 

Bajazzt the while (far worn with years) and not able 
to help himſelf for the Gour, for preventing fucure trou- 
bles, determined while living, toeſtabliſh the ſucceſſion. 
1n one of his Sons to reprefſe the pride of the other, And, 
alchouch he refolved on gAchomates as che elder, and for. 
affeRion z yer to try his ſubjeRs diſpobtiens, it was ſaid. 
18 general tearms, he meant co make known his Succeſ-. 


ſour, without naming any one Son + not AN + 
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char every one with like ambition thovghe only on the 
Empire, 

Selimis Governouic of Trapezord in 1511, with what 
Ships he could, failed thence to the City Caphaz thence 
coming by Land ro Mabemeres King of the Precepenſs- 
ax Tartars (whole daughter he had married withour Ba- 
jatet*s liking) he beſought him not ro ſhrink from him 
his loving Son in Liw,/erext hope of che Empire being 
propoſed to him by his faithful friends of the Courr, &c, 
if be would bat come nearer to his Father, by fair means 
er fowl, then about to transfer the Empire to ſome one 
Son, The Tartar commending him, ſpeedily made rea- 
dy fore of ſhipping,and arming 1500 horſemen, delive- 
red them co Selim, promilting him greater. aid upon oc- 
Caſion, who pafling Beryſtheres, and alſo Daunbims ar rhe 
City Chelis, bad commanded his Fleer co meer him ar 
Paris in Bulgaria, and Thracis's confines : and levying 
more by the way , pretended, he purpoſed to invade 
Hang ary, | 

Bur Bajazet (before advertized of Selimas his coming 
into Exrope ( Techellis his rebellion yer ſcarce quierted) 
with forreign aid, on his own head, againſt the warlique 
Heangarians, ſeizing alſo on the plates neareſt 7 hrasia, 
and keeping the Euxine Sea with a Navy) ſuſpe&ed the 
Prepararion to be againſt himfelf : and chioking ic berrer 
wich like diffimnlarion, ro appeale his fietce narure, than 
by ſharp reproof further ro move him, ſent him Embaſſa- 
_ dours, declaring with what danger the T#rk;ſh Kings bad 
formerly undertaken thoſe Hungarian wars, Mahomet his 
Grandfather being an example; wherefore, he ſhould 
expe a fitter opportunity, for berrer advice,gorea'er pow= 
er, and hope of vicery. Selim anſwered, He was forced 
to leave Afis by Achomnes his injuries, and rherefore 
came inco Exrope, to win (from the enemies of Mahome- 
Hiniſmh) a larger and better Provinces forchar lictle _ 
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and peaceable,one, which his Father bad given him;that 
he was not. to bz daunted, for danger of the Hangariazs; 
yer thinking:the ancient prowels of chat Natiouro be 
much.cbanged, with the change of rheir Kings, &c. there- 
fore he was. ielalved for his. own honour, which Bajazet 
had ſome way blemiſhed, by his brethrens advancement, 


to dye in field again{t the. enemies of Mahowmeranſm, or 


tro extend the bounds ofthe T wrkiſh Empire : who though 
ore of the.youngeſt, yet would not be accounted inferiour 
to any brether in prowefſe, The Embaſſadours (though 
Selimus (hewed no tokens of peace) preſented to him di- 
yers #ifts to appeaſe him adjoyping Samanaria, or Schen- 
deronia, a firong City of Serviaon Huxgaries borders,with 
other Towns, unto his Government, giving him 60009 
Duicars, and 1000 cloth and filk Garments, with fore of 
provifon to relieve and conrent his Sow!diers; who re- 
turned them to his Father with more doubrful an- 
{wers than before, yer not Changing his reſolution;ſecrer 
Meſſengers and Letters came from Court, whetting him 
forward,. ro make quick ſpeed; Achomates ( ſent fot ) 
being coming with a great power out of Cappadocia, 
Bajazet(now the rather moved)ſaid he would appainr 
his:Succcefſour, who in his Read, ſhould be fic ro govern 
ſo great an-Empire ; bur the 4 Baſſaes prepounding irto 
the Coure Souldiers, they cryed aloud, No Emperour but 
Bajaz#t, under whole fortunate conduR they had ſerved 
above 3o years, &c, ſaying, There was in him yer firengrh 
enough, if be would recain the aged majeſty of his place , 


&c. and that ſuch a one of his children, ſhould 1n due” 


time ſuccee1 him, as of right ought, wiſhing the old Em+ 
p=rour to live in health witha long and bappy rien, he 


- needing not to fear any controverhe after his death ; for - 


the Othoman Progeny uſed to attain the Empire by righ 
and not by faRion ; bur if upon his own liking, he would 
: chooſe ſuch a one as the people ſo well liked nor of, it 
might perhaps brivg in that confuſion, which he rhonghe 
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thereby toeſchew; for the other brethren ould never 
endure ſo notable an injury, &c. 

The Souldiers ſpake rhieſe things by che infiruRtion of 
Selim#s, his corrupted friends; But Bajazer thinking 
they chiefly affefted Achomares, ſaid, He wonld chooſe 
him if they liked it; bur che chief Sonldters (corrupted) 
cupningly commended Achomates, &c. yet \aying, it net- 
ther agreed wich the cuſtome of the Orhowan Kipgs, nor 
was good for che Souldiery or State; for beſides, that nei- 
ther Selimas nor Corcatus,could endure the leaſt ſuſpicton 
of infidelity, &c. it ſeemed ro chem unreaſonable, that 
thereby the Souldiers ſhould be defrauded of their 
uſual rewards in the vacancy of the Empire: for then all 
Jews and Chriſtians, chiefly Merchants at Conſtantinople, 
Peru, Haarianeple, Theſſalonica, and Pruſa, are by the 
FJ anizaries and others; ſpoiled of all their goods : neither 
will they ſwear allegiance to the new Emperour till he | 
hath granced them that prey as a bounty, ſwearing by his 
head (the greareſt affurance) ro pardon all che cffenders, 
Bajazet hereupon, promiſed ro give them 50v000 Du- 
cats, if,chey would accept eAchemates for Soveraign : 
yet the frowardnels of theſe men of war, overcame his 
good fortune ; for they conceived far greater rewards,if, 
1nflead of a peaceable Prince, a reſtlefſe Tyrant as was Se- 
{:s, might by their help, aſpire the Empire, So Baja- 
zef concealing his grief, pur np chac diſhonony, till a firrer 
opportunity, 

Sel:mus .adveriized herenf, not longer to fruſtrate his 
favourices expectation by delay, &c. leaving Emnngaries 
borders, and marching chorow 7 bracie, encamped on a 
bil!'s rifing, not far from Hadri«nople, whence his horſgs 
neighing and Tents (from the City) might be diſcoveres; 
2n1 ſent-to his Father, then there, tt.ar having nor ſe-n 
him in many years, he deſired ro viſit him before his re- 
ceza ( by his appointmen:) to 7 rapezond, never perhaps 
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to ſee him again, ſaying, It much concerned Aſia's qui» 
etneſs , if the concroverſies berwix: him and Arbe- 
mates, might by themſelves | bz diſcovered co him 
cheir Farber, as 4 decidef , humbly beſeeching 
for a time and place of audience, and to kifle his 
| hands, which his Anceſtors never refuſed, to their poor 
: friends , much leſſe children; Bejazet had called ro him 
certain Zaxzacks, With their Companies, out of the nea- 
reſt parts of Greece, ſetting alſofirong watch thorow the 
City, left his Souldiers abour his perſon (upon the poine 
of reyolt)hould in ſhew of Parley, quite be drawn away, 
= now blamed Selimas, tharhe had, on his own head, 
rought his Army inco anothers Province, requiring ao- 
dien.e in Arms, and inſolencly abuſing his Fathers lenicy; 
that he ſhould, not preſume ro approach neater to him 
&C, bur ſpeedily co repair to his own charge in Ponte, 
ſo he ſhould find greater kindneſs wich him than- before ; 
bur if he p:oczeded in his courfe(noc taking him for a Song 
buc an enzmy) he would ſhortly chaftiſe him for his ma- 
lepert inſolency,8c, Bajazer, being advertiz.dthar Selz- 
-as, the night following, was marched towards Conftaxe 
tinople, hoping fer ſore tumulc upon his approachydepare 
ted by bregk of day from.

cher than by his Father's ivord, AdaFapha the moſt an- 
cient Baſla gave this Counſel, Who maliciouſly hated 
Bajazet, emulating the younger Baſlaes, by him promo- 
red, & iecreily attccted Selimm, reſembliny Mahomet his 
Grandfather, both for favour and In conditions, Mnfta- 
phas was 2 Greck Prielt's Son, born in Seres, of a ſly and 
crafty wit, {' bjz& to corruption, his froward and {qin- 
ring look, aiſcovering it, Selimus had allured alſo Bo. 
FFanges Baſia (infamous ſor coyetou ſneſs, ambition, and 
rreachery)ber:oathing by promiſe, one of his daughters 
unto him; and by the ſame (light Aiax, Aga of the Janis 
zar1es ; yea, the Captains either for reward or fear,almoſt 
generally leaned that way. Only Cherſeogles a faithful 
and upright man, thought that Selimms was there by force 
of Arms to be opprefled, before his nearer approach ro 
the Imperiall Ciry, &c, ret to be thought, ſaid he, that 
the naked Tartarien horſemen (though more in number) 
would abide the charge of Bajazet's well-armed Penſieeþ, 
mers : Dot doubting but the Jamzaries would defend 
their aged and victorious Emperour againſt diſobedi- 
ent Selimns, &c, Wherefore he perſwaded him, cheer-|: 
fully co mind bis Seuldiers of his former bounty, as © 
cheir duty; who repoſing his truſt in their fidelity and va 
lour, in that place reſolve?ro chaſtiſe his unnarural Son's

Cc herſeogles (a Chriſtian born) turned Turk being a man 
grown, alway lovips Chriſtians and their Religton, not 
common \ith ſuch retegates, His Father Was Cher ſech:F 
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#7, a {mall Prince of Jhyria: who luftfully beholding a 
Lady of rare beauty and fearure, to whom, Cherſeoples was 
going to be married, whom he enrirely loved, took her 
In marriave himſelf, all his friends crying ſhame on (0 
fawl a fa&, Wherefore, he driven. headion? with de. 
ſpair, fled to. Conſtantinople : on whom Bajazer (liking 
the honourable man, and his cave of revolt) ſmiling on 
him ſaid, Be chearfu), noble yourh, for thy courage is 
Warchy of greater fortune than thy. Hr wake houſe cau af- 
foard: inſtead of thy love taken from thee, the kinivwoman 


of an exil'd Prince (fot ſhe as deſcended of the De(pot's 
houſe) rhou ſhalt have the daughter of a great Emperour, 
of (ingular perfeAion - So, abjuring his Religion, and na- 
med (of Stephen) Cherfeogles, he married Bajazer's daugh- 
ter, Celerving ta be.ong of: the-greareft Baſſaes ; yer,wich 
a defireto return ta bys former profefſion, he ſecrerly k2pt 
the Image of the. Crycifix, This man by intreaty, ſaved 


the Yerctian Senators at the taking of Modon, afterwards 
delivering Grirtia priſoper condemnedto dye, choſe af. 
terwards Duke of Yenige ; By him, the Veret;a»s obtained 
a peace to their good, redeeming a maulti-ude of Chrift]- 
ans, by his auchority and charge,from ſlavety : Neither is 
his furcherance of learning co be forgotten, as in Pope 
Leo 10th his time, Byt Bajazer encouraged by Cherſes 
ogles, and hearing (among other things) that Se/rmwns had 
almoſt encloſed his rereward, got out of his Pavilion, 
(grinding his ceeth with trickling rears) in his Horſe-lirter 
(not ab'e for rhe Gour to fit on hor{-back) ſaying to the 
Penſoners and Janizaries, Whether they bis folter-chil- 
dren, &c, \would ſuffer him, innocent, ro be butche- 
red by his gracelefſe Son > And beii's old and diſea-

The common Janrizaries, ro whom the Comman« 
cere had not communicated their putpoſe of Silimn:, 
cryed out, He ſhould nor doubt to joyn bartell, ſhou- 
cing, clapping 'hands, and clatcering their armour : 
Others for faſhion ſake doing the like, the grear 
Commanders eſpecially, ( whether for ſhame' or tear ) 
changing their affeftion, and Maftaphe with Beſtan- 
£e*, our of a feigned loyalty, encouraged and matti- 
alled the battell: and by Cherſeoflef advice, the Sav- 
zacks, with their horſmen (abou "6600) being ' ſer in 
rhe front, &c, Bajazer command the Trumpets to 
ſound, and a red EnFgn to be dilplayed :  Selimns 
_ Placing his 'Tartarians in both wings, "and Tarks in 
the midf}, &c, The 7 artars roenning round 1in' great 
rings, to ſhoot backwards and forward, annoyed tte 
Twrks greatly with ſhowers of Atrows ; the others far- 
ther off ,, ſhooting more upwards, fo galled the Twrks 
horſes with cheir Arrows dire& fall ; but che old Sovl- þ 
diers ſerring cloſe, received their Arrows With their 
Targets over taeir heads, haftening co come to han- 
dy blows: the Penſioners then alſo bravely charging 
che middle of Se/;zmws his barrel; and Arax drawin;

ws hardly beſet, was yer delivered by ſome 7 arkiſh 
Troops, ſtaying with him, and being wounced and freſhly 


' mounted, ſpeedily followed the Tarters; bur donbting 


to b2 overtaken, he took another cole-black Horſz of 
wonderful ſwiftneſ(s,fo fleeing with a few to YVar#e,thence 
by Sea, to Capha, The Horſe called Carabalo, that is, a 
(wifr Cloud, Selimmm lo efteemed, thar covered wich 
Cloth of Goldzhe was in all his expeditions led after him 
as a ſpare-Horle, and dying at (aire, as Alexander for 
Burephalma, he ereRed a Monument for him, Of 40000 
men brought inco che field, nor aboye $000 eſcaped from 
being lain or caken, Bajeze lofing about 709, and 3000 
burt with 7 artariaz Arrowes., in revenge, pur all raken 
tro the Sword, whoſe Heads and Bodies __ laid aparr by 
heaps : old ruinous Chiur/aa or Zxrnint® , became fa- 
mous by this bacrel, in 1511; bur more famous 
afterwards by Selim, there eniins his dayes bya 
molt loathſom Diſeaſe; YN | 
Bajazet's Sou'diers being after 3 Cayes returned from, 
the Chaſe, he went to Conſtaxtizople, rewarding. them 
chere, Achomates hearing of what had happened, came 
with 20000 men from .Amaſia, tothe City Scutary, (ci-. 
wwared direMly againſt Conftantivople, expeRing what 


courſe his Farher would now take: for. his minde was fill- , 


ed with hop2 of the Empire for ſundry reaſons ceafing, 
not ro ſend over Beſphoru Straitto Conſtantinople, ſolicis, 
ting Bajazer ro diſpa-ch rhe Empires rehgnation, impor= 


tuning alſo his friends ro commend him, and amply to. -* 
extoll Bajezer's purpoſe herein, that Selymms being over= 
thro'ivo, through them he might th2 ſooner abriin che. © > 
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Empire ,, his Inheritance, Bajazet was caktiy emreated to 
hatten what he before derermined, preparing Galleys for 
rranſporting Achomates to Conſtantinople, Bur the Court- 
Baſſaes and Souldiers, again reſiſted it, alleadeing the for- 
mer reaſons, and ſaying, they would not ſuffer him (o to 
diſable himſelf, asro refign, Who had lately ſo couragi- 
ouſly fonghr for the honour of his Crown, &«c, yer pot 
to cut off Achomates , nor he to-difiruſitheir good will, 
buc co enjoy his right in dune time as the eldeſt Sonne,and 
a man of approved valour : ſaying , they had ſufficient- 
ly declared in tbe battel againſt Selim, what minds they 
were of, &c, Oh fowl diflimulation 1 &c, 

Bajazet again diſappointed of his purpoſe, or as ſome 
chovght, delighted with Soveraignry ; for that afcer che 
Victory, he ſeemed as young again, &c, ſent ro Acboma- 
rer how it food, and to deparc ro his charge at eAmaſa, 
whence he would call him when he had won the Souldi- 
ers with new bounty , and procured other Courciers 11- 
kin3, whereby fo great and unuſual amatter might the 
more ſecurely be effeed. 

Achomates thus deceived, and complaining he was 
ſo mocked and contemned, began ro inveigh againſt his 
Father, for making him a by -word, &'s, aſrer by his ap: 
pointment he had come o tarre ; bur if he (til! to doared, 


' reckoning ſo of the Courr- Souldiers, as not to regard his 


promiſe, or what was rizht,he would by Arms defend his 
hononr and right, and revenge the diſgrace : Bajazet an- 
ſvered him by the Cadaleſcher , the Interpreter of their 
Law, and ſo of greateſt authority, that he did nzither well 
nor wiſely, to fall into ſuch choler, thinking to ger that by 
force, which was onely by love and loyalty ro be gained, 
whereas all ſhould be ſurely kept for him , if he marred 
nor that by haſte which by partence he ought to cherith : 
the Cadaleſcher relling him, he might learn by Selymus 

his Exi1mple, what mizhr be for his good, &'s, 
 Achomatesenfl2med with anger and griet,whule {af

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ſpeaking, ſharply rauvting him could ſcarce Ray m 
viglence ,. threazving , that his Farker ſhoul dearly bay

Aladis, he declared, there Was 
no hope left, excep: they with him, would'atm ro defend 
his and their own right, cafe to. be done by aconragjous 
ſurprizane of the leſſer 4 /ia;ſeeing Piſidia, Lycaonia, Pr 
paces and Jenja's Sexe coalt, had 'no Army of Navy; and 
or Corents, there was no great donbr bir tie ' would” 
cher ſir ill, or ir a juſt quarrel rake his part;; howevertie 
might eaGly be thruſt our, doubting nor; bur thac che'a» 
ther Governours would yield ro his Command or For- 
rune : Wherefore, he willed them co pluck'tp their hearts, 
&'c,Theſe Gallants encouraged. had ſoon' trated a notable 
Army of Volunteers, moſt being ſervile trien; But” A- 
chomates, b:fides his old Army, led againft the Perſian 
Rebels, levied new forces, with all rhe able men in Ci- . 
tizs » ſo running and proclaiming bimfelf King of Afi, 
proſecuting, with his ro Sonnes , all who yielded not ro 
him, whereby many Ciries, for ſear, or conſtraint, were 


delivered ro him, Them. entring Zycaonia and Cilicid's 


borders, he frequently requeſted Mahowetes his Brothers 
Sonne, governing there, to ayd him in his juft quar- 
ret, for the recovering of the Empire, &c: And if 
Aahometes would ayd him with men and Viau- 
all, be promiſed, he ſhould finde a betrer Uncle then he 
had a Father, in time to be mo} bounrifally required 2 
whoanſ\yered, he cerſld nor do jt, without Bejazet ; his --, 
onely Severaign, his Conimand ; "tvas nor for him co. 
Jadge wherher hz did right or not; charin his —— f 
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he would reſign to his Sonne, But this he knew, he was 
roob:y no ocher, ſolong as he lived in poſſeſſion of che 
Empire - to whom both bis Farther, 7 z:1bas and him'elf 
dſwornloyalty, Wherefore, it were good co pacihe 
imſelf, leſt he wronged his Father , and overchrew his 
hope and honour, waich of right, ſhould be gtear, if he 
could have patience, Achomates unexpectedly finding 
his requeſts more canſiderately denyed, than were reaſo- 
pably by him demanded, encring his Province, Geltcoyed 
with fire and ſword: which, Mahemetes ſeeking by power 
xo remedy, \was overthrown by Achomates : who fleeing 
to Larends, not farce off, was there beſieged ; and ar laſt, 
with his Brocher a Child , delivered 1nco his hands, the 
City being yielded on Compoſition , who pur to death 
Alahemetes is Councellors, with his foſter Rrocher,ſup-

Selimws to encourage them, broyghc on bis left wing,, aug 
bis Jexizarizs alſo, who with their (boc enforced the 
o:her to retire, Aebemeates(careful)couragioully coming 
on with freſh Troops, the barrel was renewed, and whil;t 
he was in great hope of viQory, Cavogli riipg our of am-

before cAmwirar: and if he ſhould inyade- bim ont of 
Perſia, all lefſer Aſia, for the death of Achomates, would 
revolt frorfi him. Wherefore Hyſmael, at Spring,willed 
eAmnrat,to pafle Ewphrates at Arſenga,into Cappadocia, 
with 10000 Herſemen, to prove the Countries affeRion, 
and enemie's ſtrength : ſending #fts Ogl; with 20000 
Horſe to follow Amsret within a dayes journey, himſelf 
Naying in Armenia with a far greater power, doubcing to 
want Victual in thoſe vaſt anc barr2n places, whereby he 
mult paſſe. 

 Amuratentring Cappadocia, had ſome Towns yielded 
him by friends; ochers he cook by force, facking or ra- 
zing them, and fo fearing the Inhabitants, that chey ſub- 
micting all the way, 'twas thoughrthat he had gone to A- 
maſie, had not old Chendemue, Selimnus his Aſian Lievres 
nant at Sehaffie, no Sivas, mer lim with a great Army: 
who alſs having advertiſed Selimms of the Perfian's com- 
1Dg, he came into Aſia; meeting all his forces at Pruſ«, 
ſpeedily levying thereabout 40000 Souldiers 2: which 
Amnrat underſtanding , theugh deſirons to fight Chende- 
w3ws, yer donbring to be intangled in Antitanress firairs 
by Sel;mmw his ſpeed, he retired ro a Ogls,  Selimns ro 
the great joy of Chr:ſtendom, converted into the Eaft, in 
30 dayes came and joyned with Chendemws at Arſenga,and 
in revenge of his enemies harrying the Countrey , reſol- 
ved to follow them , and enter the greater Armen, the 
chief Perſian Province; The diffculries of this expedi- 
tion were propounded in Councel, to be great and many; 
for the Sonldiers, who had ſoon marched thicher, our of

rwearied Exropeans, and coexpe@rhe coming of his ctie- 
mics,difſwadin2 him from the dangerousexpedition into 
PFerfis, Bur he doing ail things according co his own di- 
reion, tbough not a liccle moved wirh that ſpeech, and 
ſeeing many Captains troubled ar the imagination of the 
danger; yerinafums, refuring a lirtle ot Chendemsr his 
ſpeech, diſmifſed rhe Councel, prerefiing he wou'd pro- 
ceed, hap what would hap: chough thar old fellow he 
ſaid, feared co die hondurably, Whereupon, others ac+ 
caſtomed to ſerve his humour, and envying Chendemws,

benc upon the enemy ; many of whom being over-chage. i 
ged; burſt iniſunder, flaying divers Twrk; ,, alſo many k 
Horles and Mules, terrified with the noyſe, leap: into rhe 
River,and were drowned with 1 Riders; "hs 8

The Per favs alſo having great loſle, retired farther off 
for fear: So Selimns paſſing over, marched roward the 
enemy, vvhom the Perſians notably encountred:The Fight | 
was long :doubrful, and much blood ſhed on both fides; 
and had not the nights approach broke ir off, the Perſians 
chrough multitude; rather thenvalour , had been greatly 
overthrown; but now they eſcaped the Twrk's-puriuit, 
Selimns leaving his Carriages,.&c, with his Foor, march. 
ed with his Horſe, ſnddenly ro turpriſe T aur, before the 
fame of the barrel: the Perſans being as careſu} of thei: 
affaires, The day before, 1a00o freſh Horſemen were 
comming to Hyſmael, who placing them in the 7#rks 
way,commanded them upon their approach,to flee, 

Selimms in the: morning , deſcryins them, iuppoſing 
chey vere ſucty a$ conld not follow the reſt , exhoried 
them couragionſly'ce purſue them; of which, being about 
mid day; weary, they Rayed ar'a little River to refreſh : 
chen again puriuing, leaving thoſe who could nor follow, 
hoping before night_to ranlack rich Tawrs, The Perſias 
Horſemen'in ambutlh, ſerrthe while on the Txrks Foor, 
thought co be {ecure, greatly ſlyghtering them, taking all 
Selimns his Tfeature and Artillery. Which being by Poſts 
made knojyn rohim abour two at night, and thar the ene- 
my was following him, he,wondertully abaſhed, began ro 
retire, The 10000 Perſiars how tnrning on the 7 wrks, 
charged them hardl{y': who being encloſed before and be- 
hind , received a great overthrow; and loſing their En- 
fiens, brake out fidewayes and fled, 

Selimsns alſo fieeingand paſſing Euphrates,brake down

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' Campſon, though ſpent with age and living in worldly 
bliſſe; yer for ſundry cauſes chought rhis expzdition gaed 
and ne:dful ; for he hated Selrmw for his cruelty, and 
would never renew the League wich him made wich Ba- 
Jazet ; deſiring alſo ro repreſl2 and abare his inſolency, 
grown by ſuccels, beyond reaſons bounds , &c, eſpecial- 
ty, fearing the lofle of Syr:4, and fo of all his Kingdom :

Theſe Mamalukes far excelled the Twrks both in 
 Rirevgth, Skilful ridivg, goodly armour and alſo in cou- 
rage andwealth, Many Chrittians of looſe life, or con- 
demned for notorious offences, fleeing to Xgypr, and ab- 
jurinz their Religion, being circumciſed, and meet for 
che wars grew by degrees to great honour, as did 7 ang4- 
rihardinns the Son of a Spaniſh Marriner, by whoſe advice

by him ſent Ambaſſadour to Bajazer, and rtofthe State of 
Venice, about macters of great importance; yet at length 
by evvy ke was brought into diſgrace, thru out of his 
place, calt into priſon, and miſerably died, loaded with 
cold irons, For appealing the iiſchiefarifing in thatſer- 
vile Monarchy (for 4 years ) by civil wars, abort che ſuc- 
ceſſion of a Sultan, after Caytbeiss his death , rothe ſore 
weakeninz cf the Aamalnker eſtate, the great Connivs

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and chief men among(it them offered rhe Kingdom to 
Campſon Gaurns, or(asthe Twrks) Caſaves Ganris a man 
of great inc2grity and courage , and free from ambition z 
who earneſtly, at firlt, r<fuſcd it, exculing himſelf as un= 
fir for ſo high a place, and with tears ſtanding in his eys, 
beſought other great Lords co forbear co chruſt him, (con- 
rent with his private life) into that place ſubje#t ro ſo ma» 
ny dangers, &c, ( for he was terrifed with the example 
of ſo mary Kings ſlain in a ſhort cime by other proud 
competicors).They perſiaded him nor upon a fooliſh ob- 
Rinacy or vain modelty, co refuſe his good fortune ; bur 
couraviouſly re take on him the government of che State, 
ſore ſhaken with civil diſcord, together with the regal dig- 
pity, promiſing by ſolemn Oath, with all cheir power, po- 
licy, and wealth,to maintain and Ceferd rhe Majeſty of his 
State, and that the men of war, ſhou!d not demand their 
wonted largeſſe, till it might be raiſed out of his Cu» 
Roms, an1 other Crown-Revenues; whereby he ſuffe- 
red himſelf to be ſaluted Sultan, and having given 10 mil. 
lions of Ducatsto the men of Warzas a largeſs, and by his 
moderate Government had cauſed men generally ro ad-' 
mire his prowefle and wiſdom, he (o reformed the fha- 
ken Stare of that Kingdom, taking away by poyſon and 
other ſecret devices, rhe chief Authors of rhac Sedirion,

ling chicher all the CMamalukes in Judea and Kgypt, and 
encertaining the Arabians to protradt the war till Winter, 
when the enemy would want viaual - neither was it to be 
feared,' Aleppo (though bur reaſonably furniſhed) could 
be preſently caken, the en:zmy having but ſmall field-pie- 
ces. Beſides, aid would ſoon come from the Perſians out 
of Meſopotamia, and Hyſmaecl was like enough to break 
inco 4/4 the lefſe : chey might alſo, upon requeſt, have 
great Artillery from Rhodes and Cypras again the com- 
mon en:my ; afteriards, he ſaid, {\awpſon,it he ſaw meet 
might (oneeven hand) give battel ; bur ſecing rhe moſt 
farions motions of the greateſt wars, did common|y by 
policick delay grow calm, hz ſhould not make roo much 
haſte, ſince rhe errours of war ofcen chancing through 
Chiefcain's raſhnes, might be lamen-ed and dereſted, buc 
hardly or never recovered or amended.

Eupbrates ; forthe Sultans accounted themſelves unwor- 
thy of that name before they had encamped their Armyat 
Byrtha, and with iolemn pomp forced their horles into 
che River co drink, thereby ro ſhew, they were ready by 
Arms to prove, all to be theirs along Emphrates, from 
Taurusto cArabia's deſatts, But this wars confiderati-

. Þghc landy Deſarts,by tbe winde much troubling the wea- 
ry paſſengers ; bur iucha ſudden calm enſued, che great

Selimus and him eſpecially, wiat Rraragems T omomber 
iss hid eviſed, whcreinco they mult needs fall, if they 
forlook not cne hig way, Wheretore by their guidance, 
they by a great compats and unuſual wsy, came befo:e 
day, ſhewing themſelves at their enemies backs in order 
of batcel, wita cheir Arcillery ready bent, Tomombe- 
#5, though aboie meuure grieved at the fruſtracing of all 
that he wich ſuch induſtry and labour had brought to 
paſs, yer being of an invincible courage, entered inco his

So did the Turks 
likewiſe, bringing chem wichin an arrow-ſhor, So char 
for a good (pace they beat one upon anothet with their 
Ordnance only : the Egyptians Cannoneers being almoſt 
all fin, and many of their Fi:1d peeces broken , by the 
erhers (hor, For Selimus h1d allured many excellent Ca- 
noniers, our of Ttaly and Germany, chiefly of thoſe Jews 
who were banifhed Spain by Ferdiand , diſperſing, Ifrer 
tha-, thoſe devices thorough the Eaſt, Jacobus Regio Le- 
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Bur after. the matcerbrought ro barre!, the Mama! lokes 
with a mo{t hideous cry , furtouſly aſſailed che Turks in 
rhcee places * for Selimus k-eping his your, approached 
form of a half Moon : '4«ftaph led the 
Afians irithe right wing z Jonsſes the Europeians in the 
left, himie!f che main bartel : Sine the Gen&rai of the 
field led a.reat number of. ſcleted Horſmen , with five 
hundred Janizaries, Harquebubers, ready againlt all un- 
celt21nevents, So alnolt ar onc?, fonr ſharp batrels wege 
made 1n divers places. Som? preſent, report, that, what 
for clamonr, notle of In{truments of War, and rifing 6f 
che duſt, all were !0 confounded, that mitiaking ove ano=- 
ther \ they le 7 many friends intiead of enemics : never 
barrels meeting with greater hatred, nor rwo Kings wrh 
Jeſſe care of their perions and (afety , more ceſpe rarely 
ſhewed their ttrengrh and courage, Gazellus ro require the 
Eurepelans for the fla ohr.r nor far itrom Gaza, very to- 
riouſly affailes Fonſes, and ar firit encounter brake his firſt 
Raoks over: hrowing tom- of his Guidons ; and the Ara- 
bians then preſſing in behind forced choſe vitorio us, cre 
flower of 7hrace, T heſſalia, Epirus, Macedonia and Gre- 
ciaro flze, which never enemy before ta: but $12an come 
ming ſpeedily in wich his freſh Troops , r-:Rores the 
declining barcel; and while hewas he hting couractouſly 
in the head of his barce!, be was by Cap:ain Bidon com\- 
ing 1n, ſlain : to reicue vw hoſe deao body , while his fol- 
lowers laboured , they were by Gazeltns urfolding his 
Troops, moſt {1ain, the re{t pur ro flighc : and the five 
hundred choiſe ]anizaries, now dellitare of Horle lc, when 
they had done what was poſſible were compaſled, cut in 
pieces, and crodden under foot ina trice, Mnffapha in 
the orher wing,fore preſſed the Egyptians lefc wirg.which 
valliant Helymis the Diadare, and Giapal led , who had 
lately received grear harm by Se/imws his overthwart Ord- 
K nance, CMuſtapha hereupon with his whole Troops, 
a overthrew their broken Ranks, and gliſering, with a lond 
vyoyce 
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voyce encouraged bis: Aſians by valour or honourable 
death, to recover cheir honour loſt in the fields of eg 1- 
+ 

Then a!ſo Tomombeins breaking thorow the middle 
baccle of the Turks-Horſe, ertered amorg the Foot, gi- 
ving many a deadly wound wich his Scimurar, he being big 
and firons. The Arabians alſo had encloted rhe utrer- 
moſt of the Turks, forcing chem in many pi1ces to urn 
uponthem, being dovbr:vliy charged before :nd behind. 
Selimus ſetting forward wich his foot; and ] anizaries,nei- 
cher the couragtous barbed Hories,nor rtaeir Riders could 
abide their force ; for with their harquebuhiers and pikes, 
they (o trongly be (ertheir front,thart nothing could Rand 
where thar linked body ſwayed ; yer thi* cruel barrel cons 
tinued doubtful fromrhe fourth hovur,ri}! Sa" ſerring,eve- 
ry parc of boch Armies with divers ſucceiies e::during the 
fary of rhar fighr,horch viftors and varquith-d, tighring as 
prodigai of their lives, &'c. So thartheir bodies wearied 
and weakened with wounds, {upporred with anger ſeem- 
ed ſufficient ro mantain that Bartel rill nexr day ; if the 
darkneſs coming on, had not ended that dayes ſlaugh- 
ters 

Tomo=:beins ferring to be utterly ov. r:hrown, firſt 
ſounded a rerrear, thar his Mamalukes might not ſeem to 
be put ro ſight ; forthe forrune which deceiv'd his firl} 
hopes, {eemedro promile better ſacceſs; 1f, as nor diſcou - 
raged, heſhould renew the War, The Turis enjoying 
their enemizs tents and'Ordnance, purſued chem till mid- 
nizhr, Ic was fooght Jas, 24. 1517. The Diadare was 
taken in flighc, mortally wounded, and valiant Biden, ha- 
ving his knze broken with a ſhor, his Horſe being rhere- 
vith lain: both whom, Selimns next day, commanded 
co be ſlain either for their wounds chought uncurable, or 
ro revepge Sinan's death, which he wonpdrouſly lamen- 
red. | 

The Turks Armies was greatly impaired cyen in their 
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forcunire Butels : che fouct h part was conſumed by fick- 
neſs and Sword,chat day tyring many Hotles, beſides their 
focmer long journzy, Wazrefore not yer exp:rie"cing 
che Ciirians diſpoli:ion, nor certainly undertianding 
where Tomanbeuus [tayed , or what he reſolved , Rtaying 
four dayes at Mathaeres an] Rhod ima, he provided for his 
wonnded,and burying his d2ad,bur not his enemies. Then 
for more commnadious watzri12, he came into the plains

ſionto reb21 : alſo by benefit of the nignt, ro-avoid the 
danger of their great O:dnanc:, Bur Sel:mus by ſome 
M1malukes who diily farſook bin, underitanding here» 
of, making great fires in his C1 np , kpc: molt careful 
watch: whereby nzx- night Temembeius wis repulied 
wich no ſaull lo's cf his fir Troops, unadviſedly going 
on £90 far, and miſdoubting thz unwonted fires, called 
b:ck his haſting Troo9s, marching inco the very mouth of 
the O:dnance bent on chem, 

- Tommmbeins his chi:f Cap-ains now perſy:ded him 
with bis whole (trength co min Caire and keep the Turks 


_ from entring; whzrefore the Mimalukes coming chirher, 


furniſhed all rhzir fimilies, and flit roofs of their Houſes 
with all kind of Weapons: requeſting the Egyptians ro 
take aromas againſt cheir antient and mortal enemies, nor 
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co ſuffer chemſelves to be ſlain, their goods ſpoiled, and 
their wives and children to be miſerably caprivated, fince 
the mercile's enemy ( if they overcame ) wonld not ſpare 


them, chough they (tood as newrers, &'c, Many of the © 


wealthielt, as they thought che charge would be hurtful rs 
their crades and wealth ; ſo were they ready to help their 
old Lords, But many of che middle fort, and far moe of 
the baſeR vulgar, having little or noughrt to loſe, hoped 
to gainby others loſſes, and remembring their aboat three 
hundred years (lavery under the proud Mamalukes ,: kzpr 
cloſe, exp:Rins the laſt event, ſecretly rejoycing,that their 
cruel Maſters ſhould now be jufſily puniſhed ; and the 
more, that the revenge ſhould be by the hazard of others 
lives, with which, chey hoped ſhortly co fill cheir 
eyes. 

T omombeius with much labour and care fortified all 
the gares and entrances of that grear and ancient City ( for 
ic was not compaſſed with any walls ) appointing toc very 
ltreer a Captain, in every publike place encouraging rhe 
people, and omitting nothivg that.conld be done ar de- 
viſed : making cheerful (hey of greateſt hope in ſo great 
a danger, The Mamalukes alſo, itrivingly , according ro 
every ones deviſe, cauſed great ditches, or Timber-logs re 
be calt along the fireers, ſome ſerring up ſharp Stakes in 
covert Trenches,that the enemy falling on them unawares, 
might be engaged ; others furniſhed the windows and 
fronts of their Houſes in the greateſt Areets z with 
Harquebuſiers,and all (with many moe) with ſuch ſpeed, 
that none refuſed to pur his hand to any labour. The 
broadeſt freer came ſtrait from the Eaſt gate to the Calle 
and middle of rhe Ciry (the reſt, were ſo narrow and 
crooked , that nogreat Artillery could b2 brought by. # 
chem, or Sonldiers enter without great danger ): into this, I 
eſpecially, Tomombeins conveighed his chiefeſt firengrh, W: 


for the enemy muſt needs come in that way ; bur the in- WF; 


nermoſt part, where the Caſtle tood > was kept \ith a ; 
very y* 
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very oreat, ſtrong and valiant Garriſen': thence, on all oc* 
caGons ro come for relief; for why, thar oreatelt City, 
co 1d no: with his then le {mall power, bein every place 
ſptficien-ly de:ended. Selimas cerainly underſtanding 
hereof, dreiv nearer to rhe City with tus Army, exhor- 
ti.1g them, now « little ro force rhemſelyes for gain- 
ing of rhe Bowards due ro their tormer labours and 
ViRories, which he {ald, would be more and greater than 
th:y had imagined : elling them;rhere was bur few good 
Souldiers left with the dztolate Sulran,&c. making them 
blieve, be was lent for by che Zgyprians, promiling to) 
aſſail the Mamalukes whoſe name they hated , upon oc- 
caſion, our of th2ir tiouſes ; yer ſaying) they were not to 

2 accounted quite ove rcome, which lived in hope, with 
Weapons in rheic hands, pofizſled ot the chief City ; 
therefore ro think, that 1n that day's fortune reſted rhe 
g00d or bad eſtate of their lives, honour and fortunes : 
aſſuring chem it ivould b= bur (mal! labour to bring it to 
an endif in tha: new kind of hiehr as in ocher Bartels ;they 
would bur refolvero overcome. 

This (peech euflamed the Souldier?, bur hope of ſuch 
prey, much more; Sv that Selrmus enrrivg by the gate, 
Baſſuelechrult in his Horie ar eive's places ac once, "bur 
bronghrt in his Jariziries by rh2 larzelt {freer Arr firkt, 
Horſmen with Horſmen blondily forght in the narrow 
ftreets, but the Foot dilcharging their Cul: rings ard Fal- 
cons before them among ch<thickelt enemice,cl22r-d the 
Aceer; bu: coming ro the Baracadoes and Trerches, and 
to remove Timber-loos, &c. by force, they foughr ich 
force and oblRinicy on both parts, never jn mans memory 
more crnel : for they were not :3107ant , char 'rwas as 


* well as fer their lives and Empire, as for honour, Here 
the Turks rec2ived grear loſſe, for running on, che hinder- 


molt on the tormott, they rambled by heaps inco the co- 
vert Trenches, and were impailed upon rhe ſharp fakes. 


The women and children allo throwing down Rones, 
tyles,&s, 
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tyles, &c, from bouſe-tops and windows, upon them * 
they, as they could iple them, fetching them w, with their 
Ha:quebuhes, or breakire into theit Houſes ard tobring 
with diverſe ſuccefſe ; bur molt of the &vyptians accord- 
ing to either fortune,afſailed ſometimes the Turks,ſore- 
times the Mamalukes, Many civel encounters were at 
once, in divers places ; for,crofling frem lirect ro Rreer, 
they both happened on new enemies, and the Yictors 
purſuing a-front , wete' by others followirg them (lain 
downright. The lanes and ſtreets ſo lewed with blood 
of rhe (lain hea ps, thar the duſt at firlt,very taick-was laid 
as with a plentitul ſhowr;the ayr was darkned with (moak 
and arrows, and through clamour, noiſe of Armour, and 
Artillary , the carth ſeemed to tremble, and che houſes to 
fall down, + PS: 

It thus continued io v. hole dayes and nights withour 
ceaking, yer the Mamalukes feiv, 'and tbreugh tuckJabour 
and watching, giving ground by dcerees, retired forther 
- Into the City, The third day beict with the great<f dan- 
ger they ſo reſolutely fought that the Turks reuring a 
oreat Way, Jeft jome Field-pieces bckind them : wherear, 
Selimsus deſpairing commanded te fire the Houles, elpe- 
cially for that Joxuſes Baſſa, was in his Gght dangerouſly 
wounded by atone qut of a window. The Houles burn- 
in”, the Egyptians crycd for mercy : the Turks fighting, 
bur faintly expeQing a retreat : but they had iudden 
news, that 21#ſtapha on their fide had forced the ene- 
mics to retire and flee; for he being dy ſome diredted ro 
a broad freer, where the Mamalukes had left their Horſes 
ready that on the worſt chance, they might retire , and ſo 
halte ro their appointed Refuges, took themall awayha- 
ving put to flight the weak Garriſon of moſt part Hori- 
boies and Muletars, 

This accident, darnred the MzmaJjukxes : who now, - 
hard'y beler, and in their own judgement evercome.fled, 
moſt with Tomorbeinsre Nile, where being tronfported 
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in boars, they fled into the Connery Sigeſ#: others hiding 
in Egyptians Houles and Jeathiome co:ners of the Ciry : 
I 500, of the better ſort fled into Aſahomer's Temple,long 
detending themlelves,co yield on honourable conditions; 
atlaſt, through chirſt, wearineſfſe, and wounds, with the 
fary of the Ordnance, they yielded to their pleaſure; part 
b-ing ſlain in the porch, the reſt, ſent down the River ro 
Alexandria to be afterwards there murdered, 

Selimus now , ſent part of his Army, to quench the ra- 
10g fire, proclaiming thoroww the City , that all Mama- 
lukes yielding themſelves within twelve hours; ſhould 
have mercy, ocherwiſe, no hope of life; propoſing Re- 
wards tothe Egyptians revealing them , bur concealing 
them, co 1mpail chiem , ſelling their wives and children, 
and co burncheir Houſes ; whereupon, many Mamalukes 
came forth, and being caſt into Irons, ere ſoon after per- 
fdiouſly murdered, it beiog given our, they ſought to eſ- 
Cap: - and many Egyp:ians nor breaking their faith wich 
the Mamalukes, their neighbours appeaching them, moſt 
conſtantly died for their iriends, | 

The in{olent Turks ranſacked all the Ciry, drawing our, 
and f11ying the hidden Mamalukes, rifling the Houles of 
friends and foes : and ſome; in the ſame Houſes, raged ar 
otice ith coverouſheſſe, cruelty and luſt, as every one was 
mclined, That day thac Sel1mns took (aire, Gazelles, 
 Iatelygone to Thebais ro aſſemble the Arabians and nei 
'Tupplies, came thicher ; bur findipg all loft, &c, he came 
to S:{:m7w5 upon faith given for ſatety of him and his fol- 
lovers (chree Arabian Captains and a number of good 
Horſmen) in the midi of his chief Capriins boldly ſpeak» 
ing to him ; If fortune had nor envied our ſafety, thou 
ſhoaldf nor now have had matter (moſt noble Selimns)ro 
excel others in ;vorthinefſe of mind, Whilſt we were 1n 
Arms,our State ftandipg whole,we,as proudly prefuming 
lictt: accounced of thee or the Turks name, yea we bate 
chee agcnemies ; bur having to the utmoſt Pay thy 
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force, admiring thy proweſſe and viaories, not given 
withont the providence ot the immoital God, we hum 
bly come to thee, to better our adver'e tortune , that thou 
by ſparing rby varquiſhed ard yielding encmies , mayelt 
extevd thy Fame beyond the reti of thy immortal glory. 
We faitt fully ſerved 7 emembeins, while he held even 
bur che name of aKirg, &s, But be being oriven om, 
wandripg the Deſarts, wicertain whether ro Jive or nor; 
we come to thee, rarher as foriakencÞan fortaking their 
Prince, to ſhew thee our loyalty and valour : it by 
thy goodnefle we may lerve under thy worthy conduAs 
Sel1m1ns knowing Gazeles his veirue and valonr. and de- 
firing a league with the Arabins (or rather Alarbes)moRt 
to be feared ; courteouſly receiied them with horoutable 
penſions, and to torget their oid cate lecking for greater 
thin?s of him, Nor long after,the Moors nd Arabiars 
with ſome Mamlauk s fled to Acbaſia, making incurft- 
ons abour ( «ze, often cvttirg ft Turks leekirg 107 for- 
rage ) he ſerding Gazel'esto refrefle them , he quickly 
winning and ſacking Achaſia. ſlaying mett of theſe Ad- 

venturers, returned in lefle time then was expeRed, 
Tomombeins the while , began ro make head again, in 
Sigeſta; for he ſent for a firong company of Namalukes 
from Alexandria, many great Arabians and Moors of thar 
Country pre-mifing him their help : Beſ:des, many Egyp- 
tians of ( are, who became a prey, precmiled, if he would 
comerhither by night, chey would raile a tumult, that 
ſhou!d eafily work the Turks confuſion, ſince they could 
no longer encure their indignities : ſencirg bim word, 
that theTurks were now but a contemptible nvmber,moR 
being flain in rhe Barte), and roftof che reſt very weak 
with wounds and Gcknefſe : Wherefore hope beganto re- 
vive 7 emombeins his invincible heart y above his miler- 
able Rate, Ore Albuchemar an Feyprian, the greatefl man 
In all Sigeſ{a, wherherto atertthe War out of his Covn- 
Ly, Or ito gain Selirras his geed Jiking, come and certifi-

r14 and Carinthia, rather purſue his enemy ; bor others 
ſaid, twas one thing to invade,and another to defend,@c. 

Charls being come to YViema, and viewing the Army, 
found therein 260c00 men, 120000 bing counted od 
Souldiers ; Ic was thoughr.that ſa many worthy Captains 
and valtanc Sou'diers, were never ( betore) in man's me-* 
mory, t®gether in one Camp: all the Flowre and ſtrength 
of Germany 'irom Viſtala to Rhexe, from the Ocean to

rever before heard of, &c, Beſides, the great number of 
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Spaniards and Burgnndians: the Bohemians lay nor far 
off, with the Sileſrans and Moravians : There were allo 
ſome Troops of Polonians, as ioluntary men. King $z- 
giſmund winking thereat ( asit withour hi- knowledge ) 
being careful, not raſhlyro bicak his Leagne with So- | 
Iyman, 

This Army lay ina great field near Viezna in an excel- 
lent order; ready to recelve the enemy : Which many 
Gentlemen beholdiny, wept for joy, conceiving aflured 
hope of ViRtory, it the Turk with all his Forces durſt 
joyn in Batre), But So/yman advertiied of rhe Emperours 
tir. rgth and manner of laying, got over the River 1u- 
74, and at Marparg, by Bridces ſuddenly mace, paſſed 
over Dravss,and io to Belgrade, thence to Conftantineple, 
leaving here and there ſome remembrance of his cruel- 
ty, anc (ill looking behind him, if the Emperour were 
not at his heels, when as a few Dalmatian and Croatian 
Horſe puriued his Rear, Its reported he carried 3o0eg 
into captivity, beſides many thouſand ſlain.

_ Ferdinand himſelf went, or Vaſtius, or Leva were their 
General : and the Sonldiers ſaid,They would ask leave to 
depart,if they had nor 3 months pay,knowine they ſhould 
reyer ger itof poo King Ferdinand : Vaitius greatly | 
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perſwaded them to remember che faich of Souldiers, &c, 
ſaying, Valiant Souldiers never wanted pay , furniſhing 
themielves by Viories, with all veceflaries : and thar 
chey had no- jult cauſe tro miſlike Aaramaldu , being an 
old Captain of great experience, andplaced by the Em- 
perour as mol iufficient : having well appealed them,and 
being cone to Viewna, to take order for remedying of all 
difficuities : night the nurſe of ſedition, gave farther 
ſcope to the mucinous Souldiers, There was then brovghr 
co the Camp, very coorie hoary, moulded bread, whi.h 
ſome, on their Speares poin-, (hewed to their felloYS in 
Sreat choler, rayling againtt King Feraimand, &c, 

And a Jitle before, a Spaniſh common Souldier caſling 
the like bread at Vaſtias's feer in rhe Generalls Tent, bi - 
terly curting the Emperour and Ferdinand , had raiſed a 
wondrous tumulrt :; wherefore, rhe /tal:zaxs flocking to- 
oether, gre many hard ſpeeches abour th.1r pay, Vitu- 
alls, and rhe War's difficul:y ; and ſetting np one MMar- 
con upon a heap of Saddies, he was by divers Cap ains, 
requ:ſted frankly to ſpeak, what he thought concerned 
all cheir ſafety and welfare: where, he is reported, to 
have wtered a ſedicious Oration unto them : at which 
very ume grent Blazing-Starre was ſeen at Vienna,which 
the ſaid Marcsnins called a terrible and bloudy Com-t, 
ſhooting az ſaid, his Beams toward /taly, Burt his Speech 
ended, the Souldiers highly commending it ; a contuled 
poyle was heard throughout ther ; bur the Drums pre- 
ſently ſtriking up a march, they go forward tawards Neo- 
ſtat, Six Captains drew after them 8000 Sou'diers, the 
reſt for ſhame, and fear ſtaying with Maramaldu. 

Vaſtiaa, and civers great Companies hearing t!.ereof,

Charls 
the 5ch, their wondrous preparations in 1 532, tome mar- 
vellous alteration being expeRed, and the more for that, 
rhen,a great Blazing- Starre app-ared for 15 dayes, Inthe 
meincime, Andreas Awria with 35 tall Ships, and 4$ 
Galleys, and 25000 good Souldiers, greatly annoyed che 
Turks in Peloponeſu - who near Zazxt Iſland , me: wath 
Capellins the Venetian Admiral with 60 Galleys fer forth 
tor their own defence : who though kind .o Aria, yer” 
could not joyn with him again the Turk, Solyman ha-' 
ving la:ely renewedan old league with the Veretians:who 
bare themſelves (o indifferent ar that time, that twas 
choughr they at one 1Þ(tant advertiſed Auria of Hy mere» 
les, the T wrks laying with 60 Galleys in Ambracia Bay

eAxaria (our of hope of doing: any good againſt the

by Land, and 150 by Sea; yer the T#rks mantfully repul-

gain(t ais will, A forward man herein, was on? Barb a- 
tins, a valiant Greek , who ſpeaking the Twrks Linguay2, 
allo, b2it knew che by-wayes : undertaking in dead of the 
night, to bring them to the enemies, undiſcovered, 

So Macicars Charging Liſcanius and Mendoſins, not to 
ſuffer any ro 2o out of che City, leſt the enzmy ſhould 
know,ſ(er forivard about 10 at night;towards Anaruſſa:$% 
reſting all next day in a ſecret wooddy valley, they ſe: for- 
ward again at n'ght, and came to Axdraſſe before day; in 
whica Town, of nogreat lirengrh, lay on2 Caravxs with 
3000 Foor, half Jenizaries; and inthe Suburbs, eAches- 
wates With 1900 choiſe Horſemen, JMacicaus went di- 
realy ro the Town to ſurpriz2 ic : Hermoſilla the whilz, 
Randing Rill with ſome Spaniards, over againk the Horſe- 


men, diſcovered them by cheir light marches, who awa- 
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king the careleſs Watchmen, an Alarum was raiſed jn the. 
Suburbs, HermoſiHa, ſerting upon the Horſemen, flew 
many before they could arm ; and firinz the Stables, ma- 
uy 7 wrks periſhed with Herſes and Arms. Through the 
tercible noyſe, (eſpecially ofthe Horſes, which burn ti- 
ed; or breaking looſe, ran upand down with tails and 
mains on fire) there was an Alarum in the Town, the 
7 urks gettingto theWalls before the Spanzaras conld en- 
ter. Aacicass triving to break inat a Poltern, was ſhot 
inthe head and ſlain, wr h divers others near him : the 
Turks (allying our vpon the ſmall number , forced them 
ro retire tro Hermoſilla, by whoſe direftion, they retired 1n 
ſo good order, that tho'e molt forward to purſue, cauied 
others,by their death, co make leaſt haſte, 
 eAchomates halting thither alſo with 200 Hargne- 
beſiers,taken up behind his Horſemen,and too hotly preſ- 
fing on to be revenged, was lain with a Buller ; to theſe 
Horſemen returned from further purſuir, The wearied 
Spaniards and Greeks retiring Rill as ready to fight, recur- 
ned to Coroze, The 7 #rkiſh Garriſon preſently afrer , re- 
movivg tro Megalopolis, now Londarinm, they of Corone 
came to Andraſſa, and buried cheir ſlain tellows, burying 
honourably Macisans's Head ar Corone, which the 7 wrks

reſt in Hangar) it being g reportedthar King John,througn 
his Subjects 1oliciration, deiired peace with Ferdinand, 10 
he might enjoy the Kingdom during life, afterwards to 
remain to Ferdinand and his Heirs : Wherefore Solyman, 
bart nothing might b= done unknown, in his ab'ence; ſene 
Als) fins Grittns as his Lieutenant, 10 be aſhRant to John, 
and 1o, as that withour him, he might conclude norhing 
in matters of Stare, Wirth this Commiſſion , Grittus «cn- 

red Tranſilvan'a (much :bour Solymar's going againlt 
9s Perſian) with 7000 Attendants ; Batianys and Docia 
H ung arian Captains, With their Companies, being two, 
allo,nany being ZF4miz4ries, Ar his firlt coming \ be ſent 
ourtis Command co. the Governours in that Provide, 
charging them to repair ro him as So/ymars Depury, &c., 
* ibachus, Biſhop of Yeradinm , was then Vayuod of 
Tranſiluania, whoſe [mall balte to welcom him, &c. ver 
much offended G7itt#s, who ſo dehired, at his firſt en- 
tr.nce , to have bis Authoricy confirme t in the mindes 
cf che vulear, by the teady atrendance of the Governovur, 
But ir as brni-ed,chat rhe Biſhop upon a Chriltian Zeal, 
d-reted the 7 »rbs fciendſhip, leſt char fruicful Countrey 
fhonld by ſorne meanes fall into their hands. 

Grittus at Baxoxia, heard that the Vayuod was coming 
with a great Traih, encampinhg about 1o miles off, with 
overs Pallanc Troops of Horiemen;| inſomuch , as the 
Biſhops Retihue made ſhaw of a 060d Army : which 
mooved Gritt#s exceedingly, thar he thould be forced o- 
penly ro parley with him; as with ay enemy. When theſe 
two great ones had met cogether in the fields, and dined 

| withouc any (hew of friendſhip, Grittas covertly threar- 
ned ro be reverged on all who ſhould make ſo light of 
his Authori:y: and depar:irg, took his Twrkiff Cap from 
his hexd, and PS n1hg it, aid, T his ( ap will ot hold two 
Headsdand therefere it muſt be fitted to one, and ſo put it on 
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fourth Emperonr of the Turks; 
Docia deadly hating the Vayed, (wha long before bad 
for vis malapert Speech in a great Atlembly, given him a 
bloiv with his hilt) hereupon incenſed Gr:trws againlt him, 
laying, Thy Honour makes a fit compariſon: neither can 
this Province contain two equal Governours, nor thou e= 


vere”joy thy poer, except thou this day with ſpeedy re» - 


{olucion, defend both Solyman's credit, and thy own,@'s. 
Grittus the more enraged with his Speech , commended 
D-cia_ promiling him ioon co require his good will, eſpe» 
cially,if by ſome notable acrempt , he would aba e the 
Biſhop's pride.lIrs laid; Gr:tt#s, once charged him to take 
the Biſhop, thac he mighc have ſent him 1n Chains to 
Conftantinople, and bellowed the Vayuodſhip on Laſces : 
who becauic King Fohn could not without danger place 
him a Po[on;an , Governour of ſo Warltke a people, bur 
preferred this Biſhop, reverenced and feared of chem : he 
ever complained, that Joh had deluded him ; and though 
he kepr wichin the bounds of Loyalty, yer eftranged from 


bin in minJ, was now become one of Gritns his tole 


lowers, Sd 

Grutss, delivering a trong Company of. Horſe to Do» 
cia, came ſecretly and \udd-nly ro the YVaywods Camp, 
having lewned by his Hungarian Spies, thar he lay in.the 
f2\ds in his Tent chrough the hear, withour Watch and 
Ward, his Rerinue being diſperſed round about ; fo thary 
laying in his bed, and fcarce well awaked by his Cham- 
berlains, and the noiſe of Decia ; breaking in, cut off his 
head as he lay:thole laying near, fleeing and leaving rheic 
Horſes and other things for a prey. Docia returning, pre* 
ſenced the Head ro Erittus, brought by che eare, 


Laſcus was preſent , bur ignorant of the murrher : to. - 
whom Grittss ſaid, Laſcss, doſt thon know this ſtayen - * 
pace: *cis a great mans head ; burof ore very ambitious, *: 
rebellious, and proud : who replyed, though I loved bing. 
not, yet I choughr ir nor ſo, whileſt it Rood on his ſhouls © 


ders, dilallowiog therein, the fa& : whereupon , Grittas 
Qqz [. 
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T he. Life of Solyman, the Magnificent, 
began to repent it, ſaying, Though he was worthily flain, 

et h2 had rather he had been taken. The Biſhops triends, , 
and almolt all 7 74»//vania roſe in Arms to revenge his 


- dzath, whom they loved and feared : 4000 Horie and 


Foot under Stephen Malat,bing aflembled in few dayes. 
Grittas perpliex29d, and doubting what co do, ſpeedily got 
with his foliowets, to the Rronz Town Mege, till either 
the peoples rag: \vere appeaſed, or he were relieved by 
King John, or the Sanzacks of the Twrks frontiers, They 
of Mege iceing ſo many Tarks With him, ſhut che Gates; 
yet by Docra*s and Batianis's periwaſion , they received 
him inte the baſe Town , having retired .wi:h their ſub- 
{tance 1ato the higher, commanding the lower, While 
Grittus was for: 1iying, ard ſending for ayd, the p:op'e 
with hideous noyle, appro:ching, at:empred to icale the 
Walls and Rampiers: which they doing, with more fury 
than di:cretion, were eafily repulſed, and many fla'n, Af- 
ter witch, by Afalat's direRion, they encamped on every 
ſide ef the Town, bopirg, that unprovided of ViRuuals, 
they could not long hold out : Gritt#s the while, fell fick, 
a"nd the rather , not hearing of any expected ayd ; for 
Jehr, glad in mind of the diſireſs of his Kingdoms Over- 
ſeer , yet ſent for faſhions lake, ſome Troops : who nor 
wholly ignorant thereof, purpoſed not to come timely for 
his good, The Sanzacks refuſed , envying his honour, to 
depart from their charge wi:hcut Sol[ymans own Com- 
mand : and Laſcus, departing to procure ſome relief, did 
in this extremity, forſake himalſo, The Citizens in the 
upper Town, p2rceiving their Countreymens full reſolu- 
tion, and the Tarks difficulties, aſſailed rhem thence alſo, 
Grittss ofizredrhem a maſſe of money), ro ler bim paſſe 
forward into Huvgary; but they were not to be mooved 
from revenge, by Gold, At laſt, he ſent rich Jewels to the

. ſome Troops, when hefallied ont of the Town, And ſal- 


| 04 lying out ar'the time appointed, wich his Commiſſion in

his band, miſſing the Meldawian, fell upon Schenden, the 
Biſhops Kinſman, and ay/ar, his familiar friend: who 
running on him with romujcnovs ſpeech , caughe from 
his head bis rich Cap » and cook him, weak and not refilt- 
ing: all his followers, chiefly T#rks, being {lain or ta- 
ken, Grittss beſet round, and examined in the Generals 
Tent, why he commanded the Vayuod tn be ſlin > pro- 
refed he never commanded any ſuch thing ; but all the 
psople cryed, thar he ſhould be ſacrifices ro tie Vaymeas 
Gholt : whereupon, 24aylat delivering bim to Schenden, 
his Head vas preſently ltruck off, The Nobles and the 
V ayueds Kinimen, dipping (ome part ct their Garments 
in his blood, the long: rto keep 1n mind the reverg2, This 
was the ſhameful end of Aloy ſins Grittus, a Chriiiian, 
(ivho was ib ſuch credit with Solyman ) while be climbed 
L00 faft up the i1l-ftaved Jadder of ambition, 

The Executloner, found about him. Jervel:, valued at 
49 Millions of Duckets: ere long, E2/crus was ex1mi- 

n:d at Buda by John, upon torture concerning Gritt»s's 
Commits1on and purpoſes, and ingreat Canzer of lite;s3 
bur by S:g:ſnzwad of Poland's interc -eſſion , be was freed, 
lo fieeingto Sigrſmund's Court, Docia was rent in Pleces 
by the -ople. 

When Grittus came into Hungary, Solyn:an undertook 
rvo great expedicions at once: one by Land, againlt rhe 
Perſrans, the other avain(i the Aoores in eAfrick, by Sea, 
bur we will firſt declare what his Lievtenncs Gid agiinlt 
tae Moors, Hariadenus, ſurn\med Barbardſſaſucc zedin 0 
his elder|Brother Horruccius im the Kingdom of 4 giers, x 
had by many Victories, fo enlarged char Kin2dom, that 
his name was become te:rib!e, both rorhe Chrillians and-. 
wild Moors, and his fame in the Twrk!h Court, the chief ._ 
Motive of Solyman's invading eAfrick, Horruccins ard - 
Hariadenns born, at Mytilene of Lesbos , weary of chake* | 
poor eſtate with their Farher a renegade Greecran flea - , 
{mall Gallior, and by chance conſorting with Tamales, a- 
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moſt famous Pirate : Horruccins b:came a Captain vn- 
der him; and growiog rich, and allo (trong, with Gal- 
lies and (laves taken l at laſt, conſorting with other Pi- 
rates,over whom he commanded aS an arch Pirate,ſoughr 
for purchaſe as far as Mavr.ctania,Then was Selimes,Kirg 
of that now called A/giers, in Arms againlt his Brother 
Mechemetes his competitor, who aided by the Numid:- 
&#ns, pur his Brother in great doubt : who with a maſle of 


| _ money payd, induced Horruccins, and his followers, to 


defend him againſt Mechemetes : which he (o happily 
performed, eſpeciaily by his Harquebuſiers, thar repul- 
fing thoſe Savages, he ſer Selimes at pzace in his King- 
dom; but Herruccics noting th2 Kings mild and ſimple 
diſpoſition, (and raar the naked Moos were no Souldi- 
ers, alwayes at variance ; and rhe Namiatans divided and 
bare) f1:w him as'he was baching bim'elf : and murcher- 
Ing thoſe he thought would withlland him, allo by cruel- 
ty and bounty, {0 wrought , that be was choſen King of 
» eAlgiers : ſnonly after, be ſurpriſed Circello, a famons 
City, 69 m les off, by his Souldiers in Me en Habit; 
Afcer which, he by Hariadenxs, troubled rhe Mediterra- 
neen, and all his N21gkbors with his Galleys : and him- 
ſelf by Land ſo prevailing , that men of ſervice reſorted 
to bim, as the chief man in thoſ: parts.

Hariadenas not inferior to his Brother, by the Soulc1- 
ers general content, took the Kinydom , and bezan to aſ- 
Pice cothe Empire of all that part of dfrick : where'ore 
he held p:ace with ſom, and Warres with oth2rs, as belt 
ſerved his purpoſe: robbing and ſpoilinz the Coalts of 
Spain, Saraimie, and the Baleares Ulnos, becoming fa- 
nous, and fearful ro his enemies: ſlaying Hamer of the 
Numiaiens, and chaling away Berchades i ni Amida, two 
great Prices : everconiing Meoncada the Spanicrd who 
iore wounded, hardly eſcap:d the flight, long divers 
Gallies - he alſo at Sea ſlziv Pertundus, admiril of Spain 
with his Son, taking ſeven of his Gallies s ſ:ndirg h's 
Enh2n with parc of the {po1l, a prelent to Selymar ; bur. 
was much more famons, with the 7 «rks, when he. had 
repu'ſ:d Azria from Cercenna. and taken wwo great Geno- 
way Ships , coming to him wich men and Ammunicion, 
filling Gexxa with ſorrow, 

Solyman grieved with his loſſe in Peloponeſus , by Au- 
ria, chiefly by Abraham, chick Baſlie's Counlel , ſent 
bim Sinas an Embadador to Algiers : offering bim the 
greateſt honours, and to make him his Adgiral, if he 
would forthwith repair ro Conf antinople, | 

Barbaruſſa was exceeding glad hereof : conceiving no 
{mall hop2 of the Monarchy of cAfrick, if coming ro 
Solyman he might ſhe bim the State of Afriek,, and 
che Chriſtians power with their continual di'cord:

( as if again(t his will ) co fleero another Prince, Benteſ+ 
ſes, where AMwleaſſes pradtiling as before , rbey flzd ( at 
lalt ) tothe Cicy Biſcarrs, far into the main, ' Where Ab- 
demzelech (as one weary ) became a Mihometane Monk; 
bur Reſcetes found ſuch favour with Abdalla, rhe Prince of 
Byſearis,thar he gave him his Daughter tro Wifc,and fear- 
ing Mwleaſſes's prattices, he ſeldom ſuffered him to car

1nes,did kill or wound rho'e appearing on the Walls, The 
Galley allo oft diicharging their Pieces : more terrifying 
than hurting the Defendants.

City it ſelf being well forcified, he departed to Cyrhers, 
here vainly a:rempring to take the Caſtle, he ſpoyling

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' . What he could, with 800 priſeners, returned into /Egians 
to v£gine a rich Ciry, and well peopled, He approach- 
ing the Iſle, ſenc co the Governour of the Cicy by fair 
meanes, and,then by threats to have che City yielded un- 
ro him : and not prevailing, he landed his men giving 
the hgnall of Batte] : whom chey manfully meetipg,ſlew 
many Turks, Lutz: greatly offended , (till landing freſh 
men,opprefied chem with multicude, being bur few, and 
weary of long fight, forcing them to retire into the City, 
The Baſla in ravenge, planted a battery againſt the City, 
ſoon opening the walls in divers places : then afſaulcing 
the breaches, rook it, which he rifling,and burning co the

ſed by his minions: whereupon, he gave her a blow on 
the eare, cauſing her ro be fhat upin her Chamber ; buc 
(he came weeping and complaining to So/yman, r. queit- 
ing to be divorcedfrom him, Solyaaan was ſo ircented, 
that hz took from him his Seal, and chruſt him our of all, 
and had pur him to dearh, had not his old love and friend- 
ſhip Rayd him ; yer he baniſhed him inco Macedona t 
where he ſpent his life as a poor privace man,

Cazzianter (as one of great experience, and famous for 
rae defence of Yiewna) Ferdinand made his General ; for 
he {adviled by his beit friends) never adventured his p2r- 
ſon in any barrel, chiefly againkt che Turks, by whom ma- 
ny Chriitlan Kings had been formerly vanquiſhed and 
{11in, | 

Mahometes hearing of this preparation againſt him, 
ſent for divers Companies of Garriſon Souldiers upen the 
borgers :* requiring ayd of the Governours thereabouts : 
being chiefly holp n by #Forf, Governour of Beſna,who 
ſent him e.Awwrathes wich a great Company of gallant 
Horſemen : ro whom ere joyned ſome Companies of 
Foot, of th» wiid and Mountain: Da/matians, kept in or= 
der by Janzaries : alſo many out of Servia and Raſcia, 
The recetver, giving choſe willing to ſerve, tivo monerhs 
pay b-fore hand : n:ither wanred he ayd from Buda , fo 
that Mthometes ſoon gathered an Army, not much infe» 
_ to Ferdmands, expeRing the enemies coming at 
Exek. | 

CAzLIANZETCOME as fir as Caprunza upon Dravus,had 
b:fore well provided for vicualling his Army : the chiet 
ot che Countrey by the dire&ion of the Biſhop of Z«- 
grab;a, promiſing to ſerve the Camp with plenty, at a ve- 
ry low rate: which, the people now hindered by Maho- 
metes by Land ana Warer, could not perform ; he allo al-. , 
luring chem for a great price, ready mony, to bring it 
to his own Camp, 

Cazzianaer (Ccarce came from Caprunza to Veirueze. 
Caſtle, (bur abour 40 miles) in ten dayes.for the trouble- 
lone carriage of ſome great bartering-piec:s : and rhey- 
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. were enforced to ſpend the ViRual, provided, nor for the 
beginni's , bur the difh-ulcies of a long protracted War: 
Wherctore he wrote (harply ro the Biſhop and the reſt, ro 
uie all poſhble (peed, and not to let the hope 6f a notable 
Victory, be lolt for wan: of Vigual : and there he fay- 
ed, :xpeCting its coming, lending Backitins betore, with 
I 000 t{#ngarien light Horie, and (ome 1talian Harque- 
bulters, as tar as Zopia Caltle, by raking ſome priſoners,to 
learn of che enemies purpoſe : the Twrks thinking the 
whole Army was at hand, fired the Caftle , fleeing down 
Dravns in Boats; yet Bachitins took lome of them : of 
whom) Cazz1anzer learned whar he knew by his eſpialls, 
chat Mahometesencamp:d at Exek, reſolving to give him 
barrel : who le:ting forward, came in eight dayes to Walps 
Cailtle : where he ttayed ſeven dayes at the River Craſſus, 
rill a Bridge was made to tran'port his Army. Entripg 
there into often Councel, for his better proceeding:ſome 
fa'd it were belt to leave Exek, and behiege Villach Caſtle 
rhereby - ochers more wary, thought it belt ro (tay there, 
eiil che expeRed ayd and Victual were come; bur the 
oreater nu:nber prevailed for going to Exck,, delay bree- 
ding dange”,ſaying. there was |irengch and ViAtual enough, 
for obtaining of the Vitory, &c. 

The young Souldiers having no proof of the 7 #rk's 
manner of fight, thought ewo dayes (laying a long delay 
ef (o ready a Victory : Wherefore the Army was muſter- 
ed, and 10000 Horſemen found (for divers Germane 
Troops werecome to the Camp) : a more gallant Com- 
P:ny (e!dom leen, ſo ſuddenly raiſed ; but the Foot were 
icarce S000, many being flick, and others weary, who lin- 
gringly ſtole away : and generally tho'e left, moyled with 

dirt, wet with rain, almoſt Raryzd vith cold,and*pinched 

wich hunger, were thoughe ſcarce able to endurethe hard- 

nels of che Warre, Command was glven, every Souldier 

to carry with nm three dayes Vicuals : and Pro- 

damation made, none on pain of ccath to take any Turk 
: * 
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priſoner, though yielding, or charge himſelf with any 
ſpoil ; for the Captains would afterwards divide that a- 
mong them. 

Thus ſetting forward, they the rhird day encamped in 
a Valley three miles from Exek_: next day, ſome 7 wrks 
appearing, were by the Ordnance repulſed : the day folr 
lowing the cnemy ſallyed our with ofc skirmiſhes, man 
being tlaio on both fides; but more wounded of the Chris 
fians : certain Jamizaries being mingied with the 7 wrk's 
Horlemen : wheretore the General torbad all ſuch light 
skirmiſhes, commanding his Cannoniers ſo to place: his 
Ordnance, that the 7 #rks (allying forth ; received great 
hurt chereby, That day came the Biſhop with his Horſe» 
mep, anda certain provihon of Vicual, ell eaſing rheir 
fear, Mahometes now to annoy them by other meanes,ſenc 
many {mall Boats, manned with Harquebuhers and ſmall 
Ocdnance into the lake nigh the Camp, - to keep chem 
from watering, and ſhooting ofc into the Camp : nigh 
which, was a Hill, baving a Village, wherein were ſome 
Torkiſh Companies, to skirmiſh upon occaſion with the 
Chriſtians : co diſplace whom, rhe Army was put in bat- 
talia, and rhe: Ordnance bent upon them: whereupon, 
the, 7 wrks firing the Town, retired to Exek, The Chris 
fians being come up the hill, might ſee Exek; abour two 
miles off in a fair plain, near Drawns : which low 
oround, was ſo (ubj.@ro the Caſtle, that it was thought 
ro0 dangerous to attempt that way to batter theCaſtle;but 
deſcrying arifing ground on tother ſide of che City, th-y 
rhoughr beſt, on that fide to plant their barrery agiinR it; 
but ro come thither , was thought 4 matter of no imalt 
trouble, for the 3. miles foul-and troubleſom compaſſe 
they werero fetch : - and the Army being like ſoon to feel 
want of Vieual, which would hardly be hadg rhe enemy 
beſerting every paſſage, and (couring abont : + wherefore,' 
ſome.chought ir beſt to Ray there, till more ſupplies were 
come ; bur others ſaid, the enemy was bur barely yang 
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led himſelf : which they underſtood by ileme Chriſtian 
fogitives ;- and that Mahomeres had pur bis chief (ub- 
ſtance into Boats, purpohng to flee afrer 3 dayes hege::hey 
thinking che Forrelt would well enough be paſled cho- 
row ; belide, winter coming ſo falt on, juftered no delay : 
wherefore next day, che Army marched in geod order 
through che Forrelt, Which Mahometes perceiving, ſenc 
forth a 1090 light Horſemen, and ſome Companies of 
Janzaries, to trouble themy ſuddenly charging che reare- 
ward, being Bebemians and /talians (the fir quickly 
fed. che other hardly endured the charge;) bur being re- 
lieved by men at Arms, they put che Turks co flight: ſo 
che Army with (mall loſſe, came to the place detired : 
where, after placing all things in order for the ſiege, they 
offered rhe enzmy battel; Bur he , reported not above 
x6000 Rrong, kept within the Town , ſhooring at them 
with his Ordnance : they alſo, with two great Pieces 
vn che Hill, ſhot chorow both Walls and Bulwark, to the 
. Defendants great terronr, Having ſtood almodft all day 
vainly expeRing their coming forrh to fight , returned ar 
Right into their Camp; for Mahemeres, kept in his carneſt 
Souldiers, knowing the Chriſtians want of Victual : the 
fugitives reporting alfo, that Solyman charged him upon 
Pain of a moſt ſhameful death, ro defend 1t to the 
laſt, 

The Chriſtians, in fey dayes, began to feel a general 
want : neither ſaw they plainly how to be relieved, io 
that they began to fear ſome general miſchief. Baltazar 
Pamphilu, a Noble Mangariaen, (itting in Counſel , ad- 
viſed them for relief of the Army, preſently ro remove to 
Hermande Caftle,about ten miles from Exch ,with whoſe 
proviſion (nor like to be (mall) they might refreſh cheir 
Whole Army, and fo proceed further , as pccalion re+ 
quired, | | 
Faft by the Caſtle, was a prety little walled Town, 


withonr flankers,eafily (he ſaid) with the Caſtle, to W ta 
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ken, who wasſent wich ſome Companies chither : which 


ac his fir(t coming, was ſurrendred rohim , but no ſock 


ſtore of Victual as he hoped for therein ; yer were rhere 
ſome Veilels of Wine, to the great reliet of che weak 
men : Hereupon, the Camp removed trom Exek, abour 
Io at aight; bur very diſorderly : yer the Turks Rirred 
not out, mildoubring ſome deceir, The Army being 
come; the ViRual was equally divided,and next merning, 


barrery laid againſt the Caltle : which, bur 20 Turks de- 


fanded half a day, then yielding on compoſition ; buc 
there was found in it, but two Barrels of meal, and rwo 
of Miller. Then che very Captains hung their heads , as 
truck with fear , who found noughr bur a few Women 


and Children there, and ſcarce Vitual enough in Town 


and Caflle to ſerve two dayes; yet they fed the Souldi- 
ers with better hope,after the Bridge over Bodrog running 
by the Town, was repaired: which the Turks bad broken: 
ſo, Carpenters, and every man helping, it was in 3 dayes 
repaired, Next day, the Bridge overcharged with the 
wondrous weight of the 7th Battering-piece, began £0 
break ; (o that chey brake ir, carrying it away by pieces. 
All chings bzing pafſ:d over,the Bridge was again broken, 
that the enemy ſhould nor purſne them , char (much rhe 
nearet) way, Cazzzanzer himſelf, upon debate, thoughe 
the great Ordnance were beſt be broken, promiſing to new 
call chem of his own charge, As for ſcaling-ladders,&c, 
they burnc chem ; bur moſt thought it not beſt ro break 
choſe goodly Pieces; but ro march on thorow Poſſega,to 
Juvancha, which Town with Gaya Caſtle, faſt by, itored. 
with proviſion, they ſaid, yould eafily be raken betore the 
Tarks could come fo far about the Lake: and a great 
ſhame it were) to return doing nothing. Cazzianzer with 
great toil, came by night ro Zwvarcha, bur 3 miles oft: 
where the Turks with exceeding ſpecd , at rhe ſame crime 
arrived. The Turks fleeing our of a ſmall Town nigh 
> eCaſile, the Chriſtians received inthe Souldiers , _ 
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ſofilled themſelves with Wine , that they were hardly 
driveti outto the Camp: which Town, the Turks char 
, Night burr, wich what the Chriſtians had there lefc; and 
11 the darvning of the day, bzgan hotly co skirmiſh with 
th2 Chriſtians, eſpecially in che Bohemians quarter: Whom, 
Raſcinins (grieved) wich a Trosp of his belt Horſe;forced 
to flee ; but they ioon returning, and being relieved, be- 
ſer the Bohemians, and ſlew many, 

Raſcinius with his followers, being (lain, Cazziarzer 
purpoling to retire home. placed 4 ranks of Waggons on 
each (ide tor defence, the weak and fick in: he Vangard; yet 
in the fron: were ſome lulty Companies, but in the rear 
th2 greareſt (trength, They mer ofr with wooddy Hills 
hindring cheir way ; yet the Turks could nor ſo conve- 
niently aſſail chem thereby : wherefore Mahbemetes ſent 
Jenizaries and nimble Footmen b:fore, ( knowing well 
che paſſages) with ſome {mall Pieces to take the Straits, 
and to gall them in their paſſage: and when they could 
keep a'place no longer, to flee back to another: and in the 
open places,were light Horſem-n buſie with chem,where- 
by chey received much harm: which grieved them the 
more, for that the Turks were bur 1n firagling Compa- 
nies, Ara ftraic bigger than the reſt, Bachitins a Hunga- 
r:14n Captain (in whom they g-nera!ly repoſed their grea- 
reſt cruſt) was flain with a Faulcon-ſhor, with divers vali- 
an: Hungarians: who lecing there more than in ocher pla- 
ces, thought to do {ome good ſervice on them, 

Bachuninrs death, broveght a fear on the who'e Army; 
yet in revenge, the H@ngarians did fo repulle them , that 
loſing many men, they ranaiway , leaving their (mall 
Pieces b.'hind chem ; but the nimble Turks, wich ſhot 
out of the Woods, layed rhe Hungarian Horſe from pur- 
ſuic, recovering their Pieces , Fetore the Chriſtian Foot 
could carry them away ; ſo ſtill croubling them as before: 
who thus beſer, and almoſt ſpent fot want, did generally 
fear ſome ext:exm calamity ; and che more, hearing that 
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Hahometes expeRted ſupplics from Belgrade, Samanaria 
and Nicopols : and many Hwngarian light Horiemen, 
ttealing away from chem : neither ;aw chey any comtort 
now: in their diimayd Captains ; but bcirg come into a 
fair Ficld near the Town Gara,hey heard, the Enzmy had 
in the Woods before them, cur down vrear Trees acrofie 
che ayes, ſo that neither their Ordnance » Wagons, or 
Horſe, could paſſe without breaking cheir order, This fill- 
ed them with de'pair ; and the more, for that, Hforews 
and others, ſaid, there was bur tivo wayes to eſcape : ore 

throngh thole Woods to Walps, about 1 miles: the 0- 
thes rowards Zemthner-Zebeth Caſtle, in Morens his 
Countrey, ſome miles from Gara, by taking whereof, rhe 
enemy (chrough che (trairnels of the paflag 3 mult needs 
give over his purluit ; ; yet it was reſolved in Councel, to 
fake the way through the Woods,there bing 1n the Caſtle 
Viual enough, and mon: y from Ferdinand, co pay the 
Souldiers for all that winter, So l:aving he oreat Ocd- 
nance behind, and burning the Powder, with vi hat couid 
not well be carried, upon the !ound of a Hoboy to ſer 
forward, Many much diſliked chis reſolution : (aying, 

(amonzfſt other things) that to run away, would be a 

diſhonour to the Captains, and alſo danzerous to them, 
who reſpe&ed nothing bur life : whercfore they thought 
better to fight a Bartel with them, and nor belive ct.e 
falſe reports of new ſupplies come unto them , 5nd that 
God would undoubtedly ayd them, &c. Afrer this, they 
conſa!r:d and derermine;, that the ſick and wounded 
ſhould be carried on the Wagon and Cart- horſes. (before 
Carried in the Wagons or amorg't other bagoage) and that 
ſuch as conld no: Ray chemſelves. ſhould be holden by o- 
thers riding behind chem, Thole who were io defirous to 
o0,laid, This their departure was not a ſhameful flight,bur 
a a right hone(} & neceſſary manner of cet1ring, icein; rhey 
were ftronger chan their enzmies in Horie, and equail (if 


not tironger) 1 in foot, though they were ſore werkenzd 
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With ſickneſs, Every Captain the while , por regarding 
ſham-, berhoughr how to berake himſelf ro flight, the 
uncertain hope of deſired life, Mahometes uling molt cer- 
rain ſpies, did by mot diligent watch, and Troops of 
Horſe, (belerring all paflages)moſt yigilantly attepd their 
motion. having (hut rhem up as in atoll, It was now al- 
molt midn:ghr, and the Army expeAing the fign of iet- 
ting forward, many grea: Captains upo: a cowardly con- 
ccit, departed before the re(t without leave, The Hang «- 
7:41 Horſemen are reported to begin it, who knowing che 
wayes, made haſte to Walpo, Horens g0ing the other way 
co his Caſtle, after whom followed in great haſt, Hwugonot 
with his St;rians Horſemen : rhe Biſhop fledalſo, known 
by his great Linthorn, wandring in the Wood, 
Cazzianzer tearing hereof, and that all the reſt were 
vpon fleeing,preſently got to Horſetorgetting the Signal, 
thinking (as he ſaid afterwards) they were all gone before; 
and unarmed, fled, leaving rich furniſhed Ten:s behind 
for haſt. In this ramulr, famous Loaron;ws, was called up, 
and rold by his Servants, that the General was fled : who 
anſwered, without doubr nor ſo, that I ſhould be ſo perht- 
diouſly betrayed of him; and ſo as megered with watch- 
ing and Jabour,laid down again to {leep, Mahometes hear- 
ing the (iiria the Camp, role to aſſail his enemies ; yer 
for better aſlarance of the enemies ation, he Rayed for 
day-lighcin order of battel, his men very ſilently to ex- 
peR rhe fign of ſerting forward : which was by rhe ſoft 
ſound of a Horſemans Drum, paſſing throngh each Com- 
pany. The day appearing, Lodron:ius awaking, heard a con- 
fuſed noyſe of the Turks ; and beirg forſaken by moſt of 
che Horſemen, complained, he was betrayed ; yer as no- 
thing diſcouraged, ke cheared up the Foormen, exhorting 
them to remember their former valour, &'c. himſelf who 
had been their happy General in many barcels, being re- 


; ſnlved (by repulfng the enemy) to bring them into a ſafe 


Flace, cr valiantly fiet-ing with chem, to end his dayes. 
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The Carimthian, Saxoniaxn, Auſtrian, and Bohemian 
Horſe, came the while, to Lodronias, beſceching him, ro 
rake on him their treacherous General's place, &s, who 
modeſtly proteſted himſelf unworthy thereof ; yet as a 
man of courage, and moved with the Armies bard eſtate z 
be ſolemnly promiſed to execute the place in beſt man- 
ner hecould, It's reporred, as Lodronins was inveigh- 
10s (to his foot ) againſt ſhameful flight, an old German 
ſaid, Worthy Lodronius , thou canft never be thinght to flee 
ſhamefully, with a Horſe of ſuch a price under thee : where- 
upon he alighting, hoxed his Horie, ſaying aloud , 7 bat, 
that day, they ſhoxld have him fighting on foot , as one of 
themſelves ; See (\aith he) ye deceive me not &c, All his 
other Horſes, be gave away to fick and wounded Souldiers 
he beſt knzw, The frft Troops andBands were ſcarce our 
of the Camp, but the Turks with a hideous cry affayled 
them on cyery (ide: rhe Chriltian Horſmen repulfing the 
proud enemy, (till bufie wich them. In cheſe skirmuſhes 
as they marched, Fxchftat General of the Carinthians 
was ſlain, ſuppoſed for his brave Armor to have been Ge- 
neral of the field-: 24 Horſmen of great name being 
flain alſo (and their Guidon taken) 3 being Neble men. 
In another place was a molt cruel skirmiſh wich the Saxon 
Horimen, and thoſe who followed their Enfignes : above 
,36 worthy Captains, Lievtenants or Antients being ſlain : 
and Chenricss a principal Captain taken, who died af 
rerwards in bonds: Likewiſe the Auſtriax Horle , cous 
ragioully refiting a while, were overthrown : 2 Noble 
men being {lain with ethers of great place and reputation: 
But the greacelt ſl1yghrer was of the Bohemians, by the 
breaking in of old Garriſon Troops with their Scimirars 
and iron M1zes. The Foot being ſore gauled by Janize-:' 
ries and Archers of the Aſapi ( diſchargivg on them in 
their march from a Woody Bank) were on tother fide ſo 
charged by Ammurathes, troops of Boſna, that they were at 
lat broken, and ſlain withour mercy, Lodronins was dri-

646 T he Lifeof Solyman, the Magnificent, 
ven into a marſh, wh-re,afrer ſore wounding, and almoſt 
fat in the mud, having done his utmolt, by the Twrks 
fair intrzacy,yielded himiclf,with 3 Companies,and were 
all ſaved ;,zfor now che Turks ſecking after ſpoyl, hunted 
aiter them who ditperledly fled, raking apd leading away 
a great number for {lives, 

Mahometes having thus obtained ſo grear a ViRtory, 
almo{t withour che bloud of his Souldiers, and raking rhe 
ſpoy!, pitched his Tents in a li:tle Medow cleanſed of 
dead bodies: and after feafting with his Caprtains,he com-. 
manded che chief priſoners, ipoyls, and Enfignes to be 
brought ; and commending the Captains that had done 
any good ſervice , He rewarded the Souldiers, ſome with 
Gold, ſome Silver ,as they deſerved; and diligently view- 
cd all prifonzrs, not common Souldi&s, He cauled every 
oncs name and Office to be enrolled : giving one reward 
or other co ſuch as broughe in the Heads , Ears, or Hands 
of Chriſtians with Rings upon them. Ledronms, being 
. for his deidly wounds thought unable ro endure crave), 
was ſlain by his keepers, and his Head ſent afterward to 
Conffantinople; for many (who were afcerwards ranſom - 
ed ) have reported, that amonsſ che Priſoners, fair En- 
hens. guilt Armour, &c. preſented to So/yman ; Bachiti- 
ws, Macer,and Lodrenus their Heads were ſeen & known, 
in a filver Biſon: which after he had looked a{quint upon, 
he Rernly commanded all the priſoners to be ſlain: bur 
the Janizaries, interceding for them as yal:anc. , andre 
whom they had given cheir Faich,and might do him goed 
ſervice, he ſaved many of them ; but Cazz:1anzer flecing 
ro his own Caſtle, was of all men accuſed, and common- 
ly railed upon; ſo rhat ir was reported, he durlt nor ſhew 
his face for ſhame : Infamous Libels being ſung in the 
Cities of Germany, of himand the other runaway Cap= 
- -fains: Wherzar he was {o grieved, that he requelied Fer- 
dinand,lafely ro comers Courr, to anſwer what could be 
laid againſt him; che King receivipg him there with 
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doubtful count:nance, Bnt his hearing being ſomewhar 
procracted, and be the while(balf donbriyi whether tro be 
quicte.4 or condemnes) kept 1n fate cuſtody; feigning 
himielt ſick, by degrees brake thorow a brick Pavemens 
. under his bed, with nis knife; and by his ſheeres eſcaped, 
Polt Hores being ready withour the Caſtle, Not long 
after,he fled to the 7 wrks: Mabomeres gladly received bim 
; and promiſing him the Government of Croatia, as atri- 
bucarie King, if he wou!d faithfully ſerve So/yman , and 
he'p him iubdue the Cities of A#ftria : after this agree- 
ment for his more credit,he dealt with Sirexws a Croatian 
N-b'e ; and his ſuppoſed dear Friend,ro revolt with him, 
afluring him of Se/ymans kind dealing with them : who 


promi.ed to go over with him to the 7»rk , with a troop 


of his bz{t and moſt truſty Horſmen, bur changing his 
purpoſe , after he had well feaſted {4zzzanzer ar his 
Houſe, he cauſed him to be ſlain,ſending bis Head to Fer- 
dinand : of whom he received 1n reward, his Caltle,wirh 
all his ſubtance. : 
In the mean cime, the Yenetians provoked, reſolved 
withou: delay co War upon the Twrk alſo, being 2vima- 
ced by the Emperovr and Pope Paws who lately warned, 
choughr it more ſafe ro keep the Twrks buſied farther off, 
than toſvffer them to be too much acquainred with the 
Ports of Utaly or Cicilia: Wherefore, their Embaſſadors 
conſulcing all the following Winter ; at la(t agreed ( at 
Rome) the Emperour to ſet forth $2 Galleys, the Ye+ 
vetians as many, andthe Pope 36; in all 200, The YVene- 
tians were to lend the Pope as many rigged Galleys as he 
would furniſh with men: and che Emperour and Stare of 
Genna to find ſhippine. to tranſport rhe Land Forces and 
Victual. eAuria was (harls his General : Grimmanss 
a Patriarch, he Popes : Capellus for the Venetians : to 
whom was joyned, Ja/tin:anns, a chief Senatour very ex- 
pert in Sea-matt2rs, Gonzage Vice oy of Sicily was to 
command the Land-Forces ; and what ever Was guen

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from the Twrks in Greece,the Iflands or Dalmatia , was t© 


alſo promiiing the Confederates,co have what wheat they 
would out of S:cily, for reaſonable price, and without

co make rady his Fleet, and do all barm he conld co the 


the fir(t of the Spring (in 15 38) departed to Creere, where 
he unadviſedly landed molt of his men , co ſarprize che 
Cicy Canes, For Grittus With a ſtrong Garriſon, fo vexed 
She Turks wich great and (mall ſhort, and.che fallying our 
24 oo /talian Companies, that he ( having loſt many ) 
>=cretired inſuch haſte, chathe lefc a 1000 Twrks behind 
+ bim, gone afcer booty; who were all ſlain by chem of 
Creet, Then attempting divers other places, he was no- 
rably repulſed , with che Ciry of Candia, not daring to 
meddle ; bur ſayling almoſt round ,took little S:cilie for» 

. ſaken by che Inhabirants, which he firing , deparred trom 
Creet: for he heard, hat Capelius, (come to Coreyra )would 
ſoon comerto relieve it. Aur, came to (orcrs allo, 
joyning with Capellss, Berbarsſſs then lay in the Bay of 
Ambracia , expeRAing the Chriſtians entrance of 1ts 
Strait » that he might hnk chem, with his Ordnance pla» 
ced on both ſides; tor Gremmanss had ( a little before) 
begun ro befieze Preveſs upon the Promentorie of 
Attiem, falt by thar ftrair, ſo battering the Caſtle,that had 
not the Twrks from e/Etolia come ror-lieve It with a 
irons po ver, he had probably raken it; wherefore , the 
Patriarch, returned to Corcyra, having well viewed rhe 
Straits of thar B#y,and the Twrks Fleet ar Anchor therein: 
n whoſe Relation, the great Commanders conſulted 
what courſe heſt ro take, for their better proceeding ; 
Gonzaga vas of opinion, Preveſa'sCaltle was with all their

Azrie 
replyed, Goxzags's Counſel was in ſhew glorious; bur 
moit dangerous to execute, both tor the peril of landing 
Souldicrs and Ordnance : 1c being to be thought, the 9- 
tolian Horie, would'(as before): peedily come for relief, 
whoſe force their Foot could icarce abide.

This coun» 
ſel was belt liked of, and Awria came to Ambracia Bay, 
ſo placing his Fleer{25® ſayl )chat the T7 »rks might eakily 
numberthem. At which b6ght Barbarufſa (though cou- 
ragious) was exceedingly moved: So that an Eunuch (ſent 
by Selyman as Barbaruſa's Companion) lecipvg him to 
delay thetime» did uncivilly and proudly take him up, 
becauſe he wonld nor forthwith go our of rhe Bay, and 
fight with the daring Chriſtians : concluding , he ſhould 
beware, thar be fearing a molt-honourable death (uncet- 
cain thongh the battel were loſt ) dreiy nor on himlelf rhe 
ſure danger of a moſt ſhameful death by So/ymar's di(- 
pleaſure : Whereupon Barbaryſſa turning him to Salec , 
ſaid, We ought, for that [ can ſee, adventure this battel 
although much diſadvantagious, left haply we periſh by the 
' complaints of this barking Demie-man ; So-weighing An- 
chor at the time that Amwria was on his way toward Name 
' pattum, thinking he durſt not come our, who being come 
to Lemecade, the enemies Fleet was deicryed trom the rop 


of Bondelmerins great Gallion» making rowards them, 
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keeping cloſe by rhe ſhoar : the crafty Tk counting it 
Jeſs lofle( if the worlt ſhould happen ) to lote the Gal- 
leys than the men. cA#ri4 ſomewhat troubied hereatz 
yet commanded the Fleet to prepare to Þ ite and tollow 
his Admiral Galley, The 7 arks Fleet was come in:o the 
open ſea in (uch order with 150 Galleys;that Aria con- 
fefled afterwards, a more firm and order'y Fie«t, could 
not have been brough our by any : before which came 
Dregut an arch Pirate wich about 20 nimble Galleys, 
Capeltss came in his long boat to Amr, requeſting. that 
he with hisGalleys might give the firſt charge : whom, 
Atxria thanking and praivng , requeſted him to follow - 
him, ro whom he would give a ſeaſonab'le figne what to 
do, The foremoſt of the Twrks Galleys w-$ come to 
the great Galleon (the foremoſt of the Chriſtian Fleet ) 
whereto were {ent ome Galleys from Salec, to help al- 
fayl it, which ſhooting afar off, did no harm, nor Bexdel- 
F$erins them ; who ſuffered nor a piece to b- di'charged, 
expecting them to come nearer : who coming accord- 
inply, were by the great and {mall (hot glad to fiay and re- 
tire: Aur: the while, called back the Ships gone b.fore, 
rowing out his Galleon, and charging the Captains of 
the Galleys to make ready upon lignal given; yet was he 
not minded ro fight withour his ſhips ; which the enemy 
perceiving, ſonzht by all means to fight betore the com- 
0g in of the tall ſhips : for it was ſo calm, that the ſ}.ips

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Ing Bondelmerius: others hadſore beaten two ſhips with 
their Ocdnance, Whercin 2 Spaniſh Companies were em= 
darqued,many men being ſlain - 2. other ſhips laden with 
victuA were burnc,and ſome few men faved by their ſhip= 
boars, and by ſwimming to the next ſhips, Jn the cloſe 
of the evening, Salrc rook 2 Galleys (tragling bebind.: 
After which, was taken the ſhip of Figarea a Spaniard, 
(chough his men fought moſt valiantly tor a time ) whoſe 
{on taken wich him ( beaurified wirh nature's gifts ) was 
atrerwards pre\ented to Selyman,turneng T wrk.,and grows= 
ing in credit, obtaining his Fathers liberty after 3 yeats 
milerabie 1mpriioniment, ſending him home well rewar- 
ded, Whultt boch Fleers lay expetting their moſt ad- 
vantage. a great rempelt of Thund:r, Lightning & Rain, 
with a freth Ea: e:ly gale, aroſe. The Chriſtians ſeeing 
the 7 #rks hoyling up their (mall fay!s, hozſed up borh 
{mall and great, iparing no Oar,toclear rhemſelves of the 
enemy. and that diſorder'y and in great haſte : So that 
Anria, (called a ſecond Neprane) was that day accounted 
no Captain, Barbarsſſa is reported, to bave puriued them 
a whiie, till chrough che night's darkneſs , he (tayed his 
courſe; for the Admirals had pur out their Ligh:s 1n the 
poupes : whereat he laughing, {a1d oft in Spaniſh, Auria 
hath therefore put ont bis Light, The better in the dark, to 
hide his flight, Bcirg core to Corcyra, they generally 
chought, by that ſudden Rorm, they had avoided a great 
danzer, The Empenals (ro excule| Awuria) in.pured it to 
the Venetians; who would never take any Spaniards into 
their Galleys : wherefore Amria doubring of them, re- 
frained barrel : and the rather , becauſe they had hoyſed 
their ſayls ryed to their Yards with lines : which they 
cutting, might flye which way they would. Shortly afters 
came Barbaruſa to the Ile Naxwss, about 4 leagues frem 
. Corcyra Eaitward, braving the Chalizans : Gonzage grie« 
ving, requeſted the 3 grear Commanders, for the Chriſtt« 
an's Honour, to tepreſle cheir inlolence ; ar laſt (the Vexe- 
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$i4xs taking in ſome Span;h Companies) rhey were to 
give barrel 1n 4 ſquadrons; bur it was lo long protracted, 
that B«rbarwſſafcaring Tempelts,rerurned about Offob,7, 
into the Bay of Ambracia : After which, the Generals 
went to betiege Newcaſtle, a ftrong Turkiſh Town in the 
Bay of Sinus R1zonicas : the people were Dalmatians ; 
Epirors who had renounced their Religion , and ſome 
Txrks:; which they ſoon won, with a great prey » and a 
namber of captives : and 3 dayes after che Caftle was alſo 
yielded, the Twrks covenancing in vain to depart with 
life and liberty, 

This Town (for all che Covenants of the League ) was 
reſerved for the Emperour : and Sarmentus with 49200 
old Spaniſh Souldlers left in Garriſon :Capeſus urging in 
vain the YVenetians right: Wherefore the grieved Senate 
(now aſſured ef an 1ll nzighbour to their Town Caftrum) 
decreed to ſue to Solyman for peace : which they eahly 
obtained a little while, by Grietus their Duke's ſon, and 
Rynem the French Embaſladour , who told the Baſſaes, 
Char che Yenertians League with Charls, was made withou 
mo? of the Senates conſent, | 
 Barbarsſſa putting to ſea to relieve NeweaFle , many 
of his Galleys were by x Tempelt, calt away on the Acro- 
ceraunian Rocks ; 26000 men being reported to be loſt, 
Capellus would have perſwaded Asr:4to purine Barb a- 
ruſſa ſo/diftreſſed : which, Gonzags well liked,ro recom- 
pence the tormer diſgrace ; bur Awr:a not liking the mat- 
ter,preſencly hoyſed ſayl for /caly,leaving Capelins ip ſuch 
a rage,thar he deteſted himſelf for (ubmicting to another 
manzwiſhivg the Caprains preſent, never to be ſubze ro 


. a'ranger,&c, But Awriareferrine all he ſaid, and did,to 


che Emperour's profir, ſo far, that VUrfnns (then ſerving 
the Venetian) merrily faid, Amria had done nothing , but 
politiquly to ſer the Venetians axd Turks tegether by the 
847i; opening a gate for a long War, &c, without his 


' lofing one Galley ; for many thought that would ſort. 
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to Charls's great good : when the Yoavetiaens, ſpent with 
lorg and'chargable wars, ſhould be (tripped by torce, or 
wrung by necefity,from Lands and Tercicorics, | 

Solyman grieved, determined to beliege Newcaſtle 2- 
eainby (ca and land,cauting alio Nauplium and Eprdanrus 
in Peloponneſus (Venetian-Cities) ro ve beticged; yer he 
cook i:1:gular pleaiure , that Barbarsſſa ( the worli fu.ni- 
ſhed) i:ac driven the great Chrittian Fleer out of the ſeas 
Wheretore art Spring, 1539, Barbaruſſa repaired his 
Flee , notably turmiſhing it , an manning his Galleys 


\ molt with iele& Souldiers ; and,Svmr: er well come on, 


He came to A120n1cws Bay; when Hlames Governovr of 
Boſ»a, appeared \vith bis For. es 6nthe Mountains, as he 
had in charge, Barbarsſ/a ſent before him Dragur and 
{orſetus with 3o Galli ts, wao landing their men at C 4» 
ftronovum of Newcaſile, were encountred by Sarwent ae, 
and forced to their Calitors, many being (lain ane taken 2 
Af er which, came Barbaryſa with 00x, alleys.and 3 tall 
ſhips, which carried all wariike proviſions : ipending 3 
dayes in landing his Orcnnce, and(ca(ting up Trenches z 
done bur by nivhr, for che Town (hor , wiiich flew ih 
chat ſpace abont 1000 7 arks: AgsS Hariadenns. as It 
werea King at 7 iorea in Africa. being one, to Barba» 
r«fſas's great grief : who gave a fourth part of his 54 bat» 
rering pieces ro Viames on the North fide, himſelf bat ere 
ing che Eatt hde 1n 3 places 3 and Sales from tea bytt-ring 
another part, Sarmentss thus afſayled, did what he could 
to 1epatr the breaches: the 7wrksthe while raking a Tows 
er, whence ( having diſplayed their Enſignes ) they ſore 
troubled rhe Spaxiards : Viames allo had made a breach, . 
and was ready ro' enter, Whereupon Sarmentus come 
mand-d the hurt Souldiers to get into the Caſtle below,

niards being almoſt every man ſlain, Sarmextus(wounded 
in the face with 3 ar” 10s 1 ſeeing Fria a Cape.

not well recoered of his fickneſs, The Noble menen- 
ering it intivo places, the crumulrt was by torce and po= 
licy well pacified, and tome chi-f offenders executed ; 
eMaylat retiring with all his wealth, into lirong Foga- 
res, Which they ſhortly after, hardly, beſieged : Joby 
himielf iaying ſick of an Ague at Siby»ninm about a mile 
from Fogaras ( into which he relapſed through reo much 
care and pains 1n travelling in that hot \calon ).

The K:ngs dead body was the' while with much hea- 

vinefle, and molt of A Army, ſolemnly buried ar A!- 
ba Regalis : Afrer \\vhich the young child ( was Chritten- 
ed and called Steven, and Crown:d with the Ancient 
Croivn of King Steves, who firſt ereed that Kingdom; 
yet theRoyal Dignity was elven g1vei tothe Queen. ſo as 
ip alt publique Writings. C*c, The Biſhop was Treaſurer , 
and commanded the {trons Holds : yer the Souldiers 
were ar the devotion of Theraccas: and Vicche (as a mig- 
die man) was named High Conltable, 

This Biſhop was born in Croatia and bronobe up from 
his yonth in rhe Houſe of King eh, where Vertue and 
Indultry never wanted relief. Having forſaken his Mo» 
nalt ck Prot ſton, as weary of 1ts trait! cle ; ke (i1l] tol- 
low& 7ohn driven out of his Kinedom , winning (uch 
credir, &c, that he obtained the Biſhoprick of Ver- 
dium after Sibbachns ſin by Grittas's treachery : He 
was ſuch a notable man in his religious ſervice, and e:her- 
wiſe , thit Fohn would confefle himſelf to ra12n by 


bis «hs induſtry : and King Ferainand would oft ſay, 


he 
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he envied at Fohn for nothing he had, bur for one hooded 
feilo v, better for defence of a King .iom, than 1 0600 with 
Helmers on their heads. Taking on him the tuition of the 
young King, he was buſied inall weighty cauſes, civil and 
marraall : caretully labouring tor the Hungarians con- 
cord in loye and unity, and that no tumulr or rebellion 
ſhould ariſe. But Ferdinavd now thought ir a fic time to

ffantineple : yer F erdinand w ichall, prepared for Warres, 
truſting ro the Emperovr's Brother, and th2 coming over 
of the H«ngarians for preſent profit ; bur before open 
Warre, he ſent the Count of Salma to the Queen, to 
ſhew her the Inftruments of the Jaſt League berwist her 
late Hnsband and him, exhorting her to yield* up che 
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Kingdom, and not by delay to hurt herieif and Son; for 
Ferdinand offered to give the Child the Province of Seps- 
f428 was before agreed in the League, and to the Queen 
a great Revenue, beſide her Dowry ; bur if ſhe wouid 
forget thar League, he threatned, Neither Charls his Bro- 
ther, nor he, wanted force, &c, 

The Count hardly obrained admittance to the Queens 
preſence; for George and YViecbe miltrulting her courage, 
ſaid, ſhe was not to be ſpoken with, for ſorcow,; and that 
they were of Anrborityto give him audience and anl\wer:

The Count returnine, told Ferdinand, he had heard and

preterments of rhe Realm, &'c, wherefore all che hope 
was in ſpeedy Warre, the Quzen (with her Sonne) to be 


driven our of Buda,before they could take Arms,or well 
adviſe 
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adyiſe what to do: She delaying bur to make her ſelf 
fironger, and the while, cocall inthe Turk, 

Ferdinand, furniſhed with money from {harls, ſoon 
raiſed a great Army » which he ſent down Dax#b:4 to 
Strigonwm,alwayes fairhful ro him, YVelfus a Noble Rhe- 
ftian was General: who to open firtt, the way to Buda, af. 
ter nine dayes ſiege, took Yicegrade, (but nor the Caltle) 
with the lofſe of about rwo hundred men, Then paſſing 
Danubins, he took Peſth, foripken by the enemy : allo 
the City Yacra, without lofle : whence croſſing the River, 
he came before Buda, to terrifie the Citizens, and diſc@* 
yer what he could, the Jueens purpoſe , where Perenns, 
Raſcains, and Francopanes, Biſhopof Agria, revolred to 
Ferdinand : the Biſhop was reputed ro go upon meere 
conſcience : yet George challenged him by Letters, in 
hope ro b2 made a Cardinal. 

Velſis lay as if he would rather befiege than afſaule the 
City . the Germans fetching in great boory round abourz 
burning and carrying away prifoners: wherefore' the 
H#ngariaxs fell ofc rogerher by the eares, with them : 
they of Buda alſo, with their Troops , skirmiſhed with 
them, if they did but Rir eur of th: Camp, well defen- 
ding the Villag2s; for Tharaccus had taken into the City, 
a multirude et light Horſmen, 

Balthaſar Pamphitss comins to the Gates, deſired the 
Warders to give him leave to talk wich his old Friend 
7 hurascss, and confer with him concerning rhe geod of 
the State, which che General granting, he was let in with 
his Troop : and ſoon returning to the Camp, he report- 
ed, that viewing the ſtrength of the City, he perceived, 
Ir was not to be taken without grearer power, and a better 
ſeaſon of the year.

1he Embaſſadors were ſcarce gone, when Laſcus 
came ro Coxſtantmeple : whole ſuccels he underttanding, 
yet ie proceeded in his buſineſs, &c, 
But wh-n he often mentioned the Emperour, as if he. 
would ayd his Brother with all the power of Germany, 
Solyman was ſo moved, that he was prelently 1:mpri- 
ſoned: young Raſter Bifla eſpecnlly- chiding him as 
worthy of dearth, tor oftending by his liberal ſpeech , ſo 
courteous a Prince, and as i: were, mocking the King of 
Kings , requiring friendſhip, while his Maſter moſt 1m= 
pudenr'y warred in Hangary, 
Uſireff and EMahometres, aſſembling their diſperſed 
forces. by ſhipping brougnt them down Savzs and Dra- 
v#s into Danub:us ; ( for tis hard to perform any great 
matter by Warrc in Ha»gezy. without the help of a great

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Faxtinople ; and to leave ſuch a Governour in Buda, as 
might put the pzople our of fear of (eryitude and ben- 
dage : ye: by degrees to lay on them the Yoke of the 
Twrks Governmeut ; but Ruſtemes ( before corrupted ) 
ftoad whoily upon terms of Honour; ſaying , Nething 
could be more ciſhonourable to lo mighty a Monarch, 
who had never blemiſhed the g!ory of his Name, than 
after Victory,to break his Faith with a weak Woman and 
filly Intant, whom he had taken upon him to defend ; bur 
Aabometes of Belgrade then extraordinarily admitred in- 
to the Council among the great Baſſaes, diſliked of both 
the tormer opinions, as too full of Lenity: and being 
asked his opinion, deliveredirina miſchievous ſpeech: 
ſaying rowards the latter end thereof : Every year te take 
in hand io long and labourlome an expedition of an Ar- 
my of Horſe, Foot, Artillery, and a Fleet of Ships for 
defence of another man ( as commonly we do) ſeemerh 
to be meer madnefſe : Neither do I rhink ic to ltand with

inftruQed in ouc Re'igion : the Nobiliry I wiſhto be

loivs, thatshe ſhips pur from their Anchors, fell toul of 
each other and were loſt , or beaten in pieces upon the 
Main in fight of the Army, ſo that the lea-coalt from Al- 
Fiers to Cercello, lay full of dead men; Horſes and ribs of 
ſhips; the Numidians coming down, and {laying all that 
came alive to land. In few hours was loft $ove 149 
ſhips,and all the ſmall Boars and Carvels, Some Galleys 
having from mid-night to toon next day, by -painfulnels 
and skill rid irout : being no lonter able to endure che 
rage of the tzmpeſ}, ran a ground, but the men ſyimming 
co land, were by the Namidian Horſmen lain, There 
did Freemen commend their lives and Liberty with tears 
to their own Galley-ſlaves, by their entreaty 10 be ſaved 
from the cruelty of the Numidians : yet moſt choſe ra- 
ther to abide che danger of the ſea, than to haſten thetr 
end by the enemies hand; whereby many Galley's were 
ſaved, which ſhould otherwiſe have been run on ground : 
but the Fannetin ( Atria his Galley) being driven on the 
ſands, the Emperour not enduring to ſee lo valiant a man 
faih by the Adoors in Gght of Awria, bis Uncle ſent 
a Captain iwith' 3 /talies Bands to the ſca-fide , whereby 
the Moors were put ro flight.and they inthe Galley ſaved; 
bur many orhers cru{ling co the reſcue 6f the Souldiers, 
ran their Galleys on ground : and had not ſome bold 
Captains with their crawn-iwords threarned death to the 
Galley-flaves and Martiners,mo{t of the Galleys had lik2- 
wiſe periſhed. | |

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the vidlence of therempeſt, beftowing ſome unde: the 
Harehes;who requelted him to ſave himſelf whatecer be- 
cam>ot ts Galley: Alſo 4 Galleys of Ar ſinus Earl of An- 
guillaria, & as many Khedian rid 1t out,Some alſe of Sicily, 
Naples and Spain endnred it; yer was there fiſteen grear

yer ſtanding ; not ſparing any pains,being in his Armour 
and thorowv wet, Abour 39e0 men were loſt, 5 being 
forward Caprains,and 3 Knights of the Rhedes : but many 
more hurt, Sherrly after, Aris foreſ:eing a tempeſt,de- 
parted ivith his remainder to the Cape Aetafuſum, advi- 
ſing the Emperour to march thirher by land : whe firſt 
commanded all che draughr-Horſes, then the Horſes for 
ſervice to be killed,and divided among the bungry Sonl-

and Halis, becaule, the Buliwark being won, they had nor 
mare couragiouſly proſecuted the Victory, &'e. Hernly 
commanding them to prepare for a freſh aflaulr within 3 
dayes, uever to return co ftm withour winning the City : 
who anſwered, They would in ſherr time accompliſh 
# His delire; and encouraging the Souldiers, they terribly 

aſlayled che Rampires : and (through a thick mil} ) they 
got up to the top thereof with great filence, coming to 
handy-blows erethey were well diſcovered, The tight 
was for the time terrible ; bur the Jan:zares at length pur 
the Germans, then the [taliaxs to a haſty fligh:, which lice 


tle avai:ed, ſeeing they were to paſſe thorow a little nar» 


rew Gate ; and they in che City, wichout regard of chem 
chat fled, had plucked up the draiv-Bridge over the Ditch; 
 ſothe Twrks puriuing chem all along thoſe Suburbs, many 
notable men , ſome fizhting, ſome fleeing, were ſlain ; 
Seroſaftus being one : Barceciss flecing ro the little gate 
not to be paſſed chorow on Horſ- back, and crying in vain 
ro have the great Gare op2ned;\was by the J»12ares lain, 
whole Head and right-hand full of Rings, was carrted a- 
bour in. deriſion on a Launce, The reli finding the lictle 

ace ſhur up with dead bodies, and the Brid:e drawn up, 
chrery themſelves into the Ditch: where ſome taken hold 
of by others chat could not {wim,were drowned together, 
Some hardly craiviing over,were (hotwith arrows:others 
ſticking in the mud, were ſhot to death alſo;ſome feiv gor 
over & were ſaved, The General of the German-Horſe and 
Hſcaſades an Italian,gathering the remainder.placedchem 
on the Walls: but Birroxs, the Aldermen.and others,were 
now ſo overcome with deſpair, that they thought of no 
hepe bur in the mercy of Selymen;wherfore Eirfons ipake 


+ from the Wall,afely roſend to Solyway, to treat wpon 
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reaſonable condirions of ſurrender : which «eAchemates 
calily granced, The General of the Germasx Horſe, and 
. Rufus an Italian ( the moſt valiant. men in all rhe aflautrs) 
wenc with the Embafſadours : who yequeſied (upon yiel- 
ding) for their lives and Liberties : who fo anſwered, as 
thac it ſeemed all ſhould not be pardohed, Rafws eaſily 
obtained, thi: /talzavs to depart with bag and baggage co 
Vienna : (0 cid th2 German General for his, Refs refa« 
ſing to 1-rve So/yman, as hound by eath to Ferdinand, So- 
[yman Baſſa gave him a rich Cloak in Honour of his Va» 
lour. The Embaſlz{ours returning , and telling their 
ſuccefle, freed the Citizens of a great fear. 

The City yielded : cAchbomates opaply proclaimed, 
the [ralians and Germans to be ready to depart next day »/ 
and to beware that no Hungarien went With them : the 
Cirizens allo to keep their Houſes ill chey were depart» 
ed: whom Homares faithfully defended againlt the roa- 
ming Tartars : loſing noching bur their dags, carried art 
the Germans (addle-bow : The 7 wrks delighting to fee 
chem (hor off with a Fire-lock, as a Noveiry; but they 
(afrer Homares departure ) had hot skirmiſhes with rhe 
Hungarians, in heir paſſage, being reſcued from danger 
by the Kings Garriſons ; which remainder came to Fiex- 
»4 more like ghoſts than men. 

Selyman eniring the Ciry,and vi6ting the King's Sepul - 
chres : proclaimed, the Hangariaxs ſhould not tear , for 
he came not to Conquer them, burro free them from |: 
German-bondage; io to reſtore that Kingdom entire ro {/

and to do nothing ; allo he took on like a Twrk,, that he

chat Summer, where his Souldiers grew lazy ;. Wher efor- 
Polinus cold the King hereof, bringing order to Barbarsſſs 
t9 belhege Nice a ſea-Ciry in Provence pawned by a French 
King ro the Duke of Savoy for a great ſumme of money ; 
which Francis had oft offered to repay, bur could not ger 
It our of his hands, Heſent alſo 22 Galleys, and 18 
ſhips of his en, with 8000 Foot and much Vicual : 
2 day-s after which, came Barbaruſſaalſo to the Port of 
AAenae with 1 5O Galleys ; whence Polinwus Wrote to the 
State of Gexwa nor ro fear, that Fleet being not to harc ſo 
much as them of Nice, if they would yield : and for 
more afturance, had divers Genxa caprtiyes freed our of 
the Twrks Galleys wichou: Ranſom, Then he friendly 
exhOrted chem of Nice, te yield.to their Antznt and 
Luwful Prince, rather than to-adventure all extremities

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They ha{lacely ney fortified their walls by Simeon Cage,

Kine, ſpoiled of molt of his Dominions,&c. The Ma- 
giftrares anſivered , They kn2 no other Soveraign hurt 
(harls their Duke : wherefore he ſhould deft furcher to 
ſolicite th2m,&c.Wherefore they beſieged it in 3 places. 
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of the Caſtle, and an experienced Knighr of the Rhodes 
his dire&tion : who tor their more reſolute wi hltanding 
the Turks, took their wives and children and the weaker 
ſort into the Caltle. rhence furniſhing the Citizens with 
all neccflaries. The iry being barrered in divers places 
by ſex and land at once, the Twrks had much beaten a 
new Bulwark. a:rzmpring to enter : 'Les Strozz4 with a 
Band of /tal1a»s, (eekivg alſs to enter, bur they manful=» 
ly repulhing boch,cauſer chem to retire, abour 208 7 arks 
being (lain, and of Srrezza's men 22, Barbaruſſa barter= 
ed it afreſh, ſo terribly, that their walls being opened, the 
Souldiers (ore wounded, and no hope of timely relict : 
parlyed wich rhe General from the wall, to yield the Cie 
ty, living under the French King in all reſpe&s, as they 
had under the Duke : for which he gave them his Faith : 
bur fearing the Tyrks would violate this Compoſition, he 
entreated Barbarnfa to cauſe his Souldiers to go aboard: 
Wherefore, the Zanzaries deceived of their hoped prey, 
were about to have ſlain Pelimns and Strezza comming 
from Barbaru([a, 

The caking of che Caſtle now, confifted in affailins the 
Caitle it ſelf, and defending the City from (alleys, and 
from an en2mies railing the ſiege, Barbarsſſa put the 
Frexch to choiſe which ro take : Who (tanding in doubr, 
he ſcorning their flownefle, conveniently placed 7 batrer- 
102-peeces, 2 being very great, ina trice to their admi- 
ration : wherewirch he quickly beat downrke Batrlements 
and Sentinel-houſes, ſo that none could appear on the 
walls : the Frenchalſo battered the Calle; but through 
long ſhooting, Polinus requeſted ro borrow,or buy pow- 
der and ſhot of Barbarsſſ« : who fumedexceedingly,that 
they in cheir own Counrry (ſhould want proviſion, &'c, 
not forbearing ro taunt chem and oft complaining , thar 
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Munition, expoſe his Fleet to all davgers: Wherefore, 
calling a Council, He gave our » preiently to returs to 
Conſtantinople, ſeeing, armong thoſecowardly and nnskil- 
fall men, he fonnd nothing ready , or according to pro- 
mile ; yer by entreatance and large promiſes, he was per- 
{waded to concinne the fieze ; bur preſently Letters were 
incercepted from Yafins to rhe Captain of che Caſtle, ts 
ho!d oura while,rill he (who had (enc his Light: Horſmen 
before) mighr come with his men ar arms, who would in 
2 days (with {laughter of the 7 #rks) pur him out of fear: 
Whereupon, ſuch a fear came on the befiegers (next night 
being allo very rainy and Tempeltgous ) that. leaving all, 
and by narroi-parks, climbing over the High- Mountain, 
they came down to the Fleet ; buc at day (noenemy ro be 
ſeen) chey (aſhamed) came again to the hege ; Ere long, 
when che Caſtle(Randing ona Rock)wasgudged hardly ro 
be dactered or under-mined;they choughr good ro deparr- 
che 7 wrks then, taking the ſpoil of the City, fer it on fire, 


*Barberuſſa retiring to CAvrpolis, came to Anchor at the 


Ilnd Margarita : Yaſtins the Duke, with Anria, then 
atfiving at Villa Fraxce, In which Haven's entrance, the 
Galley wherein /affias went, was like te be loſt : 4 other 
being, by Tempeſt driven upon Rocks , and fo ſuddenly 
beaten in pieces, that the Galley-ſlaves could not frike 
off their Irons, bur were drowned, | 

Pol;zns hearing hereof, ſent to Barbaruſſa, perſwading 
him c@ haſten tchicher, as to an aſſured Victory ; who pro- 
miſed to go, yer moved noryletted as was thought by con- 
trary weather, But the wind fallen and ſea calm, and he 
ſetting {lowly forward, coming again to an Anchor : the 
Twrks Captains ſcoffingly laid, Barbarsſ did but reaſon 


' to deal kindly with Auria , who had received the'like 


Friendſhip at bis hands, in letting him eſcape ar Hippons - 
who anſwered then and afterwards; only , That he an old 
Commander and half-blind , ſiw more in the matter 
than all choſe green Captains wirh cheir ſharp light, q

Ere long he returned into the Haven of Tolow, Ya- 
ffi and the Duke coming to Nice, commended Sime- 
on, preferring the 7 wrks Forrificarions before rhe Chrt- 
ſtians; Barbvarufſ4,with ail courtehe entertained , fenc 
Salec and A ſſanes his Kiniman with 25 Galleys, who 
rifled ſome ſea- Towns in Spain : raking great Prize as 
bonr the Promonterie of Creuns ; and a Merchant-ſhip, 
and a Galley in Paiamos-Haven: paſſing to Algiers to 
winter, and at ſpring ro return to Provence, 

Barbaruſſathat Winter repairing his Fleet, had many 
neceflaries from the Genowayes : eſpecially from Anris, 
and that under colour of redeeming priloners : for he 
would not ſhew an enemies mind by denial ofa little ſea 
Furniture , leſt he ſhould have hurt his Native Country 
Genwua. 

Bur Advleaſfes hearing of Barbarufſa's coming with 
this great Fleer, doubred( nor withour cauſe ) lelt it was 


prepared againſt himielf, Beſides , five of his great Ci» . 


tics ( (onflantina, Mahemedia, Mahometa, Leptis, 
and eAarwmentum) were then hoiden by the Turks : 
Wherefore about the time that he ſayled along /taly, 
himſelf paſſed into Sicily ro have mer the Emperour ar 
Genua for greacerayd againſt the Twrks : committing 
the tuition of his Kingdom to Mahemetes ( Manifet) 
to Govern the City ; (orſus or Fares to keep the Caſtle, 
whoſe brother Mahemertes and ion Fares were left pleds- 
oes tO Tavarres ( Captiin of Gulette-Calile) of his 
Faith; butto his (on Ame, hecommitted the lea» 
ding of his men of Wir, 

Paſſing eur of S:c;/7, he was drivem by contrary winds 
(at lahgth ) ro Naples : being Honeurably entertained by 
the Viceroy : The Citizens wondring at his people's 
firang2 Acrire, with their coltiy Diſhes, putting therein 
Odours of exceeding price ; (o that a Peacock and two 


Fea lants drefled, coſt above 100 Duckats : all dwelling - 
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near partaking of che (mel), While he abode at Naples, 
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(the Emperour from, Buxerum ſo willing him) atrend- 
ing what courle Barbaraſſa( diſappoinred at Nice) would 
take ;. he \as advertiſed out of , «Africk. that Amida his 
ſon poſſeſſing bis Kingdom, had ſlain his Caprains, pol- 
luced bis Wives, and -caken 7 #n#-Calile *- Wherefore 
Mwleaſſes exceedingly troubled, with 111 hatte opened his 
Coffers, entercalning Souldicrs : the Viceroy giving leave 
co all baniſhed menro come and give rheir name to go 
into Africk: wiereupon a great nun;ber of MalefaQors 
and conde:nned perſons flocked ro Napiet: of which in- 
famous men, one Lefredixs ( of a fierce and coverous 
Ciſpohtion ) underrook the leading ; who having three 
moneths pay before hand, leavying 1 800 men, and keep» 
rh, _ of cheic pay; pafled over ich che King into 4» 
rICRs | 
eA #194 roſe up againſt his Father by meang of certain 
Noblemen abeur him, who ruled him ar ch<r pleaſure ;

iprawiing body Amida riding, brake inco the Cattle witty 
his followers, where he ſlew che Governour of the Ciry : 
after vhich, murdering his yorger brethren, he'pollured 
his Fathers Cencubines, 

Advleaſſes (landing at Guletts) was adviſed by Tex « 
arres not to go tp Tin With ſo few men, before aſſyu- 
rance of the Cit1z:ns good diſpoſition toward him : be- 
ing che more earnelt with Lofreaius: becauſe the. Viceroy 
had written, he ſhould in no ca(e go further , except rhe 
the Kipg (as he promiſed)bad alſo a good frengrh of N- 
midians ; burſome A4vo0r:h Nobles fleeing under a co- 
lour, out of the City, parting cheir ſvords ro their 
rhroats, and ({\vearing to be faithful ) wondrouſly prick: 
chem forward : ſaying, Amida (ar the firit fight of his 
Facher) would flee; {o they fer. forward with Enfigns dil- 
played; 7 exarres requeſting chem in vain, ro beware of 
the Moors treachery, 
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Multaſſes being now deſcryed from the Walls,a ſtrong 
Troop ſuadenly jallied ont with a-terrible ery , and a 
fierce aflail, many falling on both ſides,” Auleafes fight- 
10g couragiouſly, was wounded in theface,-bleedipg ex- 
ccedingly, whole men doubting &f his life, fled : a great 
number of Horſe and Foot, ſuddenly beſetting Lofredims 
round, our of the Olive Gardens, on whom the tralians 
diſcharged tome Field-pieces; but had no leifare co 
charge again, they coming on ſo thickand faſt ; ſo the 
[talians, diſcouraged, let fall their Weapons, and calt 
chemſelvs into the Lake,ro ſave themſelves by ſwimming, 
and taking hold of ſmall Boats, which furniſhed wich 
1mall Pieces, did repulſe the Aſoores purſaing them into 
che Lake with their Horſes, x 

Lofredius was unhorſed in the Lake andflain, as were 
divers with him, A fevv, choſe rather ro die in mid(t 
of their enemies, than to be frangled in the ſtinking 
Like, 

Muleaſſes ſoyled wich blood and duſt, was taken : no- 
thing bewraying him more than his odours. 1300 /tali- 
ans were ſlain : Toxayres relieving the re(?, (hipped chem 
into S:c:tie, \yho came to Naples exceeding poor, Amide, 
viRorious, cut out his Fathers eyes with a hot Pen. knife, 
co make him unfic for Government : {o he ſerved his two 
Brethren, taken with him, Then he certified T ovarres, 
he would deliver to him a f2w yourhs, taken priloners; & 
that he had bereaved his Father of his ſight , deſerving 
worſe, as having done the like to his Brechren, &'c, con- 
frming, upon conditions, his Fathers League with him: _ 
which T7 ewarres refuſed not, as profitable at preſent; for 
he was to give him meney to pay his Souldlers : to deli- 
ver the ptilopers, with the Enfigns and body of Lofreadins, 
giving Sehites his Son,vine years old,in hoflage for more 
aſlurance yet, Towarres ſafely to reſtore him, if chey muſt 
ne2ds ent2r into War: but T ewarres thought it nor whol- 
t agrecing with che Emperours honour, that he ſhould 
: enjoy 
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fourth Emperour of the Turks, 71g 
enjoy the Kingdom , who creaſonoufly and vill anouſly, 
had thruſt himſelf thereunto, without his leave, Wheres 
fore (there being among rhe Numidians, one Abdan e- 
leech, (an exile ever fince Roſcetes fled ro Barbaruſſa)Mu- 
lesſſes's Brother) Toxarres lent for. him, -putring him in 
hope of the Kingdom, iupported by ,Anemwſcha, a great 
Numiian Prince, who bad lopg entertained himthe was 
encouraged allo by prediQions of Airologers, who fore- 
rold him, he ſhould dic King of, T #»%, Amide was gone 
to Biſerte(calting no-peril)re take order for his Cuſtoms - 
there great upon fiſhing : wherefore, 7 exarres lent back 
Sebites ina Beat to 7 «ns, and received cA baimelech,(e- 
crerly come thirhex, and atter a tewv houres reſt, he poſted 
with his Numidian Troop to Tun , entring the Caſte 
wichour: reliftance ,' the Warders thinking him to be eA- 
#9144, come from Biſerta; for Abdamelech nad af er their 
manner, covered his face with a Scatte, as it to keep him 
frem the Sun and duf}, The Warders perceiving their er- 
rour, 4n making refiltance , were loon flain by Abdime- 
lech's Numidiaxs : who letting his many friends in the 
City, into the Calle, was preſently (alyced King, the reſt 
well liking ic, or nor daring to (tir. Bur this new. King 
{ickned, and died, having reizned bur 26 gayes, and was 
royally-enterred : whole friends encouraged by Towarres, 
chole Mabemetes his Son ( (carce twelve years old) to 
rejont appoin'ins Abaalages (Maniphethis his Brother, 
whom Amida flew), Abdelchirinus, Meſnar, Schyriſ< © 
ſus, and Peretlus a Chriſtian Knight, to be his Direto:s | 
and Governours ; but Abdelchirinus, deviſing how to ſer |} 
up one of.che;Royal blood, able of himſelf to govern, 
was by the other thr-e flain, with all his Kindr:d and {| 
known triends : ſo ſettin? up a kind of Triumvirarte Go- 
vernment, Amida thus fhut out, wandred up and down 
to many places, craving ayd of all ro recover 
bis .Kinzdam, miſerably rent ( he faid) by molt-.

Aluleaſſes hardly eſcaped before at Twris, an old Wer 
man hiding him ander a heap of Garlick; and had he not 
now eſcaped to Gwletta, he had again fallen into eAmi- 
= s hands, who ſoon after recovered his Kingdom (fay- 

ns, he would not hare ſpared him for reverence of any 
= ore for the Citizens weary of the 11] Government, 
and offended alſo with the King himlelf, for elpoufivg 
one of Myleaſſes's Daughters, his Coubn, ſecretly encou- 
raged Amida to repair to the City, Fs, who came in 
ſuch haſt, that the yourg King had ſcarce time to get a” 
Way, 
Amida eahily obtaining the Kin2dom 3 exerciſed moſt 
xquilite cru2Ity » cauſing lome enemies to be devoured 
of fierce Maſlives, fir(i Lept burgry : torturing Perillas, 
cutting off his ſecrers, and burning him to aſhes in the 
Market- place, 

But wleaſſes ſtayed not long ar Gulerta, offended 
with 7 enarres, ho had avaritiouſly deceived him (he 
{31d)of a pert of his Houſhold-ltuffe, prerious Srones,and 
ſome Treaſure, with which he entruficd him ; for dect- 
ding whereof, they were commanded to repair ro rhe 
Emperovr in Germany : where in concluſion, Tonarres 
vas diſcharged of his Government ; and Awleaſſes ſent 
into Srculie to be Kept at the common charge thercot :who 
coming tg Keme, by the Way, Was honourabl y mar” by 
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Cardinal Ferne/iws , bur would onely kifſe Pope Panl's 
knee, not h1s teor. 

Barberyſſa in 1544, requeſted King Frarcis, tho- 
roiviyco employ him, or co ler him depart, ottermng to 
ſpoil all along the Coalt of Spain; bur be knowing what 
bard ſpeeches ran of him in all parts, for bringing 1 in che 
Turks, was loath to leave {nch a ſlaughter to che memory 
of Poſterity : belides, the Txrks did much harm in the 
Province where they lay, being reported to ſnatch np now 
and then one, for flaves in their Galleys: wheretore, the 
King giving Barbaruſſa about 460 Mahomeras (lives, for 
the T wrks that were dead, with all kind of proviſion, and 
great gifts ro him and his Captains, ſent him away, and 
Strezus with ſome Galleys, his Embaſſador to So/ymar; 
ſo th:y being come to Savona, the Germans ſent Preſents 
and freſh Vi&uals to Barbarnſſa; for which, he proteſt-

Solyman, while tryumphing for his 960d ſucceſſe in 
Hungary, was advertized of the death of his eldeſt and 
deareſt Sonne Mahomet, whoſe body was brought from 
Magneſia; and wirh exceeding (olemniry and mourn- 
ing , buried at ConFFantinople, 

Solyman not onely built him a ſtately Tombe, bur a 
Temple, called the Temple of Mxhower the leffer : an- 
nexing thereco, a Monaſtery and Colledge, with many 
things more, for the.healch of his ſoul. Afﬀcer which, he 
ceaſed from Warres rwe years: in which time, Francis 
the French King died; allo Barbaruſſa, of great years and 
Fame in 1 547, buried at his own Houle called Bejathas,

as any, preſznting the richelt things he got, to Solyman,

 Twams (then alſo ſurprized by the 7 #rks ) whence they- 
much croubled the Chriſtians ; thai the King made ready 
a great Fleet in Sepremb, 1559, unto which, the Pope, 
Duke of Florence, the ſaid Knight:, and others, joyned 
their Forces; there being 100 Galleys and ſhips mer roge- 
ther in Sreily , Gonzaga being General; bur whillt chey 
iintred in the Haveo of Marza-Moxet in cMalta,many 
Souldiers died, 
Spring being come, the Caprains conſulced, whether | 
firſt toſer upon Tripolis, or Zerbi, otherwiſe Mening. | 
The Knights chought belt ro beliege Tripelis ſpeedily, | 
before Dragut ſhould come to furniſh it: Others rather, 
firſt co invade Zerbi lland,where the Army might be re- 
lieved with plenty , and whence they mighr, in danger, 
(afely rerire,& thence go to Tripolsrs as time ſhould ſerve :

Galleys eicaped, orhecs ran aground, 10 whereof, were 
raken by the 7 #urks ; and the reſt that were left, though 
chey (awhile) did what they might to fave themlelves, 
The night following, the Viceroy and Admiral, ſecretly

Avwria gathered togerher the remainder of the diſper- 
{ed Fleet, having lot 17 Galleys, and a good part of che 
Ships, - Don de Sandes was left as General in the Caſtle, 
With 5000 Foot, ſome Germans and [talians, but moſt 
Spaniards: beſides Ie00, no Sonldiers. 

The Twrks beſteging ic May 17, were notably encoun- 
tred, and repulſed in their aſſaults, Dr«gut came ar lepgrh 
cotke lege , encreafing rhe battery with 15 great Pieces, 
The Chrittians alſo wich: 49 grear Pieces, flew a nnmber 


ef Twrks and Moores, and (allying out;foughr with them, 


fAzying and wounding many. Thus the ſiege continued

up the Ghoſt, 

The Governour conlidering the oreat extremity at- 
rempted with Donde Leyva,the Neopolitan Admiral, and 
Bellingerins the Sicilian Admiral, and orhers to eſcape by 
Di2he, intoa Galley under che Caſtle » bur, in ſo doine, 
were all taken : whereupon, the Souldiers, coyenanting

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onely for life, yielded theraſelves into captivity. In this 
expedition,about 18000 Chrittians one way or other, pe- 
riſhed, 

Pall ſent newes hereof, by a Galley, ro Conſtantinople, 
dragging (as a token) art its Poup, a great Chriltian En- 
ſign, having rhe PiAure of Chriſt crucified , the Twwks 
exceedingly r2joyfing for ſo great a Viſtory ; yea» many 


' came by heaps to the Emperours Embaſlador his Gate, 


deridingly asking his ſervants, it they had any Brethren, 
Kin'\men or friends, inthe Spaniſh Fleer at Zebrs, ſaying, 
1t they had, they ſhould ſhortly ſee them there: bragging 
allo of their own valour,and ſcorning che Chriſtians cow- 
ardice,askins, Who could withſtand chem, now che Spa- 
iards alſo were evercome, 

In September the Victorious Fleer returned, with the 
priſeners, ipails,and Chriſtians Galleys, anchoring that 
night near che Rocks in the face of the City. 

Solyman.from a Gallery near the Havens mouth; joyn- 
119 to his Garden, beh-1d the coming in of rhe Fleet, De 
Sanars, De Leyna, and Don Bellingers,being on the Poup 
of the A'\m'ral Galley , ro ſhew ; the Chriſtian Galleys 
diſa med ind unrigid, were towed at the rail of the 7 wrk's 
Galleys : no man percclving in So/yman's countenance, 
any fign ar all of inſolent joy: ſo capable was the great 
heart of that o'd Sire of any fortune,

(for 49 commen Turks were to be freed for them) who 
aniwered : ſome of their Doctors ſaid ic was lawful, and 
ſome, not ; yer himſelf then reſolved on the more fa- 
vourable part, There were two other noble perions taken 
at Zebri, Don John Bellingerias's Son in Law, and Dor 
Gaſts, the Duk: of Medine's Son, yer a yourh, Dex Fob 
had ordered a great ſumo be left in Chtos, as the Twrk's 
Fleer went by, whence he got into Spain; but Gaſte was 
by P:4l (in hop: of a great Ranſom} hidden; bur Solymas 
having ar inkling thereof by Rau#tan, labourel] to have 
Gaſto ſonzhr our, ro have a more jult occaſion to put Piall 
tro death - but Gaſts was dead, eicher through the Plague 
or Pall's meanes, le: the truth ſhould b2 found our:

Enfien of Charls the 5th, by ſending him 2 Suns of Silk, 
(ſuch as the Twrks make reckoning of) for it, , 

Novemb, 25.this year, died 4ndreas Auria, 94 years 
old, of great fame and repnration, chiefly with Charls the 
5th, in whole {ervice he did much;ye: the notable thing, 
was che kindneſs he ſhewed to Genza his Native Coun= 
trey, which he freed from French oppreſfion : not raking 
on him the ſole Government, (as others had done); bur 
appealing the great long diſſeation there, he eſtabliſhed 
ſuch a wholſom Government (oo mans liberty infringed) 
as that it hath ever ſince flourifhed in Wealth, State, and 
Freedom, 

In 1561,the Tzrks robbed and ſpoiled npon the Coafts 
of [taly, Sicily, and Malta, again(t whom Philip of Spair 
{ending his Galleys, loſt 2 5 by Tempeſt , wich Mendezs 
che Admiral, Sepremb, 18, Fergdinayd the Emperour, 
bavinz with long ſuir, and much increaty, obrained peace 
of Selyman; and being well tricken in years , commen- 
ded tothe Princes Elector, his Son Adaximilian Kipg of 
Bohemia, to be cho'e King of Romans : whereupon, an 
Aſſembly of them mer at Fraxk ford ; and November 24, 
they choſe Maximilian accordingly, ſolemnly crowning 
bim-who Sepe, 8ch, 1562,was crowned King of Huxge- 
7 at Presbarg, Upto this Aſſembly, came [brains Baſſa, 
or Abraham Strotzz.a (a Polonian born) Embaſſador from 
So/yman, wich Preſents and Letters to Ferdinaxd, to con- 
firm che aforeſaid peace for 8 years : where having audi- 
ence, after much ſpeech in ſe:tivg torth his Maſters greens 

neis 
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neſs wich his love cowards the Emperour, and his Sonne 
che nzw choſen King, he deliveres bis Letters of cre- 
dence tothe Emperour, notably ſhewing Se/yman's moſt 
inſolent pride and preſumption, and mulerabie Efare of 


Hungary, divided as it were at his plealure, betwixt him - 


and the Emperour : laying down the leveral conditions 
of che peace to be obſerved: promiſing toward the con- 
clulion , that he ſhould give unto char new-made friend- 
ſhip, ſo greac Honour, Reverence, and Auchoricy, that 
what might even in the leaſt rhings be had,ſhould not en 
hisparr, be wanting : in token whereof, (ſaith he) we 
have ſuffered certain Chrititan Caprives , to return unto 
theo withont raniom, as thou requeſted(t by thy Embaſ- 
{adour, who conld never have been redeemed, if in regard 
of chis amiry we had not granted them liberty : .cruſting 
chou wilt likewiſe (ct ar liberty, {uch of ours as thou halt 
Captives, 

The gifts preſented, were tivo naturall Cryfiall 
Cups, curieus, and ſer \vith precious ones : a couragi- 
ous Horſe, with a golden wrought Saddle, and Trappings 
ſet with pretions (tones, and chains of pure Gold, and 4 
very fair Cammels: the Bafla makivg excuſe, that the 
Horſe and Cammels had loſt cheir beauty , being ſome- 
whart lean and weary, with 4 moneths Travel. This pzace 
held firm till the death of Ferdinand, who about two 
years after July 2 5, died, (being 60 years old) in 1564,

commanded T re»ſlvania,nor the 7 wrk's part of Hung a- 
77, to be no mote invaded ; yet while this Embaſſladour 
was at Vienna, the Baſſa of 7 emeſwar , made divers in» 
curfions, beſieging Jula Caſtle with Gooo men, many 
Tarks coming daily into 7 ra»ſilvania, Then alſo Swends, 
by Mzfſengers, wiſhed che Empercour not to give credit to 
the T*rks Embaſſador, who under colour of peace,\ovght 
bur :o take him ſuddenly, uvprovided, Bot in Fe, the 
Tranſilvanians beſieged Erden, before taken by the Impe- 
rialls, and after two meneths , had it yielded to them 2? 
Chernovich alſo, the Emperour's Embaſladour, retyrning 
from Conſtantinople, aflured him, that rhe T#rks meant 
nothing mdeed, but Warres, greatly preparing by Sea and 
Land: Whereupon, he raiſed new forces, divers Nobles 
coming to him with their foliowers; and Romerus, a 
Knighr of Malta, and divers of his Brethren, ſent by Ro- 
chenheim (their grand Prior in Germany , and then con= 
firmed a Prince of the Empire), 

The Txrkg being then buſie upon the borders of Stirre, 
and thereabours, were ofc cur off by Charls the Arch- 


'Doke, upon advantage, flaying 3000 at one time; yet - 


was the 7 wrk's Embaſſador at Vienna,intreating for peace, - 
and ſo cunningly , that Sa/nza a valiant Captain, having 
corrupred the Judge and others, of Alba Regals, to 
baye berrayed it, (givipg their Wives and Children as Ho- 
ſtagesY 
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ſages) and was on his way from Kab (bur 8 miles off) 
wa: by Poſi-letters called back by che Empzrour, for cor- 
rupting the hope of peace ; the Twrk; afterwards, of 40 
of the conſpirators, impaled ſome on ſharp Bakes, bang- 
ing others on Iron hooks, by the jawes, ll they were 
d-ad.The 7 wrks ſhortly after rook Neoſtat,which was ere 
long, recovered again. At the ſame time, a Twrk/ſh Spie 
was taken at Z:geth, who was ſent from Conf antinople,co 
view its rength and (cituation : who ſaid ( before the 
Arch-Duke) that Selman would perſonally come at 
Spring, to b:fiege the Caltles ef Zigeth and ule. 

Count Serinus rook allo other ipies, by whom he was 
advertized of Solywan's coming : beſides, the Countrey= 
Contributors to both parties, were ſtraightly comman- 
ded tro pay no more Contriburion to the Imperials.- 
whereupon, what Swerd; had often written, was 
ealily gachered ro be true: Alſo the Twrks made 
daily 1ncurhons inco the Emperours Territories: 
wheretore (beipg alſn warned by many letters) pur firong 
Garrilens into his Frontier-Towns, chiefly Rab and Zi- 
geth; but he likewiſe reſolved ro call (againſt che nexr 
year) a general Aſſembly of the Princes ot che Empire at 
AmnguZta,for the better withſtanding of the common E» 
nemy,Solymas ar that timezin revenge of rhe manifold in- 
juries done to his SubjeRs,by theKnighrs of alta,made 
oreat preparation by Sea and Land : whereunto he was

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Meſquita (ent Codonellus a Knight, in a Gallior into S5- 
cily, requeſting him wich all poſſible ſpeed, ro paſle over 
with thoie Letters : 41nſtapha the while, ſenta Meſſenger 
to Yaletta, promiſing a Spaniſh captive liberty for going 
wich him, totry if he would come to any agreement toc 
yieldivg up the Town: whereinto the Chriſtian being 
entred_ {the Twrk, waiting at the Gate) declared his Meſ- 
ſage to Y aletta, who was ſo angry at the name of compo- 
ſition, that had he not been a Chriſtian, he would pre- 
ſently have hanged him : giving him his choyce, either co 
rarry till in the Town, or to go tell his Companion, it he 
packed nor quickly away, he would ſend him farther off 
with a great ſhor. 

The T7 wrk_returning wich this anſwer , M#ſtapha, en- 
raced, proteſted, nzyer to forbear any kind of cruelty a- 
e4inl} the Chriſtians, 

One Philip, of the Grecian Family of Laſcarzs, then 
wich Ma#apha, (who had been courteouſly uled by the 
Chriflians in Patras, by whom he was taken priſoner of 
a boy) had oft attrempred to flee to St, Michaels Caftle, ar 
Jength, 71y 1, he ſum to the Callle, being many times 
ſhot at by the 7wrk's Arroives, and ſmall ſhot. He re- 
vealed co Valetta, many of the enemies lecrets, advitng 
him, how to fruſtrace the enemies purpoſe , for aflatlivg 
Michaels point, with o:her things, no ſmall hzIp re the 
Defendants , fighting himlelf valiantly during che 
vlege. 

Codonellus, coming lafely to Meſſana, found the Chri- 
flian Fleer not ready : wherefore, the Knights, after de- 
bare, reſolved by all meanes poſſible, ro help their Bre- 
thren : chooſing two Generalls of their own fellows,the 
Commanders of Meſſane and Barel: , who declared to 
Garzitas, what the Knights of their Order had done for

Valetta calily granting their defire, ro be pur 1nto Sr, 
"Michaels Town; (tet not removing the old Gatrrifon) 
they n2x: day lally:d our; and baving ſlain 200 Twrks, 
and wounded as many, returned Without a man loſt, 
M#ſtapha knowing it was they which came late!y in, fell 
ing with tis Captains, as that they encred by cheir 
nesl1wence, Bur che (nipition was the more increaſed 
on them, which kept the nttermolt part of the Iſlind, be- 
cau'e 3 Gallicts of «Algiers had \vithdrawn ; ſo that he 
neither trulted them, nor the Renegate Chrifiians , who 
fled daliy irom him : wherefore he proclaimed, thoſe 
who lay out of the Galleys by aighr, ſhould be barney or 
imp:led on (takes; and changing his Warders, 1ppoint- 
ed Sales with his Galliors, to keep che Iſland : chaining 
rogether divers Galleys in the eptrance of the Haven 
Marza-Aexet, Caulins the reſt of the Fleet to rid 2 nearer 
rogethzr than before, Three places were allo affigned for 
rhe wounded : and the then exceeding many fick in the 
Turk's Cup, Mauſtapha then appointed Ochiall Baſſa, 
Governou: of 7 7:ps/u; who goipg thicther, and letting 
thinos in order, returned again : having carried two Ships 
ot Corn there, to make bread, whole want they began to 
fee). Helſe't alſo a Colon?lro Selyman, to ceriuhie him of 
the winn ng of E/wo Caltl-,with a Ce'cription of the Ile, 
as they found ir: and tro dzclare, that the Malrefes were 
fironger and bet er provided,than was ſuppoſed:wherefore 
tt he ſhould continu* the hege,he ſhould ſend a new inp» 
ply of Mzn,Viaual,&c.and while he expeQed an ani{wer; 
hz would do what poſſib'y he might: who Began

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bis battery in fourceen places, with ſeventy grear Pieces, 
three being moſt huge Batilisks, ſo inceſſantly battering 
the Towns and Caſtles of Michael! and «Angels, that 
ſcarce any could be ſafe rherein : which molt rroubled 
the Women and Children, Bur the T#rks were far more 
fake in their Trenches ; yer they durit nor fray farre 
from the Gamp, but with a multitude, and rhen alſo 
were cut off bythe Horſemen of Malta, who were ever 
ready at their heels, 

Art Rome , ſome were (ory for the diſhononr at the 
loſſe of Elms Caltle : others, fearing lelt the calami- 
rics of the Mz/teſes, ſhould redound unto themſelves : 
There were alſo a ſort of men , unacquainted with Mar- 
tiall affaires, who ſhamed not to lay the blame upon 
Valetts : whom his own valour, the tefiimony of 
ſo many famous men preſent, and this Hiſtory 
_ now and hereafter acquit of ſo falſe a flan- 

er. 

But when the three Galleys ( containing beſides 
Knights , ſix hundred Spaniards, and three hundred of 
the Pope's Souldiers) which through diligence, de- 
parted from Meſſaza, July the 7th, with five hun- 
dred buſhels of Wheat, (befide Gunpowder , Saltpeter, 
and Lead for ſhot) approached the Iſland; their Sconr 
perceived by the fign, that they ſhonld retire - the 7 »rks 
preſently obſcuring the Air with (moak, &'c, that rheſe 
Signes ſhould nor be diſcerned ; bur they were already 
deſcryed : ſo they returned co Sicilie; about which 


ime, thoſe in the City Me/ite, puriuzd the 7 wrks, when 
they were fetching in booty of Cattel, {laying divers, r- 
covering the prey, and chaſing them evento their Camp; 
bur che other 7 wrke, ſeeing them flee {© baftily roward 
them, raiſed an Alarum, ran to the Gene:als Tent;and for 
that time, ceaſed their battery: 


Falctta, 
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Valetta , conjeRuring, the T#rks would ſoon aflault 
the Ton and Caflle of Michael! : was about himlelf ro 
have gone thirher, _ Bridge made of Boats, from one - 
point to the other ; but hearins the certainty thereof, re- 
curned into his Caſtle, 

Some think it had been full of danger, for him 
_ done ; and therefore to have been diſcommen- 
ded, | 

Others think the Generalls preſence , chiefly in grear 
dangers, is prayſe-worthy and mot neceſſary : after the 
examples of Alexander the great, Julins ('eſar, The 
wiftocles, Mariss, and others: who faid to their Soul- 
diers, I my ſelf will be your ConduQor in field, in the 
Battel partaker of the ſame danger,ye ſhall be in all things 
as my elf, 

The King of eA/giers came tothe Twrks , with ſeven 
Galleys, ten Galliots, and 2200 Souldiers: who reque- 
fied 21uſtapha, for the firſt place in befieging Xichaels 
Caſtle, which he granted him, joyning to bis forces,two 
thouſand of his beſt Souldiers : who commanded go 
ſmall Veſſels ro be carried by Land out of Aarza- 
Moxet,to eAqua Martis, on that lide, to beſiege che 
Ca(tle by water : Wherefore Yaletta demanded of rwo 
Skilful Shipmaſters , what they thought belt ro be done, 

to keep the Twrks from landing : who thought their 
purpoſe mighr be defeared,, if a Chain of Maſts and Sail= 
yards, joyned rogerher with Iron Rings, were drawn 
from the corner of St, Angels, to the place where the E- 
n:my thonghr to Land, which was done the night fol- 
lowing : the Txrks perceiving this barre, when 'rwas 
Gay, knew net how to Land their men; but a deſperare ' 


ChriRiian fugitive;promiſed the King co break the Chain, | 
and ſwimming to ir, rwo or three more following to 
help him, they 2or up upon it, fhewing apace with their 


Wherefore 
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.. Whzrefore five or fix AMalteſes ſwam chicher wich 
their drawn Swords , ſlaying two, and cauling the 
relt ro flee: after which , none attempted the ſame ; yer 
the barbarous King, dilizent'y prepared for the Siege, 
which Jaly the 1 5th, began by Sea and Land ; bur the 
Defendants ( in the chree houres aſſault) flew with 
cheir Ordnance two thouſand Tzrks , and ſunk twelve 
Gailies: the reſt, coming to the Chain which ſept 
them, rurned their prows on the corner of the Caflle,buc 
were glad ac laſt co retire. | 
The Land-afſault , endured alſo five houres : many 
Turks being ſlain, and two hundred Defendants, four 
_ Knights : Medina was allo wounded, whereof t.c 
ied. 
But Yaletta confidering what danger was like to be, if 
he ſhould fight many ſuch fights : July che 17th, lent 1 


Meſlengzr into S:cilie, who ſwam from the Caltle ro eA- 
qua Martia , thence eſcaping unknown, thorow the E- 


nemies, to Melita, and ſo came to Meſſana: whoſe 
Letters, requelted the Viceroy, to {end Falerra his own 
rwo Gallies, with thoſe Knights there, apd what Souldi- 
ers might be tranſported therein: at which time, 
the Fleet from Spain came to Meſſave, with many 
Knights from divers Nations. | 

The Viceroy ſent Letters before, to Faletta, in Cara- 
ers, by two Frigots, requiring lo ae fign from him, 
whereby the Galleys ar their comin?, might knoiv whe- 
ther ro enter or retire : one of which Fciz2rs, laden with 
Medicines, was intercepted, the other came ro Melita; 
yer fince all. paſſages b2rween that and Sr, Michae!, were 
ſhut up, and the Haven ſtraight)y kept, there could be no 
furcher dire&ion from Yaletta> for their ſafe ſendinz ; 
yet the Knights of Meſſuza,thought 250d to adventure 40 
Knights, with other Souldiers.”

ces, with 3 frefh ſupplies: bur the Defendants ſo repulſed 
ther with weapobs, (hot, fire and force, - that wich na 
{mall lofſe they enforced chem to retire : Wherefore now 
rhey made ſmall reckoning of the enemy , who now de+ 4 
rermined to prove what might be done by undermining, 
which they almoſt pertected undiſcovered ; for they cau- 
ſed 2 Galleys to come as near as they could, and ro batter

in ſuſpence : who for all that filled uprhe Ditch art the 
Caltle-bulwark, wheteby they might withour ſtay paſſe 
unco the over-thrown Wall : with 2 great peeces from a 
High Mount caſt up, playing upon the Caftle, (hooting at 
firit ſhor in Ca#ti/ia's Loupeza Sparilh Knighr being there 
flain with a ſmall (hot: on which day a Spaniſh Souldier 
fledour of the Town to the enemy, afluring them, rhey 
ſhould by a freſh aflavic win the Town ; rhere being buc 
400 alive in'1t.and they(he ſaid) almoſt ſpent with labour 
and wounds.

relt there chat night, and 5 Twrks breaking into the Houſes 1 
killed his Companion, carried away the S:c:{zans,woun-: 
ding himthus , who hardly eſcaped by benefir of the * 
night; Moreover, that the Sicil/ans reld the T wrks, two: © 
Galleys were come into that Port, bound for Malts : 
whereby rhey percetved tbeir coming would be diſcove- 
red; yet they kept on their courle as tar as Poza/o,whence 
they certified the Viceroy whar had happened, andrhe 
South-wind blowinz Rifly againſt them, they returned ro 
Syraeuſaexpeaing his further direion , which was ro 
tay for the coming of the whole Fleet , ready ſhortly to- 
paſſe to ſalts : bur Salazar in hislittle boat, from Poza» 
lo, ſoon arrived ar alta,and came to the City, and in. 
Turkiſh Apparel, with a Companion who could ſpeak 
their Language, by night got into the T«rks Camp,where 
they perceived there was ſcarce 14000 Souldiers in all, 
many being wounded and fick, the reſt bur unſerviceable

Two Galleys with a Galliot dzſeryed by the 2 Galleys 
of Malta, told P:all, The Chriſtian Fleet was ready to 
come forth : Wherefore he canied 7® Galleys to be in 
readineſle, keeping himſelf by day in the Port Maier nigh 
rhe ſhoar, putring ro ſea by night, expeAing chetr com- 
Ing ; but (after long lookiog) when he ſaw nonehe land, 
ed his men agaln, caking out of every Galley moſt of rhe 
powder for the Baſſayit land, After which, they(with 
a greater fury) battered the Walls of both Towns, elpect- 
ally wich BaGlisks, whoſe (hor was 7 hands about : the 
Walls of Michaels-Calile being beaten flat : and the Ca- 
le Bulwark of Sr, Angelo was almoſt fallen quite down » 
Wherefore ,Ang.ts. (ar noon) they fiercely afſaulced 
bach Towns, being thrice repulſed.and (ll coming on a- 
freſh; yer at Jepgrh witch greater ſhughter they gave over 
the 5 hours aſſault : WhereinYaletta armed with 3 Pike, 
was (itil valiantly aghting inthe face of the Breachſo en- 
couraving even the boyes andivomen to fhghr, yer parc 
of the 7 #rks Rood ill in the Town: ditch, havin? caſt up 
a defence of earth, fazgots,&c. to lave themielves;in ap-

at once to aſſault both Towns as before , brought an En- 
oine £O cover 39 men under the breach at A4ichaels,z fo 
that the Defendants could not{wickour danger) thege-ap- 
p-ar: Wherefore ſallying our, they put them ro fliehr 
vnder it, burning the Engine.

having been twice beaten down, Mnſtaepha came himſelt 
ro theplaces, praying and exhorting his Souldiers, faint- 
ly ſighting, nor to be diſcouraged, but ro confirm their 
former labours and ViRtories, and not (vffer their van- 
guiſhed enemies to triumph over them, &c. promiſing

troma Mount. The Defendants had made another Mine 
at the Caftle-bulwark. bur ſeeing ic in danger to be found, 
chey fired ic, 60 Zwrks within danver being (lain. 
 Garzias che while, departed from Syracrſ« ro Park:- 
#xm, overtaking a tall ſhip driven thither by Tempeſt, 
who was carrying (hot and powder to the 7 urks, which 
he ſent to Syracyſa, A Tempeſt ariſing from the Eat, 
Odrave the Chritiian Fleet rothe Iſland ,E£gnſa,220 miles 
welt of Malta, whence Yaletta bad Le:ters, Sept 1, that 
the Viceroy wenld ſhortly come and relieve him : on 
which day a Chritftian captive, fled to St. Angelo, report- 
inz.that the 7 #rks had feiv men able to fighr,' and thar 
orear numbers died daily, yet that they determines to be- 
fiege Melita, and had already mounted 5 grear pecces for 
battery : Having takenfirſt 12,then 14 Horimen of the 
Garriſon, The Fleet coming frome/Afguſa to Drepranum, 
rhence toward Gaulos, 2 Mat#a Gilleys (by the way ) 
rook 2 Twrks Galliots, The Viceroy percetving not the 
appointed fignes, returned from Ganxlos ro Pexals; bur 
WE Ws fi HE  fAnria 
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'Anris following, and telling him, he had ſeen the figns 
of ſafe landing, he next day returned again to Gazles, 
On hich day, a Chriſtian captive fled to St, eAngele,' 
and told / aletta, the Twrks would prove their laſt for- 
rune in aflaulting Achaels Caftle next day, and if they 
had nor anſwerable ſucces, forthwith to be gene: Mauſfte- 
pha promifng 5 Talepts of Goldto thoſe who firtt ad- 
vanced their Enſigns on the Walls , and promote them 


| higher, and co reward the reſt according to their deſert. 


Valetta firſt gave thanks ro God,for ſuch diſcoveries from \ 
rime to time, then preparipg neceſſaries for repulſing 
the enemy : bur che 7 wrks all that day battered the new 
City, and the ſhipping ip the Haven, ſinking one great 
(hip. Garz:i44 in the morning arrived at Malta , 
landing his Forces, and going forward with them a» + 
bout half a mile, inſtructed the chief Commanders | 
what Was to be done; all things to be inthe King of 
Spams \name, but call cheycame ro the Great Maſter, 

' So exhorring them to play the men, he lei them mars 
ching to Melita, in Gght whereof he came with all his 
Fleer : they of the City diſcharging all cheir Ordnance, 
which was anſwered from the Fleet cvice, Then here- 
carned into Sicily ro take in the Duke of Urbins compa- 
nies,and ſome Spaniſh Bands, and ſo to reru:n to attend 
the 7 »rks Fleer's departure, as good as half overthrown, 
Aſloon as the Turks heard che Army was landed , there 
arole a wondrous confufion amongthera : ſome crying 
Armzarm, and others To be gone ; the greateſt number, 
buroing the Engines and Fortifications, with all ſpeed 
embarqued their Ordnance and baggage : which they in 
St. cAngelo perceiving, ſallyed our (without command) 
to Burmela: where ſome T wrks fleeing from a hvge piece 
of Ordnance which they kept, they drew it within rheir 
Walls: and,had the new-come Forces charged the cnes- - 
my, aSthey diſorderly ran to their Galleys, perhaps: they 
had found occaſion of Viory,ortaken melt of o_ Ar- 

uillery : 
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Cillery : bur they choughr ir not convenient co leave the 
things bronghe for relief of the beſieged ,, which for 
toughnefle of the way, and wan: of Horſes, were hardly 
carried, Sept,t1, a Gexar fugitive came in haſte, telling 
Valetta, that 1000 7 wrks were marching to meet with 
che Chriftians on the way : whereupon, he lenc Souldiers 
£0 St, Elms Caltle, to fer upon an Enſign of the Order : 
who found 24 great Peeces which they could nor ( tor 
haſte) remove. 

Aluſtapha being landed from AMarza Moxet at St, 
PauPs Porc (with 7000 men) by the Fleet; and being 
falfly informed,the Chriftians were not above 3 000,mar- 
ched roward Alita, and at the rifing of a Hill, both Ar- 
mies meeting, gave a great ſhout , rhe formoli beginning 

Bartel, a feiv being (lain on both fides: bur che Chriſtians 
. growing on them 1n number and ſtrength, rhey fl:d, rhe 
Chriftians killing of them to rheir Galleys, where, (tr1- 
vins who to get 1n firſt, abour 400 were drowned, beſides 
I800 {lain, The 7wrks lay in the Havep all next day, 
and moſt of the nizht following : and upon ſhooring of a 
great piece, hoyled ſayl,leaving Malta fore waſted, lohog 
In all about 24%00,mot being their be&Souldiers, Abouc 

52e0 Chriſtians were (lain, betides 240 Knights, honous -: 


rably buried, The Turks ſpending 78000 great ſhotin- 5 


batrery. All things conſidered, a man ſhall ſcarce find 
a place theſe many years more mightily impugned, or 
with greater valour and reſolution defended, 

Valetta thus acquitted, commanded publike prayers 
with thanksgiving to be made to the giyer of all Victory; 
then rewarded the Valiant, commended che relt, thanked 
all, relieved the Gick and wounded, bewailed the ſpoil, 
provided for reparation of Breaches,&c. And yetinall 
this was nor ſecure ; but b2cauſe 6f the great harms, and 
che enemies return, next yeat feared , He by Letters to 
dives Princes, chiefly to the grand Priors of che Order 
In divers Countries , requeſted help : 'containing alio 
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he briefly in his Letter to George, grand Prior of Germany 
Or and founder of Elms Cilile, what bath been largely writ- 
ly ren in this Hiſtory, And being bountifully relieved by 
19 chole he wrotero , he both repaired and with Forcificatt- 
th ons (trengrtiened places, ſubjze& corhe enemies force. 
rs Solyman exceeding avgry with the Governoar of Chj- 
8 95 Iſland (who during the fhege had intelligence with Fa- 
Ir letta, revealing many of the 7 zrk's deſigns , allo for de- 
taining 2 years Tribure, 20000 Duckats, and nor ſending 
bo his won:ed Preſents to the Baſſas) commanded Piall to 
o prepare his Fleer,and take that Iſland into his own hand: 
- who April 15, 1566, with $80 Galleys, there arnved : 
- W hereupon, the chief men, ſent him Embaſſadours with 
; preſents, offering him che Haven, and whatever he (kould 
s require ; who kindly accepting rthereof,and landing ſen: 


for che Governor and I 2 Citizens, as it he had tome ſpe- 

cial matter ro confer about frem Solymanr,bzfore he went 

| rhence for A1alta or Italy : who coming to him with 
oreat {ear,he caſt them into Irons ; the Souldiers taking 
che Town- Hall, pulliog down the Towns-Enhgn, having 
in it S:.George with a'Red-croſſe, and ſetting up one of 
, the Txrkr, and lo was it thorow the whole Iflan®, Then 
z rifling che Temples , they conſecrated rhem after their 
anner, The Gorernour and Senators with their Fami- 
lies were ſent to Conſtantinople : the vulgar rortarry there 
or depart, So Pall placing a Turkiſh Governour, and 

a trong Gacrilon, departed from rhar fertile Ifland for 
Italy : burning and defiroying the Villages aleng Apylia, 
and carrying che people into captivity, (o returning. Fobx 
the Vayuod of Tranſtuvania grieved with the harms from 
che Emperours Caprains (whereof he was the cauſe) and 
vainly hoping (from Se/yman) ro have molt part of Han- 
garze, calling himſelf King thereof, ceaſed not to ſolicite 
him co come perſonally ro make a full Conquelt.ſlummo- 
ning the Nobilicy and Burgeſfles (as if by Se/ymans ap- 
poin:ment) to meet at 7 horde, March 9, abour _—_—_ 
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for the common good ; which Swend: che Emperours 
Lievtenant hearing, counter-manded them , perſwading 
the Hungarians notto liften to the Vayuods and T7 wrks 
charms cending ro deſtruftien, but ro obey CMaximili- 
ax ,who purpoſed to proteR them in peace, 

Hence it was, that the remaindefs of chis ſore-(haken 
Kingdome ( divided ) began afrethh ro work each others 
contuſion, ſerving the T; wrks fora furcher encroachment : 
who then ſurprized Aivasch (inthe Captain and ſome 
of che Souldiers abſence) putting all to the ſword : bur 
they were by valiant Seriws art Sigeth afrer 4 hours hard 
hight overthrown and pur to flight ; nor long after, they 
ranged up and down fetching in booty, and doing much 
harm ; Wherefore, Maximilian appointed his Caprains 
co raiſe ſuch Forces in Germany, as were lately granted ' 
him by the Princes and ates of the Empire at Auguſta, 
-oivg himſelf ro Vienna; for Selyman was 1et forward 
with a mighty Army, and come ro Be/grade, where the 
Vayuod of Tranſilvania met him, kiſſing his Hand , and 
commending himſelf and all his State to his procectt- 
on, Then did Swend: hardly belizge Hufth in the bor- 
ders of 7 ra»filvania : and the Baſſa of Buds (on the o- 
cher (1de) befieging Paletta, had, by $ days continual bat- 
cery, greatly endangered it, though valiantly defended by 
T huriger ; but the Count of Helffenſhein approaching 
with ſome Companies, he roſe in ſuch haſte, that he left 
ſome Ordnance and much baggage behind him, The 
Count had the Breaches repaired, {trengchening the Gate 
riſen with a ſupply. Afcer that, he trenechered by Count 
Salina, with ſome Companies from Rab,came to YVeſpri- 
217 about 2 miles off , which he taking by force, June 
30, left not a 7 »rk alive,who had lately ſlain ſome Chri- 
ſtians which they cook : ſo leaving a ſtrong Garriſon they 
returned to Rab, 

Shortly afrer, Count Sa/ma beſieged T atte or Deotis, ta- 
king it by aſſault, July 28, (laying all the 7ark's bor * 
WO 
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who fleeing into a Tower of the Caſtle yielded on com» 
poſicion, the Governour and 2 other chief ones being 
lent priſoners to Viewne, He was On his way to befiege 
Gees nigh Palotta, but the Turks ſeeing his Army, left 
all and fled co Strrigominm : 3 other Garriſons of Caflles, 
firing what they could nor carry » doing the like; for 
which good ſucceſs, Maximilian cauſed publike prayers 
and chankig1ving to be made all thereabouts, 

Count Sermss certainly advertiſed of Solymans com- 
ming ro Zigeth, ſent 2 of his Captains with 10 eo Foot, 
and 5®o Hotrle to lic in wait for the fore-zunners of his 
Army, who not far from Qainque Eccleſie,next day about 
night, ſuddenly (er upon them, who ditorderly fleeing ſe- 
veral wayes, were moli {lain or wounded in flight, Hali. 
beg (ore wounded, periſhing in the Marſhes : whoſe ſon 
and many others were carried priſoners co Zigeth : beſide 
{tore of Plate and Coin, they rook 8 Camels, 5 Mules, 
and 6 Carts laden with a)l manner of ſpoil , and wany 
rich Garments, with 2 fair red- Enſignes. Maximilian 
beſides his own Forces, procured great aid of the States | 
of che Empire and other Princes, who met at Reb ; be- 
fide which Land-forces, he had 12 Galleys and 30 ſhips : 
ſo made, that the men could nor be hure with Arrows: 
wherein \vas 3000 Souldiers, molt /ta/:an;,under Flachi- 
#1a Germane, and a Knight of Malta; afterward, one of 
the number of the Princes of the Empire, 

Selyman commanded a bridge to be made over Dra- 
v#5, and the deep F-ns on tother (ide, for tranſporting his 
Army, lo difficu't, that bzing thrice begun,it was given 0- 
ver as impoſſible, Solywan ſearing 1n his rage to hang 
up the great Baſſ* who bad the charge thereof, if he did 
not With all ſpe:d p2rfe& it : whereupon all boats to be 
found, were taken up, and timber brought from far, nor 
only che vulgar, bur che Gentlemen of the Conntrey were 
forced io work day and gighr, till the Bridge was, In ten 
dayes ſpace (by ſuch a mulcitude) finiſhed : Over which. 
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(a mile long) So/yman paſſing , encamped at Mwiateba) 
itaying 11 his huge Army was come together. Fuly 36, 
90000 ( the Vaniguard ) encamped within a mile of 
Zigeth: lo00e more tollowing ſoon afrer , many in 
rheir approach being flain from the Caſtle, yer they en- 
camped and began the fiege ; Zigethis rongly icituate 
in a Marſh on the Frontiers of Da/matia, denominated 
frem the Countrey it cemmandeth , and a frrong Bul- 
watk againſt the T#rks further entrance that way towards 
Stiris, Serimsus the Governour ſeeing that huge Army 
called togerher che Caprains of the Garriſon (being 2300 
g60d Souldiers (into the Caſtle, making a ſhort dur come 
tortabie and re(vlure fpeech, ſaying toward the end, [ am 
reſolved, as I hope ye are, that 4s I am a Chriſtian and free 
born. ſo(by Gods Grate) in the ſame faith and freedom to 
end my dayes; neither ſhall the proud Turk,while I can bold 
up this hand, have power to command over me, or the ground 
whereon I ſtand: which to perform he ſolemnly took, oath, 
Sane: them to the like; ſs every one returned te his 
4 arge, 

«Aug.5. The Army encamped a mile off > and nexc: 
day Se!yman came into the Campythe grea: Ordnance ex - 
ceecingly thundering, and the Twrks (as rhey were wont) 
ctyirg alond, AU Alla, Alla, the Chriftians an(wering 
with the Name of 7eſ#s, Aug.7. They caſtup a great 
Mount, planting ſome great Ordrance; Next day, they 
molt terribly battered the new Town in 3 places, eafting 
up a Mount in tbe midtt of the Marſh: whence, next day 
and night, they battered the inward Caſtle without ceal- 
Ing, greatly burcirg both Caſtle and Defendants, Serinus 
ſeeing the new City was nor new to be defended , (er all 
onfire,and retired into the old, Axzg.10. they furiouſly 
barrered the old Town in 3 places, bringing their Ord- 
nance into the new Town, and making a bridge the better 
ro go orerthe marſh : 2 plain wayes of wood , earth, 
flones, fagzors, &c, beivg (with wondrous —_

thorow the deep Fenne from the Town to the Caſtle, 
where the Janzaries defended with Wool-facks,&c.(rhe 
Defendants conld nor ſhew themſelves 6n the Walls 
withont great danger for their ſmall ſhot, So the Tarks 
(yer with great lols)by force entred the old cown, Auga9, 
and with ſuch ſpeed, rhat rhey flew many ot the meit vas 
lianc before they could recover the Caſtle, Next day they 
planted their battery againſt the Caſtle in 4 places , ma- 
king 2 plain wayes to 1t therow the Marſh ; and Azg,29, 
rhey flercely aſſailed the Breaches ; but having loft many 
ten they were forced co retire, a great Baſſa being alſo 
lolt, 

Solyman (the while) diftempered with long travel fell 
fick of ,a loofnels, retiring for Health-ſake ro Quinque Ec- 
clefie near Zigeth, where Sept. 4, 1566, he died of the 
Bloody-flux, 76 years old, Ratgning 46, who . was tall 
and flencer, long-necked, pale and wan, lorg and Hook- 
noled, ambitious and bcunriful,more faithful of his pro- 
mile than moft of his Progenicors, Anhbaemet the Viſier 
Baſſa, fearing the inſolence of the Janmzaries, and ſome 
rumulr inthe Camp , concealed his death, aud to thar 
end, had his Phyſtians and Aporhecaries tecretly firan- 
oled : willing Se/z-zns then at Magneſia by a trulily Pot 
co halten to C, onftantixople, to take the poſſeſſion of the 
Empire, anq1ſo ro come tothe Army ; but the Famza- 
ries began to miliruſt the matter, Wherefore Mwba- 
met cauſed the dead body of Solyman to be brought into 
h1s Tent fitting upright in his Horſe-litter, as if fick of. 
the Gour, whereby he contented the Fanizarier, who 
bgan now to undermine the greatelt Bulwark , whence 
rhe Defendants did mol} annoy them ; and Septemb. 5, 
had ſer all the Bulivark on alight-fire, Whereby poſ- 
ſeſſing ir, they with all their force aſſailed the Bulwatk 
n:xt the Ca(tle- gate, whence they were with great ſlangh- 
zer tice repulſed ; bur the fire encreafing , Serimmns. was

So with Swordand Targuert , calling thrice on the 
Name of Jeſus, he iſſued out of the Gate with the re(?, 
where valiantly fighting on the Bridge, flaying ſome Fa- 
#124ries, he fell down dead with a ſhart in the Head (be- 
ing firſt wounded tivice with (mall ſhot ) the 7 arkssry- 
ing for joy, eAlla : the reft fleeing back, were all ſlain, 
bur a ſew whom ſome FJanizaries ( for their valour ) by 
putting their Caps on their Head , ſaved from the others 
fury, The 7 wrks reported, they loſt 7000 Fanizaries, 
'2 8900 others, beſide Volunteers not enrolled, and three 
Baſſaes, 

Serinus Head was cut off, and rext day ( with the 0: 
ther Heads )(er upon a pole; then,by Muhamer,ſent rothe 
Baſſa of Buda, who ſent it to Count Salma in the Camp 
at Rab,covered with afair linnen-cloarb,with a few quip- 
ping words in a Letter: Whoſe death was much lamented 
of all the Army, and his Head honourably buried with 
many tears by his ſon among his Anceſtours,
